ARTICLES OF ORGANIZATION OF THE PHILIPPINE COUNCIL OF STATE 


Pursuant to the approval by the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines 
as contained in his Administrative Order No. 1, dated January 30, 1942, the following Articles of 
Organization of the Philippine Council of State are hereby published for the information and guidance 
of all concerned: 


ARTICLE I 

The Philippine Council of State is organized as an advisory body for the administration of the territory 
of the Philippines occupied by the Imperial Japanese Forces with the end in view that said 
administration may redound to the benefit of the Filipino people. 

ARTICLE II 

The members of the Council are those who have affixed their signatures to the written response dated 
January 23, 1942, to the message of January 8th from the representative of the Imperial Japanese Forces 
addressed to the representative of men of importance in the Philippines, and such additional members as 
the Chairman of the Council may, with the approval of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial 
Japanese Forces, designate from time to time. 


ARTICLE III 

The Chairman of the Council shall be appointed by the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces out of the members of the Council. 


ARTICLE IV 

Meetings of the Council shall be held at the call of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces or of the Chairman of the Executive Commission. 

Twelve members present of the Council shall constitute a quorum.

PRESCRIBING A NEW SCHEDULE OF SALARIES FOR THE OFFICIALS AND EMPLOYEES OF 
THE PROVINCIAL, CITY, AND MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENTS 

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines and upon 
the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following schedule of salaries for the officials 
and employees of the provincial, city, and municipal governments is hereby prescribed, effective as of 
March 1, 1942: 

1. Maximum Salary Rates for Provincial Officials: 

(a) In first-A and first-B provinces- — Provincial Governor, P4,800; Provincial Treasurer, P3,600; 
Provincial Fiscal, P3,360; per diems of Board Members, P7.00 each. 

(b) In first and second-class provinces — Provincial Governor, P4,200; Provincial Treasurer, P3,120; 
Provincial Fiscal, P3,000; per diems of Board Members, P7.00 each. 

(c) In third and fourth-class provinces — Provincial Governor, P3,600; Provincial Treasurer, P2,760; 
Provincial Fiscal, P2,640; per diems of Board Members, P5.00 each. 

(d) In fifth-class provinces — Provincial Governor, P3,000; Provincial Treasurer, P2,400; Provincial 
Fiscal, P2,280; per diems of Board Members, P5.00 each.

3. Salary Rates for Municipal Officials: 


(a) In first-class municipalities and in specially organized municipalities the mayors of which are 
authorized by existing law to receive equal or higher salary rates, PI, 800 each per annum; in second- 
class municipalities, PI, 440 per annum; in third-class municipalities, PI, 200 per annum; in fourth-class 
municipalities, P960 per annum; and in fifth-class municipalities, P600per annum. 

(b) The maximum rates of per diems which may be paid to members of municipal councils, including 
those of Pasay, Paranaque, Caloocan, Makati, San Juan and Mandaluyong in Greater Manila, shall be 
governed by existing law. 

4. Sessions of provincial boards, municipal boards or city councils, and municipal councils for 
attendance at which per diems shall be paid is hereby limited to only once a month. Nothing contained 
in this Order, however, shall be construed as authorizing the payment of per diems when such payment 
has not been authorized in accordance with existing laws nor precluding or prohibiting the holding of 
more than one session a month, provided no per diems are collected for attendance at sessions in excess 
of once a month. 

5. All other positions of provincial, city, and municipal officials and employees not mentioned above 
but which are needed for the operation of the provincial, city and municipal governments shall be 
classified into ten grades, such grades and corresponding rates of compensation to be as follows:

The salary rates for positions of employees shall be fixed on the basis of their new duties and functions 
and on their grade allocations under the salary schedule herein prescribed, such allocations to be 
determined in accordance with the existing Salary Standardization Law by the Salary Committee created 
under paragraph 8 of Executive Order No. If, dated February 27, 1942: Provided, That pending 
determination of the corresponding grade allocations by the said Salary Committee, employees may be 
paid at not exceeding the following reduced salary rates:

SUPPLEMENTING THE RULES GOVERNING THE APPOINTMENT OF SUBORDINATE 

OFFICIALS AND EMPLOYEES 


Pursuant to authority vested in me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by Order No. 1 
of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, the following regulations 
supplementing the rules governing the appointment of subordinate officials and employees in the 
Central Administrative Organization are hereby prescribed: 

1. The ranking officials in the bureaus and offices referred to in section 55 of Executive Order No. 4 
dated February 5, 1942, whose appointment by the Commissioner concerned requires the approval of 
the Chairman of the Executive Commission, shall be understood to include all positions the salaries of 
which are within the range from the minimum of Grade 3 to the maximum of Grade 1 prescribed in 
Executive Order No. 11, dated February 27, 1942. 

2. The determination as to whether a position is highly technical or primarily confidential in character 
shall be made by the Chairman of the Executive Commission upon the recommendation of the Salary 
Committee created by Executive Order No. 11, dated February 27, 1942. 

3. Subordinate employees who may be appointed by the Commissioner concerned, upon the 
recommendation of the proper chief or director of bureau or office, pursuant to the provisions of 
section 56 of Executive Order No. 4, dated February 5, 1942, shall be understood to include all 
positions not included in any of the positions mentioned in the preceding two paragraphs and in 
sections 52, 53, 54, and 55 of the Executive Order herein mentioned, and the salaries of which are 
within the range from the minimum of Grade 10 to the maximum of Grade 4.

EXTENDING THE PERIOD FOR FILING INCOME TAX RETURNS 


Under the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by Order 
No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines and pursuant to 
existing law, the period for filing income tax returns for the year 1941 without penalty by persons or 
corporations required under the National Internal Revenue Code to file such returns on or before 
March 1, 1942, is, upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, hereby extended to April 
30, 1942. 

With respect to corporations which have designated a fiscal year ending on April 30, 1942, or on the 
last day of a month between December 31, 1941 and April 30, 1942, the period for filing income tax 
returns for such fiscal year without penalty by said corporations is also hereby extended by two months 
computed from the last day of the sixty-day period following the close of the fiscal year.

REGISTRATION AND OPERATION OF MOTOR VEHICLES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and upon 
the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following rules and regulations governing the 
registration and operation of motor vehicles are hereby promulgated for the information and guidance 
of all concerned: 

I. Effective on the date of the issuance of this Order, and until April 25, 1942, as prescribed in Executive 
Order No. 17 dated March 16, 1942, owners of motor vehicles who are provided with the necessary 
permits to operate them as required by the rules and regulations of the Military Administration in 
Manila should register the same with the Bureau of Transportation and pay the fees therefor. 

II. Except as otherwise specifically provided herein, the following annual registration fees of motor 
vehicles shall be collected: 


(A) Private automobiles 

Fees 

(1) Five-passenger capacity or less, per annum, payable by semester 

P120.00 


Fees 

(1-a) For five-passenger cars of physicians, per annum, payable by semester 

60.00 

(2) Six to eight-passenger capacity, per annum, payable by semester 

240.00 

(3) When the passenger capacity exceeds eight, the vehicle will be classified as 
bus or truck and charged accordingly. 


(B) Autocalesas and garage cars: 


(1) One to five-passenger capacity, per annum, payable by semester 

P120.00 

(2) Six to eight-passenger capacity, per annum, payable by semester 

240.00 

(3) When the passenger capacity exceeds eight, the vehicle will be classified as 
bus or truck and charged accordingly. 


(C) Motor trucks with or without trailers: 


(1) Private trucks (T) per kilogram, per annum, based upon the gross weight ofP0.04 
the truck or trailer, payable by semester 




(2) Trucks for hire (TG) 

Twice that of “T”, 
payable quarterly. 

(3) Passenger busses for hire (TPU) 

Twice that of “T”, 
payable quarterly. 

(4) Undertaker or funeral car (U) 

Twice that of “T”, 
payable quarterly. 

(5) Motor vehicles under special classification — Same as that of “T” plus P25 for 
less than 26 passengers and PI 00 for 26 or more passengers capacity. 


(D) Motorcycles and motor scooters: 


(1) Three passengers or less, per annum 

P36.00 

(2) Motorcycles or motor scooters for more than three passengers will be 
considered as automobiles and charged accordingly. 


III. The following fees shall be charged for identification plates: 


(A) For each number plate for identification of any vehicle 

P1.00 

(B) For one “Agent” plate for use of automobile dealers 

10.00 

IV. Payment of registration fees must be made: 


On or before April 25th for the first and second quarter or first semester of the 
year 1942. 


On or before June 15th for the third quarter or second semester. 


On or before September 15th for the fourth quarter. 


V. The following fees shall be charged for temporary permits: 


Fees 


(A) For temporary use of auto-mobiles 

PI. 00 per day, plus 
cost of plates. 

(B) For temporary use of trucks 

2.00 per day, plus cost 
of plates. 


VI. The following vehicles shall be exempt from the payment of registration fees: 

(A) All motor vehicles owned or operated by the Imperial Japanese Forces and the Philippine Executive 
Commission, or any of their branches, agencies, instrumentalities, or subdivisions. 


(B) All motor vehicles in storage or not in use.

FIXING THE DATES OF THE LEGAL HOLIDAYS 


Under the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by Order 
No. 9, dated March 18, 1942, of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the 
Philippines and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following days shall be 
observed as legal holidays: 

1. New Year’s Day — The first day of January. 

2. Kigen-setu — The eleventh day of February (Empire or Foundation Day). 

3. Holy Thursday and Holy Friday. 

4. Tencho-setu— The twenty-ninth day of April (The Emperor’s Birthday). 

5. Meiji-setu — -The third day of November (Emperor Meiji’s Birthday). 

6. National Heroes Day — The thirtieth day of November. 

7. Christmas Day — The twenty-fifth day of December. 

8. Rizal Day — The thirtieth day of December. 

9. Sundays. 

When any regular holiday of fixed date falls on Sunday, the next succeeding day shall be observed as 
legal holiday. 

Any other day may, in the discretion of the Chairman of the Executive Commission with the approval 
of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces, be declared as a special public holiday.

SUPERVISION OF SLAUGHTER OF ANIMALS IN THE CITY OF GREATER MANILA AND 
PRESCRIBING UNIFORM SLAUGHTERHOUSE FEES THEREFOR 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, it is hereby 
ordered that all animals sacrificed or slaughtered within the territorial jurisdiction of the City of Greater 
Manila for the consumption of the inhabitants thereof shall be inspected under the supervision of the 
Health Officer of the City of Manila by veterinarians employed by the City of Greater Manila for the 
purpose, who, in the opinion of the Commissioner of Agriculture and Commerce, are competent to 
handle the work. The inspection fee for such animals is hereby fixed at the uniform rate of three and 
one-half (P0.03 Vi ) centavos per kilo.

APPROPRIATING FUNDS FOR THE OPERATION OF THE CENTRAL ADMINISTRATIVE 
ORGANS AND JUDICIAL COURTS DURING THE PERIOD FROM JANUARY TWENTY-THIRD 
TO APRIL THIRTIETH, NINETEEN HUNDRED AND FORTY-TWO 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines and to the 
provisions of existing law, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, I hereby order 
that — 

SECTION 1. The following sums or so much thereof as may be necessary are appropriated out of any 
funds in the National Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the operation of the Central 
Administrative Organs and Judicial Courts for the Period from January twenty-third to April thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and forty-two, unless otherwise stated:

SEC. 2. Allotment of appropriations. — The appropriations for sundry expenses and special purposes 
shall be allotted as the needs of the service may require, for the Executive Commission by the Chairman 
of the Executive Commission among the bureaus and offices under his direct control, and those for the 
Executive Departments by the Commissioners of Departments among the bureaus and offices under 
their respective control. 

SEC. 3. Authority to cover deficits from savings in any item of appropriation. — Any savings in the 
regular appropriations for salaries and wages may, with the approval of the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission, be used to cover deficits in sundry expenses and special purposes. Likewise, the Chairman 
of the Executive Commission may authorize the transfer of the savings in the appropriations for sundry 
expenses and special purposes to cover deficits in any item of said appropriations. 

SEC. 4. Authority to cover deficits in one department from savings in other departments. — The 
Chairman of the Executive Commission is authorized to transfer savings from the appropriations of one 
department to cover deficits in the appropriations of any other department when the public interest so 
requires. 

SEC. 5. Payment of salary for actual services rendered by officers and employees who may be laid off or 
ivhose positions may be abolished. — Officers and employees, who reported for duty and actually 
rendered services during the period from January 23, 1942, up to the time they are advised that they are 
laid off or that their positions have been abolished, may be paid salary at the minimum rate of the 
reduced scale of the grade of their former positions out of savings from the appropriations for salaries 
and wages herein provided. 

SEC. 6 Authority to use savings of any appropriations to provide for services that may become 
absolutely necesary. — Any savings of the appropriations therein made may, with the approval of the 
Chairman of the Executive Commission, be used to create new positions to provide for services that 
may become absolutely necessary in the interest of the public service. 

SEC 7. Suspension of expenditure of appropriations. — The Chairman of the Executive Commission is 
authorized to suspend or otherwise stop the expenditure of any amount appropriated for any purpose, 
or any portion thereof, whenever in his judgment the public interest so requires, and thereupon the 
funds affected by such action shall become available for any other authorized expenditures.

PRESCRIBING RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE REGISTRATION OF ALIENS 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and in 
accordance with the proclamation dated April 1, 1942, it is hereby ordered, upon the recommendation 
of the Executive Commission, that — 

1. Every alien subject to the provisions of the Alien Registration Law shall, before the 31st of May of 
every calendar year, report in person to the Bureau of the Census and Statistics, if residing in the City of 
Greater Manila, or to the office of the respective city or municipal treasurer, if residing in another 
locality, unless prevented from so reporting in person by reason of internment or confinement in prison, 
hospital or other institutions, in which case he shall report within thirty days from the date of his 
release. The official in charge shall thereupon make a proper notation to that effect on the registration 
certificate, to which notation a one-peso documentay stamp furnished by the alien shall be affixed. The 
parent or legal guardian of an alien who is less than fourteen years of age, shall have the duty of 
reporting for such alien: Provided, That whenever any such alien attains his fourteenth birthday in the 
Philippines, he shall thereafter report in person and furnish the required one-peso documentary stamp 
once a year within the period and at the place above designated. 

2. Aliens now residing in the Philippines, who have not yet registered in accordance with the provisions 
of the Alien Registration Law, shall apply for registration and fingerprinting within thirty days from the 
date this order takes effect, unless prevented from so registering by reason of internment or confinement 
in prison, hospital or other institutions, in which case they shall apply for registration within thirty days 
from the date of their release. The parent or legal guardian of an alien who is less than fourteen years of 
age, shall have the duty of registering such alien: Provided, That whenever any such alien attains his 
fourteenth birthday in the Philippines he shall, within thirty days thereafter, apply in person for 
registration and fingerprinting. 

3. The term “alien” includes citizens or subjects of all countries other than the Empire of Japan and the 
Philippines. 

4. The following are exempt from registration and fingerprinting: 

(a) A Filipino woman married to an alien whose name is not included or inscribed in the official registry 
of nationals or in the family record of the country of her husband. 

(b) A female alien married to a Filipino citizen, provided that she renounces her original citizenship. 

(c) A child born in the Philippines of an alien father and a Filipino mother, provided that he renounces 
the citizenship of his father after reaching the age of 14. 

The documents of renunciation mentioned in subsections (b) and (c) of this paragraph shall be made out 
under oath and registered in the Bureau of the Census and Statistics, if the person concerned resides in 



the City of Greater Manila, or in the office of the respective city or municipal treasurer, if in another 
locality. 

5. Failure, without justifiable cause, to make the report required in paragraph 1 hereof shall cause the 
cancellation of the corresponding registration certificate. 

6. Any alien required to apply for registration and to be fingerprinted who, without justifiable cause, 
fails or refuses to make such application or to be fingerprinted, and any parent or legal guardian 
required to apply for the registration of any alien who fails or refuses to file application for the 
registration of such alien, as required in paragraph 2 hereof, shall suffer the penalty provided for in 
existing law. 

7. This Order shall take effect on April 16, 1942.

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines and upon 
the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the office hours of government bureaus and offices, 
including the provincial, city and municipal governments, during the period from April first to June 
fifteenth, nineteen hundred and forty-two, both dates inclusive, are hereby reduced to five continuous 
hours which shall be from eight a. m. to one p. m. All government offices in the City of Baguio are 
exempted from the provisions of this Executive Order. 

This Order shall be without prejudice to the discretion of the Head of any Department, Bureau, or 
Office, or the provincial governor, city mayor, or municipal mayor to extend the hours of labor for any 
or all of the employees under him whenever the interests of the public so require.

REQUIRING THE AUDITOR-GENERAL AND DIRECTOR OF THE BUDGET TO ENFORCE 
THE PROVISIONS OF THE PROCLAMATION DATED JANUARY 23, 1942, OF THE 
COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF OF THE IMPERIAL JAPANESE FORCES IN THE PHILIPPINES WITH 
RESPECT TO THE DEDUCTIONS TO BE MADE FROM THE SALARIES OF THE OFFICIALS 
AND EMPLOYEES OF THE CENTRAL ADMINISTRATIVE ORGANIZATION AND THE 

JUDICIAL COURTS 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization Order 
No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, it is hereby 
ordered that the following rules be observed by the different departments, bureaus and offices of the 
Central Administrative Organization and the judicial courts, in the enforcement of the provisions of the 
Proclamation dated January 23, 1942, of the said Commander-in-Chief: 

(1) The Auditor General and Director of the Budget shall take charge of enforcing the order contained 
in the Proclamation, dated January 23, 1942, of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines with respect to the deductions that are required to be made from the salaries of 
the officials and employees of the different departments, bureaus and offices of the Central 
Administrative Organization and of the judicial courts. 

(2) Except as provided in paragraph 3 hereof, the amounts so deducted shall be deposited by the 
bureaus and offices concerned with either the Philippine National Bank or the Postal Savings Bank as 
the Auditor General and Director of the Budget may determine. 

(4) Payments of premiums due on insurance policies issued by the Government Service Insurance System 
to officials and employees of the Central Administrative Organization and the judicial courts shall be 
taken from the amounts deducted as required by the said Proclamation from the salaries of the 
respective officials and employees: Provided, That, if, for any reason, any premium so paid is to be 
refunded, such refund shall be made to the bureau or office that made the payment in behalf of the 
official or employee concerned for deposit together with the other compulsory savings, and that in 
granting loans on said policies, the premiums paid from salary deductions herein authorized shall not be 
included in the computation of the amounts to be loaned.

If such delinquent taxes are not 
paid by April 30, 1942, the penalties which would have accrued had there been no extension shall 
thereafter be collected, and payments heretofore made of said taxes with penalties shall not be affected 
by the extension herein granted.

RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE ORGANIZATION, POWERS, FUNCTIONS 

AND DUTIES OF THE CONSTABULARY 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me by Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines in connection with Executive Orders Nos. 1 and 4 of the 
Chairman of the Executive Commission, and upon the recommendation of the Commissioner of the 
Interior, the following rules and regulations governing the organization, powers, functions, and duties 
of the Bureau of Constabulary are hereby promulgated: 

ARTICLE I 

1. For the enforcement of law and preservation of peace and order in the Philippines, there shall be 
established and maintained as herein provided an organized and disciplined body to be known as the 
Constabulary. 

2. The forces of the Constabulary and police, including the police of the City of Greater Manila, shall be 
incorporated into a single organization, which shall form the Bureau of Constabulary under the 
administrative supervision of the Commissioner of the Interior. 

3. The Bureau of Constabulary shall have one Director, who shall be vested with all the powers 
conferred generally on Bureau Chiefs, and two Assistant Directors, to be known as First and Second 
Assistant Director, respectively. 

4. In the absence, suspension or other temporary disability of the Director of the Bureau of 
Constabulary, the First Assistant Director shall serve as Acting Director. The Assistant Directors shall 
perform such duties as may be assigned to them by the Director or other superior authorities. 

5. The Director and Assistant Directors of the Bureau of Constabulary and all officers above the grade 
of fourth-class inspector shall be appointed and removed for cause by the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission upon the recommendation of the Commissioner of the Interior. All other officers shall be 
appointed by the Commissioner of the Interior upon the recommendation of the Director of the 
Constabulary: Provided, however, That in the case of officers for service in the City of Greater Manila, 
their appointments or promotions shall he made by the Commissioner of the Interior upon the 
recommendation of the Mayor of the city through the Director of the Constabulary. The removal and 
discipline of all officers and men, including those in the service of the City of Greater Manila shall be 
governed by the provisions of Article VI hereof. 

6. The Constabulary shall be under the direct control and command of the Director who is charged with 
its efficient administration, interior economy and the training and discipline of the members thereof. To 
this end the Director will see to it that officers and other members of the Constabulary are carefully 
selected and properly instructed; that they are efficiently organized, disciplined, and adequately 
provided with arms, munitions, uniforms, and equipment; and that they are in all respects maintained as 
an effective instrument in the performance of their duties. 



7. Members of the Constabulary are peace officers and as such, are authorized and empowered to 
prevent and suppress brigandage, unlawful assemblies, riots and other breaches of the peace and 
violations of the law and municipal or city ordinances. They are empowered and required to execute 
any lawful warrant issued against any person or persons for any violations of law or ordinance, and to 
make arrests upon reasonable suspicion without warrant for breaches of the peace or other violations of 
law or ordinance. For the proper police protection of the municipalities and cities within his 
jurisdiction, the Senior Inspector of Constabulary, subject to the approval of the Director, shall detail in 
each municipality, city, or municipal district, adequate personnel under his command. Persons arrested 
by the Constabulary shall, in all cases, be brought as soon as possible to the proper authority or tribunal 
having jurisdiction of the ease. 

8. The Director of the Constabulary shall, subject to the approval of the Department Head, prepare and 
promulgate general rules and regulations for the government, discipline, and inspection of ail units 
composing it. 

9. The Provincial Governor, through the Senior Inspector, shall exercise general supervision and control 
over the Constabulary in his province. It shall be the duty of the Provincial Governor, when an officer 
or any member of the Constabulary is, in his judgment guilty of any official oppression, extortion, or 
other dereliction of duty, to report the matter in detail, through the Director of the Constabulary, to the 
Commissioner of the Interior. 

10. The units of the Constabulary in the service of the City of Greater Manila, shall perform their duties 
and functions under the authority of the Mayor thereof who shall have concurrent administrative 
supervision over said units. 

ARTICLE II 

11 There shall be four divisions in the Bureau of Constabulary; namely, (a) Executive, (, b ) Supply, (c) 
Inspector, and (d) Information. 

12 (a) The Head of the Executive Division shall be designated Executive Officer. He shall be the 
custodian of the records of the Bureau of Constabulary and lie shall be responsible for the procurement 
of the personnel thereof. He shall see to it that all orders, rules, and regulations issued by the Director 
are properly executed and duly complied with. 

(b) The Executive Officer signs all correspondence and orders issued by authority of the Director and 
performs such other duties as may be required of him. 

13. The Head of the Supply Division shall be charged with the duty of procuring supplies, equipment, 
armament, articles of clothing, and such other materials as may be needed for the proper administration 
and functioning of the Bureau of Constabulary. He shall prepare the budget for the Bureau and shall be 
the custodian of all government property and funds pertaining to the organization and shall safeguard 
the correct and legal disbursements thereof. 

14. (a) The Inspector Division shall consist of a Chief Inspector and such number of Inspectors as may 
be detailed by the Director. 

(b) The Chief Inspector shall be responsible to the Director for the discipline and training of the 
Constabulary. He is also charged with the duty of exercising close supervision over all matters 
pertaining to the efficiency of the Constabulary companies or units; and shall recommend such measures 
to the Director of Constabulary as will secure maximum efficiency from all units or members thereof. 



(c) Under the direction of the Director of the Constabulary, he shall have all charges against any 
member promptly investigated, forwarding the report of such investigation, together with his 
recommendation to the Director of the Constabulary, who shall decide the case. The decision of the 
Director of the Constabulary may be appealed to the Commissioner of the Interior whose decision shall, 
except as to officers appointed by the Chair man of the Executive Commission, be final. 

15. The Head of the Information Division shall be charged with the duty of gathering information 
bearing on law and order and of keeping the records of all criminal cases and of all criminals including 
Pooled, pardoned, and ex-convicts. He shall gather evidence pertinent to all crimes committed and 
furnish the same to the prosecuting agency of the Government. 

16. The necessary personnel of each division shall be fixed by the Director of the Constabulary with the 
approval of the Comissioner of the Interior. 

ARTICTE III 

17. In each province there shall be a Senior Inspector; in the City of Greater Manila it shall be the 
Metropolitan Constabulary Commander, who shall be responsible for the training, discipline and 
efficiency of the Constabulary units and men under his command. He shall be assisted by such officers 
as may be assigned to his province by the Director of the Constabulary. 

18. The forces of the Constabulary shall be organized into companies or smaller units. The strength of 
each company as well as the strength to be assigned to each province and the City of Greater Manila 
shall be determined from time to time by the Director with the approval of the Commissioner of the 
Interior. Companies will be numbered serially upon organization as the First Company, the Second 
Company, etc. 

19. All non-commissioned personnel shall be quartered together and furnished subsistence, and shall be 
regularly stationed in provincial capitals, or other convenient places in the province. The Senior 
Inspector or the Metropolitan Constabulary Commander may, however, authorize them to receive cash 
ration when on patrol duty, escorting prisoners, or on special detail elsewhere. 

20. Appointments in the Constabulary in the grades of patrolman, corporal, sergeant and first sergeant 
shall be made by the Director of the Constabulary. Any Filipino citizen of good moral character, 
physically sound, not less than 21 years of age, without criminal record, at least 5 feet 2 inches tall, and 
possessed of such educational attainment as may be prescribed by the Director, shall be qualified for 
appointment in the Constabulary. Applicants under 21 years, but not less than IS years of age may be 
appointed with the consent of his father, mother or guardian. 

21. The arms of the Constabulary shall be as prescribed by the Commissioner of the Interior. 

ARTICTE IV 

22. The funds for the expenses of the Bureau of Constabulary in the provinces shall be advanced to the 
Senior Inspector. On the 15th and the last day of every month, he shall pay the salary of all the 
members of the Bureau of Constabulary stationed in his province. He shall also pay all expenses which 
have been incurred in connection with the discharge of the functions and the administration of the 
Bureau of Constabulary in his province. 

23. The Senior Inspector, or Metropolitan Constabulary Commander, shall advance to each company 
or detachment commander the necessary funds to subsist the men of his command during the month. 
The company or detachment commander shall keep an account book showing the credits and debits 
properly supported by receipts and vouchers. 



24. The Senior Inspector, except the Metropolitan Constabulary Commander, shall submit his abstract 
of expenditures to the Chief Supply Officer at the end of every month. 

25. The number, pay and allowances of the officers and men of the Constabulary shall be fixed by the 
Chairman of the Executive Commission upon the recommendation of the Commissioner of the Interior. 
The cost of maintenance of Constabulary units in the service of the City of Greater Manila shall be 
borne by that city: Provided, however, That the pay and allowances of the officers and men of said units 
shall be fixed by the Chairman of the Executive Commission, upon the recommendation of the Mayor 
of the City of Greater Manila approved by the Commissioner of the Interior. The cost of maintenance 
of Constabulary units in the service of the provinces, other chartered cities and municipalities shall be 
borne by the Central Administrative Organization: Provided, however, That each province, city and 
municipality shall contribute to the Central Administrative Organization, for Constabulary purposes, a 
sum not to exceed the amount heretofore spent by said province, city or municipality for the 
maintenance of their respective police forces, as may be determined by the Commissioner of the Interior. 

ARTICLE V 

26. The commissioned personnel shall be known and designated as first-class inspectors, second-class 
inspectors, third-class inspectors, fourth-class inspectors, and fifth-class inspectors. 

27. The noncommissioned personnel shall be known and designated as first sergeant, sergeant, corporal, 
and patrolman. 

28. The insignia of the corps and of the different ranks of the service shall be of the prescribed designs 
and patterns deposited with the Chief Supply Officer. 

29. The articles of uniform both for commissioned and noncommissioned personnel of the 
Constabulary shall be of the kind and patterns to be prescribed by the Commissioner of the Interior. 

ARTICLE VI 

30. (a) For inefficiency, misconduct, neglect of duty, violation of regulations, or any other offense 
against good order and discipline, and after due hearing, the Director of the Constabulary may, in the 
interest of public service and with the prior approval of the Commissioner of the Interior or the 
Chairman of the Executive Commission, in the case of officers appointed by the Commissioner of the 
Interior or the Chairman of the Commission, as the case may be, fine in an amount not exceeding one 
month’s salary, suspend without pay for a period not exceeding two months, reduce in rank, or remove, 
as the case may require, any member of the Constabulary appointed by him or under his authority. 

(b) When a member of the Constabulary has been convicted of a crime by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, other than a Constabulary summary court, the Director may order his discharge from the 
service. 

31. The Director of the Constabulary is authorized to designate an officer in each Constabulary post or 
command as summary court before whom offenders of sundry offenses shall be brought to trial. Such 
officer shall have authority to administer oaths and to hear and decide all such cases taken before him. 

32. Any member of the Constabulary who willfully or through neglect, wastes or loses arms, 
ammunition, clothing, or accoutrements; or behaves himself with disrespect toward his superior officers; 
or lies out of his quarters or camp or otherwise absents himself therefrom, or from his guard or other 
command, without leave from his superior officer; or fails, except when prevented by sickness or other 
unavoidable cause, to repair, at the fixed time, to the place of parade, exercise, or other rendezvous 
appointed by his superior officers; or goes from the same before he is dismissed or relieved; or is found 



one mile from his quarters or camp without leave in writing from his superior officers; or fails to retire 
to his quarters or tent at retreat; or hires another to do his duty for him; or is found drunk on guard, 
party, or other duty; or is guilty of any offense, disorder, or neglect to the prejudice of good order and 
discipline, not hereinbefore mentioned, shall be punished as a Constabulary summary court shall direct, 
subject to the provisions and limitations hereinafter contained. 

33. Persons triable before a summary court shall, if in confinement, be brought to trial within twenty- 
four hours after the time of their arrest, or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

34. The punishment imposed by a summary court shall not exceed confinement at labor for one month 
and forfeiture of one month’s pay for the first conviction and confinement at labor for two months and 
forfeiture of two month’s pay for the second conviction within six months. 

35. When the accused is a noncommissioned officer, he may be sentenced to reduction to the grade of 
patrolman in addition thereto, and when the accused has been convicted by summary court three times 
within a year he may be sentenced to be dishonorably discharged. 

36. No sentence adjudged by a summary court against any other member of the service shall take effect 
until it has been approved by the Director of the Constabulary or by the senior inspector as the case 
may be. Where a senior inspector is acting as the summary court, the sentence shall be approved by the 
Director. 

37. The Director of the Constabulary, the senior inspector, or other superior officer may arrest and 
confine in his quarters any subordinate officer of his command charged with crime or with conduct 
unbecoming a gentleman, or to the prejudice of good order and discipline, for not exceeding ten days 
pending investigation of the charge and action thereon. In case of an officer or noncommissioned officer 
of the Constabulary charged with crime shall be arrested and confined until delivered to the court 
having jurisdiction over the offense for trial, or if necessary he may be committed to the proper 
provincial jail for safekeeping. 

38 The examination, appointment, promotion, and removal of members of the commissioned and 
noncommissioned service of the Constabulary, the filling of vacancies therein, and the general discipline 
of members of said service shall be governed by the provisions hereof and shall not be subject to the 
Civil Service Rules and Regulations, but no person shall be permanently appointed to the commissioned 
service of the Constabulary until after or unless he has had thorough training adequate to the grade or 
rank to which he will be assigned, in an authorized school or institution conducted for this purpose.

PRESCRIBING THE PROCEDURE TO BE FOLLOWED IN THE COURSING OF OFFICIAL 
CORRESPONDENCE ADDRESSED TO THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF OF THE IMPERIAL 
JAPANESE FORCES IN THE PHILIPPINES OR TO THE MILITARY ADMINISTRATION 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, it is hereby 
ordered that for the purpose of proper coordination of the work of the Central Administrative 
Organization and in order to have a central record of all correspondence exchanged between the 
Central Administrative Organization and the Military Administration, all official communications 
which are not of routine character pertaining to the work of any Department, addressed to the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, or to the Director-General of 
the Military Administration, shall be coursed through the Office of the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission. 

In accordance with an understanding had by this Office, all official communications coming from the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines or the Director-General of the 
Military Administration, addressed to the different Commissioners, or to any official of the Central 
Administrative Departments, which are not of routine character, will be coursed through the Office of 
the Chairman of the Executive Commission.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 31, s. 1942 
CREATING THE PHILIPPINE RED CROSS 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces, and upon the 
recommendation of the Executive Commission, there is hereby created a public corporation to be 
known as the Philippine Red Cross. 

1. The corporation shall be composed of not more than fifteen persons who shall act as members of the 
Board of Directors in charge of the management of the corporation and shall be appointed every three 
years by the Chairman of the Executive Commission, who shall also designate from among said 
members a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman, a Treasurer, and a Secretary of the Corporation. The 
Philippine Red Cross shall enjoy the general powers mentioned in the Corporation Law, shall be subject 
to the provisions thereof insofar as the same are compatible with the provisions of this Order, and, for 
attaining the purposes of the same, may perform any act which a corporation, copartnership, or natural 
person is authorized to perform under the laws existing or which may hereafter be enacted. The 
corporation shall have the right to have and to use as an emblem or device, a Greek red cross on a white 
ground, with the legend “Philippine Red Cross.” The Philippine Red Cross shall have its main office in 
the City of Manila and shall perform its functions under the supervision and guidance of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces. 

2. The duties of the Philippine Red Cross shall be as follows: 

(a) To investigate the damages caused to the people by storms, inundations, volcanic eruptions, 
earthquakes, fires, epidemics, and other events of similar effects; promote adequate measures for 
preventing or lessening the ravages caused; propose to the competent authorities such measures at it 
may deem advisable in each case, and, upon their adoption, cooperate in the execution thereof; 

(b) To carry on a system of relief in time of peace and apply the same in mitigating the sufferings caused 
by pestilence, famine, fire, floods, and other great calamities, and to devise and carry on measures for 
preventing the same; 

(c) To establish and organize rapid and adequate measures for relieving sufferers and rendering 
volunteer aid and assistance to them with the means at its disposal; 

(d) To collect funds and receive donations or voluntary contributions for its maintenance and the 
realization of its purposes; 

(e) To supervise, inspect and, when deemed advisable, to take direct charge of all work for the relief of 
persons injured in public calamities; and 

(/) In cases of disturbances of the public order, riots, uprising, strikes accompanied by bloodshed, or 
war, and when the Chairman of the Executive Commission so authorizes, to furnish volunteer aid to the 



sick, wounded and disabled in the form and manner in such cases prescribed, with such means as it may 
have at its disposal. 

3. The Philippine Red Cross shall establish branches or agencies in the provinces, chartered cities, and 
municipalities with a view to carrying out within their respective jurisdiction the purposes for which the 
Philippine Red Cross is created, in accordance with such regulations as it may prescribe. 

4. The Philippine Red Cross shall, on or before the thirty- first day of March of each year, make and 
transmit to the Chairman of the Executive Commission a report of its proceedings for the preceding 
year, including a complete and itemized report of its receipts and expenditures, duly certified and 
approved by the Auditor General and Director of the Budget. 

5. All officers and employees of the Central Administrative Organization, provincial, city, and 
municipal governments, particularly the Bureau of Health, the Bureau of Public Welfare and the Bureau 
of Constabulary, as well as those institutions receiving financial aid from the Central Administrative 
Organization, are hereby enjoined to cooperate with the Philippine Red Cross in the performance of its 
duties and functions, and with the approval of the corresponding Head .of Department shall, when 
necessary, render such service as the Philippine Red Cross may assign to them. 

6. Any person who shall solicit, collect, or receive money, material or property of any kind, falsely 
representing or pretending himself to be a member, agent or representative of the Philippine Red Cross, 
or to wear or display the name, emblem or device of said Red Cross, or any imitation thereof, for any 
fraudulent purpose shall be punished by a fine of not more than two hundred pesos or by imprisonment 
for not more than six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

7. Proclamation No. 355, dated January 9, 1931, reserving a certain parcel of public land in the City of 
Manila for headquarters building site purposes of the Philippines Chapter of the American National 
Red Cross, is hereby revoked and the land therein described is hereby reserved for the use of the 
Philippine Red Cross herein created.

PRESCRIBING RULES FOR THE SLAUGHTER OF CARABAOS 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and upon 
the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following rules governing the slaughter of 
carabaos are hereby prescribed: 

1. No carabao shall be slaughtered unless it is unfit for work. 

2. No permit for the slaughter of any carabao shall be issued by the city or municipal treasurer 
concerned unless it is accompanied by a certificate issued by an official of the Bureau of Plant and 
Animal Industry to the effect that the animal is no longer fit for work and by a sworn statement 
subscribed to by the owner of the animal that it has not been injured or otherwise rendered incapable 
for work due to intentional causes: Provided, That in the absence of any official of the Bureau of Plant 
and Animal Industry in the locality, the certificate as to the unfitness of an animal for work may be 
issued by the local health officer or his representative. 

3. Any violation hereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than two hundred pesos or by 
imprisonment for not more than six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of 
the court. When the offender is a firm or corporation, the manager or president thereof or person 
charged with the management of the business of such firm or corporation shall be liable to the penalty 
herein prescribed. 

4. This Order shall take effect immediately.

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and upon 
the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following schedule of fares or charges for the use 
of animal drawn vehicles, i. e., carromatas or calesas, carretelas, and carretela buses within the City of 
Greater Manila, and regulations governing the operation of the same, are hereby prescribed: 

GENERAL PROVISION 

1. Fares and charges may be based on the hour or fraction thereof, or by distance or zone, as indicated 
in this Order. 

2. The fares and charges between points within the City of Greater Manila not included in routes 
published herein or in subsequent orders, shall be based on distances or zones approximating distances 
or zones between points within the route or zone adjoining or nearest the territory to or from which the 
trip is made.

4. In case of disagreement on fares or charges, the nearest policeman may be consulted or the matter 
may be referred to the nearest police station for settlement.

OPERATION OF THE CENTRAL GARAGE 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and upon 
the recommendation of the Commissioner of Public Works and Communications, the following-rules 
and regulations governing the operation of the Central Garage are hereby prescribed: 

1. All government cars held or operated by the different bureaus and offices, with the exception of 
ambulances of hospitals, mail trucks of the Bureau of Comunications, motorcycles and such other 
motor vehicles as may be exempted by the Chairman of the Executive Commission, shall be turned over 
to the Central Garage for operation in accordance with the provisions of this Order. 

2. Hereafter, any government bureau or office desiring motor transportation for official purposes may 
requisition cars from the Central Garage on rental basis in accordance with such schedule of rates as 
may from time to time be prescribed by the Commissioner of Public Works and Communications and 
approved by the Chairman of the Executive Commission. 

3. One automobile shall be assigned on monthly rental basis to each department for its office use and 
that of the bureaus and offices under it and may be kept in a garage of the department concerned or of 
any bureau or office under it, if by doing so it would be more economical than keeping the car in the 
Central Garage when not in use: Provided, That any government bureau or office whose functions 
require continuous use of one or more motor vehicles may, in the interest and for the efficiency of the 
service, make proper representations to the Director of Transportation who shall look into each case 
and submit appropriate recommendation to the authorities concerned for the permanent assignment 
thereto of the necessary number of cars on the monthly rental basis: Provided, further, That no motor 
vehicle shall be permanently assigned to any bureau or office on monthly rental oasis without the 
previous authority of the Chairman of the Executive Commission. 

4. Except motor vehicles rented on the monthly rental basis as hereinabove provided, cars, trucks, 
jitneys shall be furnished for use of bureaus and offices on a per-hour or daily rental basis upon request 
of the bureaus or offices concerned and as necessity therefor arises. 

5. The Central Garage shall operate on such appropriation as may be specifically granted for the 
purpose. In case of deficit in the appropriation due to unforeseen increase in its activities, the deficit 
shall be covered either from collections made in excess of the estimated income of the Central Garage as 
shown in the Budget, or from such additional allotments as may be secured for the purpose. 

6. It shall be the policy of the Central Garage to operate only small (light) cars in order to minimize its 
operating expenses and to keep adequately in storage the big cars the operation of which will be costly 
to the Commission, and thus exercise the strictest economy in its operation. 



7. Subject to the approval of the Commissioner of Public Works and Communications, the Director of 
Transportation shall issue such rules, regulations or instructions as he may deem necessary with a view 
to a more efficient and economical operation of the Central Garage and to carry out more effectively the 
provisions of this Order.

REQUIRING RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATIONS OR ORDERS TO SECURE PERMISSION BEFORE 
SOLICITING OR COLLECTING ALMS AND CONTRIBUTIONS FOR RELIGIOUS PURPOSES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and upon 
the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby required that all religious organizations 
or orders should first secure permission before soliciting contributions or collecting alms for religious 
purposes from the public or from any person, in accordance with the following rules and regulations: 

1. The permission herein required may be secured by filing a written application therefor with the 
Bureau of Religious Affairs at least ten days prior to the date on which the religious organization or 
order will start soliciting or collecting alms or contributions. 

2. The application for permission shall be accomplished in triplicate by the head, chief priest or 
presiding elder of the religious organization or order concerned, or the parish priest, and shall contain 
the following particulars: 

(a) The purpose or object for which the alms or contributions are to be collected; 

(b) The total amount to be raised from the collection of said alms or contributions; 

(c) Whether the collection of such alms or contributions is permitted or not by the laws, rules, or 
regulations of the religious organization or order concerned; 

(d) Methods to be employed in soliciting or collecting the alms or contributions; 

( e ) Period within which it is intended to solicit or collect the alms or contributions; and 

(/) The provinces, cities or municipalities within which said alms or contributions will be solicited or 
collected. 

3. In case the permission applied for is granted, the alms or contributions collected are to be 
acknowledged by receipts and the expenditures certified by vouchers. The religious organization or 
order concerned shall, after the expiration of the period authorized, and within the period to be fixed by 
the Director of Religious Affairs, submit to said Bureau an itemized statement of collections and 
expenditures, the correctness of which is to be duly certified by the head, chief priest or presiding elder 
of the religious organization or order concerned, or by the parish priest. 

4. This Order shall be applicable to indirect means of soliciting or collecting alms or contributions, such 
as selling tickets, chances or coupons, but shall not apply to the following: 

(a) Alms or contributions spontaneously dropped into alms boxes which are placed inside the church or 
chapel for a religious purpose; 



( b ) Alms or contributions dropped or placed in collection boxes or plates passed among the 
congregation during masses or other religious services or immediately preceding or following the same; 
and 

(c) Isolated gifts or donations spontaneously given to a religious organization or order. 

5. The head, chief priest or presiding elder of the religious organization or order concerned, and the 
parish priest shall be responsible for any violation of the provisions of this Order which shall be 
punished by imprisonment for not more than six months or by a fine of not more than two hundred 
pesos, or by both, in the discretion of the court.

IMPOSING SPECIFIC TAXES ON CIGARS, CIGARETTES AND OTHER MANUFACTURED 

PRODUCTS OF TOBACCO 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Orders Nos. 1 and 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and 
upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following rules and regulations governing 
the imposition of specific taxes on cigars, cigarettes and other manufactured products of tobacco are 
hereby promulgated: 

SECTION 1. Specific tax on products of tobacco . — (a) On manufactured products of tobacco, except 
cigars, cigarettes, and tobacco specially prepared for chewing so as to be unsuitable for consumption in 
any other manner, but including all other tobacco twisted by hand or reduced into a condition to be 
consumed in any manner other than by the ordinary mode of drying and curing; and on all tobacco 
prepared or partially prepared for sale or consumption, even if prepared without the use of any machine 
or instrument and without being pressed or sweetened; and on all fine-cut shorts and refuse, scraps, 
clippings, cuttings, and sweeping of tobacco, there shall be collected on each kilogram, one peso and 
forty centavos. 

(b) On tobacco specially prepared for chewing so as to be unsuitable for use in any other manner, on 
each kilogram, sixty centavos. 

Sec. 2. Specific tax on cigars and cigarettes . — 

(a) On cigars and cigarettes there shall be collected the following taxes: 

A. Cigars- — 

(1) When the manufacturer’s or importer’s wholesale price, less the amount of the tax, does not exceed 
thirty pesos per thousand, on each thousand, six pesos. 

(2) When the manufacturer’s or importer’s wholesale price, less the amount of the tax, exceeds thirty 
pesos but does not exceed sixty pesos per thousand, on each thousand, ten pesos. 

(3) When the manufacturer’s or importer’s wholesale price, less the amount of the tax, exceeds sixty 
pesos per thousand, on each thousand, sixteen pesos. 

B. Cigarettes — 

(1) When the manufacturer’s or importer’s wholesale price, less the amount of the tax, is four pesos or 
less per thousand, on each thousand, three pesos. 

(2) When the manufacturer’s or importers wholesale price, less the amount of the tax, is more than four 
pesos but not more than six pesos per thousand, on each thousand, six pesos. 



(3) When the manufacturer’s or importer’s wholesale price, less the amount of the tax, exceeds six pesos 
per thousand, on each thousand, eight pesos. 

(b) The maximum price at which the various classes of cigars and cigarettes are sold at wholesale in the 
factory or in the establishment of the importer to any member of the public shall determine the rate of 
the tax applicable to such cigars and cigarettes; and if the manufacturer or importer also sells, or allows 
to be sold, his cigars and cigarettes at wholesale in another establishment of which he is the owner or in 
the profits of which he has an interest, the maximum sale price in such establishment shall determine the 
rate of the tax applicable to the cigars and cigarettes therein sold. 

(c) Every manufacturer or importer of cigars and cigarettes shall file with the Director of Customs and 
Internal Revenue, on the date or dates designated by the latter, a sworn statement of the maximum 
wholesale prices of cigars and cigarettes, and it shall be unlawful to sell said cigars and cigarettes at 
wholesale at a price in excess of the one specified in the statement required by this section without 
previous written notice to said Director of Customs and Internal Revenue. 

SEC. 3. Effectivity . — This Order shall take effect upon its approval by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Imperial Japanese Forces.

REQUIRING RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATIONS OR ORDERS TO SECURE PRIOR 
AUTHORIZATION FOR THE HOLDING OF PUBLIC RELIGIOUS PROCESSIONS OR 
DEMONSTRATIONS OUTSIDE THE CHURCH PREMISES, AND PRESCRIBING RULES AND 

REGULATIONS THEREFOR 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and upon 
recommendation of the Commissioner of the Interior, it is hereby ordered that all religious 
organizations or orders should first secure the necessary authorization before holding any public 
religious procession or any other form of public religious demonstration outside the church premises, in 
accordance with the following rules and regulations: 

1. The authorization herein required may be secured by filing an application with the Bureau of 
Religious Affairs, if the religious procession or demonstration is to be held in the City of Greater 
Manila, or with the proper city or municipal mayor, if it is to be held in another locality, at least five 
days prior to the holding of said procession or demonstration. 

2. The application shall be accomplished in triplicate by the head, chief priest or presiding elder of the 
religious organization or order concerned, or the parish priest, and shall contain the following 
particulars: 

(a) The kind of religious procession or demonstration, and the purpose for holding the same; (b) the 
date when such procession or demonstration will be held; (c) the time the procession or demonstration 
will start; (d) its probable duration; and (e) the route to be followed, specifying all the streets through 
which it will pass. 

3. Before acting on the application, the Director of Religious Affairs shall make the necessary 
arrangements with the Military Administration through the proper officials. He shall furnish 
information thereof to the Mayor of Greater Manila who shall take such measures as he may consider 
necessary regarding the same. 

In the case of religious processions or demonstrations to be held outside the City of Greater Manila, the 
Municipal Mayor, through the Provincial Governor, or the City Mayor, as the case may be, shall make 
the necessary arrangements with the corresponding military authorities stationed in the province, city or 
district. 

Except as the holding of the procession or demonstration applied for may be prohibited or restricted by 
the military authorities, the Director of Religious Affairs or the City or Municipal Mayor concerned, in 
acting on the application, should be guided by the provision of section 11, Article II of Executive Order 
No. 4, dated February 5, 1942, regarding the right of religious organizations or orders to enjoy freedom 
of religion and worship and freedom to preach their doctrines and to perform their religious rites so 
long as they observe public order or good social manners. 



4. No authorization issued for the holding of a religious procession or demonstration on a particular 
date and time shall be valid for the holding of a religious procession or demonstration on any other date 
or time. 

5. It shall be the duty of the City or Municipal Mayor concerned to make a complete report to the 
Bureau of Religious Affairs of all applications for authorization filed with his office and all 
authorizations issued by him. 

6. Violation of any of the provisions hereof shall render the head, chief priest or presiding elder the 
religious organization or order concerned the parish priest liable to punishment, which shall be 
imprisonment of not more than six months or fine of not more than two hundred pesos, or both in the 
discretion of the court.

INITIATING A NATIONAL CAMPAIGN FOR THE CULTIVATION OF IDLE LANDS TO 

PRODUCE FOOD CROPS 


WHEREAS, as a consequence of the present emergency, many farms are abandoned and the country is 
threatened with food shortage; 

WHEREAS, the importation of essential food commodities is problematical under the present 
circumstances ; and 

WHEREAS, food crops must be grown in order to avert hunger and forestall famine throughout the 
land; 

NOW, therefore, pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative 
Organization by Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the 
Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby ordered: 

1. That a nation-wide campaign for the cultivation of rice, corn, camote, cassava, gabi, cowpeas, 
soybeans, mongo and other short-time food crops suited to local conditions, be started at once under 
the joint sponsorship of the Department of the Interior and the Department of Agriculture and 
Commerce. 

2. That it shall be the duty of all city and municipal mayors to distribute uncultivated public lands 
within their respective jurisdictions among the citizens thereof preferably to those who are unemployed 
in order to enable them to plant food crops therein for a period of one agricultural year. 

3. That if for any reason the owner or the one in possession of any private land is unable to cultivate the 
same, it shall be the duty of the mayor of the city or municipality where such land is located to turn it 
over to the citizens of such city or municipality preferably to those who are unemployed for the same 
purposes and under the same conditions prescribed in the next preceding paragraph. 

4. That it shall be the duty of every person or persons to whom public or private land has been turned 
over for cultivation to carry into effect the national food production campaign by planting thereon the 
crops contemplated in paragraph 1 of this Order: Provided, That they may not alter or damage a ny 
permanent improvements existing thereon: And provided, further, That kaihgin may not be resorted to 
without permission from the Director of Forestry and Fishery or of his representative in the locality. 
When a portion of public lands is found more suited for agricultural than for forest 
purposes kainginshaW be allowed. 

5. That crops obtained on public and private lands distributed in accordance with paragraphs 2 and 3 
of this Order shall belong to the grower and no rent for the use of the land shall be collected -.Provided, 
however, That a portion of the crops or so much thereof as may be necessary, not exceeding ten per 
centum, shall be set aside and the proceeds therefrom turned over to the Government as payment of the 
real estate tax corresponding to the year in which such crops arc gathered or harvested. 



6. That it shall be the duty of all provincial governors personally or through the agricultural supervisors, 
to inspect the activities of the mayors in this food production campaign. The governors and city mayors 
shall also submit a monthly report to the Commissioner of the Interior and the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Commerce on the progress of the campaign in their respective provinces and cities. 

7. That it shall be the duty of all provincial governors and city or municipal mayors who may receive 
seeds, seedlings, cuttings, shoots, or tubers from the Government in the furtherance of the national food 
production campaign to distribute such seeds, seedlings, cuttings, shoots, or tubers immediately to the 
farmers for planting, and it shall be unlawful for them to utilize the same for their own benefit, or to 
intentionally permit or give tacit consent to the diversion of the same for consumption purposes. 

8. That any person who neglects or fails to perform any duty enjoined by this Order, or who performs 
any act which defeats or tends to defeat its purposes, or who otherwise violates any provision thereof, 
shall upon conviction be punished with imprisonment not exceeding six months, or by fine not 
exceeding two hundred pesos, or by both such fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court. 

9. That the provincial governors and city or municipal mayors who infringe the provisions of this Order 
shall, in addition to the criminal responsibility to which they may be subject, also be liable to suspension 
or removal from office. 

10. This Executive Order shall be printed in Japanese, English, and in the principal dialects of the 
Philippines for distribution in all cities and municipalities.

SEC. 2. Allotment of appropriations. — The appropriations for sundry expenses and special purposes 
shall be allotted as the needs of the service may require, for the Executive Commission by the Chairman 
of the Executive Commission among the bureaus and offices under his direct control, and those for the 
Executive Departments by the Commissioners of Departments among the bureaus and offices under 
their respective control. 

SEC. 3. Authority to cover deficits from sailings in any item of appropriation. — Any savings in the 
regular appropriations for salaries and wages may, with the approval of the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission, be used to cover deficits in sundry expenses and special purposes. Likewise, the Chairman 
of the Executive Commission may authorize the transfer of the savings in any item of the appropriations 
for sundry expenses and special purposes to cover deficits in any other item of said appropriations.

SEC. 5. Nominal pay or gratuity for employees who may be laid off or whose positions may be 
abolished during May and ]une, 1942.- — Officers and employees who may be laid off or whose positions 
may be abolished during the period May 1 to June 30, 1942 may, with the approval of the Chairman of 
the Executive Commission, be paid nominal pay on the same basis and at the same rates as those paid 
to officers and employees whose services were dispensed with during- the period January 23 to April 30, 
1942, out of any savings in the appropriations for salaries and wages herein provided. 

SEC. 6. Schedule of per diems for officers and employees of the Central Administrative Organization 
and Judicial Courts. — Per diems in lieu of subsistence and lodging while traveling, when allowed to be 
paid from any appropriation authorized in this Order shall be fixed with the approval of the 
corresponding Head of Department at rates not to exceed the following: 


(a) For officers and employees receiving a salary of two thousand pesos or less per annum, a per diem 
not exceeding one peso and fifty centavos; 




( b ) For those receiving more than two thousand pesos per annum, but not exceeding four thousand 
pesos per annum, a per diem not exceeding two pesos and twenty-five centavos; 


(c) For those receiving more than four thousand pesos per annum, but not exceeding six thousand pesos 
per annum, a per diem not exceeding three pesos; and 

( d ) For those receiving more than six thousand pesos per annum, a per diem not exceeding three pesos 
and seventy-five centavos. 

SEC. 7. Suspension of expenditure of appropriations. — The Chairman of the Executive Commission is 
authorized to suspend or otherwise stop the expenditure of any amount appropriated for any purpose, 
or any portion thereof, whenever in his judgment the public interest so requires, and thereupon the 
funds affected by such action shall become available for any other authorized expenditures.

REQUIRING THE REGISTRATION OF ALL RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATIONS OR ORDERS AND 

OF THEIR MEMBERS AND PROPERTIES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines, and upon 
the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby ordered that for the purpose of 
obtaining a complete record of all the existing religious organizations or orders in the Philippines, their 
membership and properties, such religious organizations or orders, their members and properties shall 
be registered in accordance with the following-rules and regulations: 

1. The registration of religious organizations or orders shall be effected by filing with the Bureau of 
Religious Affairs a declaration under oath executed by the head of the organization or order or by his 
duly authorized representative, on forms furnished by the Bureau of Religious Affairs which shall 
contain the following: 

(a) The name of the official of the organization or order making the application as well as his official 
designation; 

(b) The name of the religious organization or order and the location of its main office; 

(c) The date on which the religious organization or order was established and the length of time it has 
been operating; 

(d) The head and principal officers of the organization or order as well as their respective addresses; 

(e) The number of the members of the religious organization or order; 

(f) The activity or activities in which the organization or order is engaged in addition to its religious 
work; 

( g ) Its average total yearly gross and net incomes; 

(h) The total value of its real and personal properties; 

(i) The total amount of its outstanding indebtedness and the names and addresses of its creditors, if any; 
and 

(j) A brief history of the organization or order, including its constitution or internal regulations and its 
fundamental principles or doctrines. 

By religious organization or order is meant any church, religion, religious denomination, sect, order 
society, institution, or any other religious association. 



2. The registration of members of religious organizations or orders shall be effected by filing with the 
Bureau of Religious Affairs a declaration under oath executed by the registrant on forms furnished by 
the Director of Religious Affairs which shall contain the following: 

(a) The name, nationality and date and place of birth of the registrant; 

(b) The name and address in the Philippines of the organization or order of which he or she is a 
member; 

(c) The name of the head of his or her organization or order and the latter’s official residence and 
nationality; 

(d) When and where the registrant joined the organization or order; 

(e) His or her classification and civil status; 

(f) Present address in the Philippines; 

(g) If an alien, his or her date of arrival in the Philippines; 

(h) Trips made abroad, if any, including date, destination and duration thereof; 

(i) Present position or office held in the organization or order; 

(j) Positions or offices previously held in the organization or order; and 

(k) Duties and activities of the member. 

By members of a religious organization or order is meant all heads, dignitaries, bishops, priests, 
ministers, deacons and the community comprising such religious organization or order, excluding lay 
followers. 

3. The registration of properties in the Philippines belonging to religious organizations or orders shall be 
effected by filing with the Bureau of Religious Affairs a declaration under oath on forms furnished by 
the Director of Religious Affairs which shall contain the following: 

(a) The title, location, area (if landed estates) or number (if plants, trees, or machinery, etc.) of all real 
properties and whether held in full ownership or in trust; and if held in trust, the nature of the trust and 
names and addresses of the owner; the manner of acquisition; whether for religious worship or for 
agricultural, industrial, charitable, educational or scientific purposes; their present value; and the annual 
gross and net incomes derived therefrom; and 

(b) The kind, number, location, use, annual gross and net incomes, and value of personal properties; 
whether they are held in full ownership or in trust, and the nature of the trust and the names and 
addresses of the owners if they are held in trust; and the manner of acquisition. 

The form shall be executed by the head or chief priest bishop, presiding elder, or any official duly 
authorized for the purpose, of the religious organization or order concerned, or by their legally 
constituted agents or representatives who have sufficient knowledge of the affairs and properties of said 
religious organization or order to enable them to make the declaration herein required. 

The properties herein required to be registered comprehend both real and personal properties, including 
funds, stocks, bonds, securities, and jewelry, whether held in fee simple or in trust with the exception of 
images, objects, furniture and other movable properties which are used exclusively for the performance 
of religious rites and ceremonies. 



4. The registration of existing religious organizations or orders and of their members and properties as 
herein required must be made not later than June 30, 1942, unless in the case of the registration of the 
members of such religious organization or order the registration is prevented by reason of internment or 
confinement in prison, hospital or other institutions, in which case the registration shall be made within 
thirty days from the date of release from such internment or confinement. Religious organizations or 
orders established, members joining a religious organization or order, and properties acquired by a 
religious organization or order, subsequent to the original period of registration herein prescribed must 
be registered within thirty days from the date of their establishment, membership, or acquisition, as the 
case may be. 

5. The Director of Religious Affairs is hereby authorized to collect a fee of P5.00 for the registration of 
each religious organization or order and P2.00 for every registration of properties. 

6. Refusal or failure without justifiable cause to make the registration herein required shall be penalized 
by imprisonment of not more than one year or a fine of not more than one thousand pesos, or by both. 
If such refusal or failure refers to the registration of any religious organization or order or of its 
properties, the head, presiding elder, or other directing officer thereof shall be responsible therefor, and, 
furthermore, the Central Administrative Organization may, through its proper authorities, refuse to 
recognize the status of the defaulting church or religious organization or order as such and may 
accordingly withdraw the privileges which such church or religious organization or order, or members 
thereof, may otherwise be entitled to enjoy. 

The making of any false declaration or statement in connection with the registration herein required 
shall be dealt with according to the penal law.

2. This Order shall be applicable to all lands covered by homestead applications approved prior to the 
date hereof: Provided, however, That if the land is declared for taxation for the first time no back taxes 
shall be assessed against the homestead, the provisions of section 13 of the Assessment Law to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

3. Such provisions of existing laws as are inconsistent with the provisions of this Executive Order are 
hereby revoked or modified accordingly.

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby ordered 
that — 

1. Any employee of the Central Administrative Organs and Judicial Courts, occupying a position 
allocated to Grade 10, and actually receiving less than P360 per annum, may be granted a minimum pay 
of P360 per annum, which shall include the equivalent money value of subsistence, quarters, clothing, 
and other allowances in kind, if he falls under either of the following conditions: 

(a) If the employee is married and is supporting a family wherein no other member is earning any other 
income from any employment or occupation whatsoever; 

(b) If the employee is single and is the only means of support of the family to which he belongs. 

2. Before an employee is granted the benefits of this Order, he must subscribe to and submit an affidavit 
stating: 

(a) For the married employee — 

(1) That he is legally married and is living with, and supporting, his family; 

(2) The name of his spouse and the names and ages of his legitimate children and other dependents; 

(3) That no other member of his house-hold is earning an income from any employment or occupation 
whatsoever. 

(b) For the unmarried employee — 

(1) That he is living with, and is the only means of support of, his family. 

(2) The names and ages of his dependents and their relation to him. 

3. This Order shall take effect on September 1, 1942, and to carry out its purpose, the savings of the 
appropriations for each Department, including the Supreme Court, as provided in Executive Order No. 
65, dated July 23, 1942, shall be available to cover the necessary salary adjustments herein authorized. 
In the case of special funds, the salary adjustments shall be charged against the savings from the 
authorized allotments.

1. In all cases where any bureau, office, brand subdivision, agency or instrumentality of the Central 
Administrative Organs and Judicial Courts including provinces, cities, municipalities and government- 
owned or controlled corporations have to enter into a contract or renew one actually in force in 
connection with any public service or the supply of articles, materials or equipment needed for public 
use, said contract shall not be executed or renewed without previous advertisement calling for bids in 
which case the award, if at all, should invariably be made in favor of the lowest responsible bidder. For 
very extraordinary reasons, however, such as on the occasion of an emergency involving the loss of, or 
damage to, life and/or property, this requirement may be waived, but only after the Commissioner of 
the Department concerned and the Auditor General and Director of the Budget have been consulted and 
the approval of the Chairman of the Executive Commission has been secured beforehand.

PRESCRIBING THE LEGAL FEES IN THE REGISTRATION OF LANDS AND OF 
TRANSACTIONS AFFECTING REGISTERED AND UNREGISTERED LAND AND CHATTEL 

MORTGAGE 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following 
rules and regulations governing the collection of legal fees in the registration of lands and in the 
registration of transactions affecting registered and unregistered land, and chattel mortgage, are hereby 
promulgated: 

SECTION 1. Fees payable to the clerk of court.— The fees payable to the clerk of court or his deputies 
shall be as follows: 

(a) For filing an application for the registration of land, the fees shall be based on the assessed wine of 
the property for the current year, in accordance with the following schedule: 

(1) When the value of the property does not exceed P2.000, P20 for the first P500 or fractional part 
thereof and P5 for each additional P500 or fractional part thereof; 

(2) When the value of the property is more wan P2,000 but does not exceed P10,000, P35 the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Jan Forces in the Philippines and to the provisions existing law, 
and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby ordered that' — 

1. In all cases where any bureau, office, brand subdivision, agency or instrumentality of the Central

PRESCRIBING RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE GRANTING OF BAIL TO 

PERSONS ACCUSED OF CRIMES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, in order to deter more effectively the commission of crimes and better promote 
peace and order, the following rules and regulations governing the granting of bail to persons accused of 
crimes are, upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, hereby promulgated : 

SECTION 1. Non-bailable offenses. — Except as otherwise provided in section 2 hereof, no person’ 
accused of an offense shall be bailable in the following cases: 

(a) Where the penalty prescribed by law for the offense charged is death or life imprisonment; 

(b) Where the accused is a habitual delinquent; and 

(c) Where the imprisonment prescribed by law for the crime charged is more than twelve (12) years. 

SEC. 2. Grant of bail under special circumstances— Notwithstanding the provisions of section 1 hereof, 
when special circumstances exist which justify the grant of bail to the accused without harm to the 
public interest, the competent court, other than the Supreme Court, before whom any of said cases is 
pending trial or on appeal may, with the previous approval of the Commissioner of Justice, grant bail to 
the accused. In such case, the court shall, by resolution, set forth the special circumstances and reasons 
relied upon in favor of the granting of the bail and shall forward the same, together with the pertinent 
papers, to the Commissioner of Justice for appropriate action. In cases which are pending appeal in the 
Supreme Court, bail may be granted by said Court when special circumstances exist as provided herein 
without the previous approval of the Commissioner of Justice. 

SEC. 3. Bailable offenses. — In all cases other than those mentioned in section 1 hereof, the accused shall 
be admitted to bail upon cash deposit or bond in an amount to be fixed by the court as follows: 

(a) Where the penalty prescribed by law for the offense charged is imprisonment of from six year’s and 
one day to twelve years, from P6,000 to P12,000; 

(b) Where the penalty is imprisonment of from six months and one day to six years or is suspension, or 
“destierro,” from P6,000 to P6,000; 

(c) Where the penalty is imprisonment of from one month and one day to six months, from P100 to 
P600; and 


(d) Where the crime is punishable with imprisonment of from one day to thirty days, not more than 
P100. 



SEC. 4. Bail bond. — In the cases of bailable offenses, or when bail is allowed under section 2 hereof, the 
accused may deposit in cash with the court or with the nearest collector of internal revenue or 
provincial, city or municipal treasurer the amount of his bail as fixed by the court, or give to the court a 
bond for the said amount executed by a surety company authorized to transact business in the 
Philippines, or by at least two sufficient sureties each of whom must be a resident of the Philippines and 
owner of real properties situated therein worth the amount specified in the undertaking and free from 
any lien or encumbrance. 

SEC. 5. Suspension of inconsistent laws. — The effect of existing laws and rules which are in conflict or 
inconsistent herewith is hereby suspended until further orders. 

SEC. 6. Effectivity. — This Order shall take effect upon its approval by the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines.

PROVIDING FOR A SCHEDULE OF PER DIEMS FOR OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES OF THE 
CENTRAL ADMINISTRATIVE ORGANIZATION AND JUDICIAL COURTS WHEN TRAVELING 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby 
provided that when per diems in lieu of subsistence and lodging while traveling are allowed to officers 
and employees of the Central Administrative Organization and Judicial Courts as provided by law, the 
same shall be fixed with the approval of the corresponding Head of Department at rates not to exceed 
the following: 

(a) For officers and employees receiving a salary of two thousand pesos or less per annum, a per diem 
not exceeding one peso and fifty centavos; 

(b) For those receiving more than two thousand pesos per annum, but not exceeding four thousand 
pesos per annum, a per diem not exceeding two pesos and twenty-five centavos; 

(c) For those receiving more than four thousand pesos per annum, but not exceeding six thousand pesos 
per annum, a per diem not exceeding three pesos; and 

(d) For those receiving more than six thousand pesos per annum, a per diem not exceeding three pesos 
and seventy-five centavos. 

Any officer or employee whose compensation is fixed at other than the per annum basis may be given 
the rate of per diems authorized for that receiving compensation on the corresponding per annum basis.

PRESCRIBING REGULATIONS GOVERNING TRAVEL EXPENSES OF PROVINCIAL, CITY, 
AND MUNICIPAL OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby 
provided, that officers and employees of provinces, chartered cities, and municipalities when traveling, 
or when absent from their permanent stations on official business, shall be allowed travel expenses to be 
paid from the funds of their respective governments, as follows: 

1. When traveling by water transportation, the actual travel expenses necessarily incurred. 

2. When traveling in the City of Manila or elsewhere outside of their official stations, the cost of 
transportation of person and essential baggage, together with per diems in lieu of subsistence and 
lodging, as follows: 

(a) For officers and employees receiving a salary of two thousand pesos or less per annum, a per diem 
not exceeding one peso and fifty centavos; 

(b) For those receiving more than two thousand pesos per annum, but not exceeding four thousand 
pesos per annum, a per diem not exceeding two pesos and twenty-five centavos; and 

(c) For those receiving more than four thousand pesos per annum, a per diem not exceeding three pesos. 

In addition to the per diems provided in paragraphs (a), ( b ), and (c) hereof, officers and employees 
concerned, while traveling in the City of Manila on official business, may be reimbursed the cost of their 
transportation not exceeding PI a day. 

3. Officers and employees who are technically in the service of the Central Administrative Organization 
but whose salary or compensation is paid cither wholly or partially by the local government concerned 
shall be subject to the provisions of this Order. 

4. The provisions of existing law and regulations regarding travel expenses of provincial, city, and 
municipal officers and employees which are inconsistent with the provisions of this Order are hereby 
declared inoperative. This Order shall apply to claims for travel expenses, including per diems, pending 
approval or payment on the date of the issuance hereof.

HOLDING OF LOTTERIES OR HORSERACE SWEEPSTAKES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following 
regulations governing the holding of lotteries or horserace sweepstakes and the disposition of the 
proceeds of the same are hereby prescribed: 

1. The Commissioner of Finance shall determine a sales quota or the number of tickets to be sold, the 
number and amounts of prizes to be given, and the dates of the opening and closing of the sale of tickets 
for each lottery or horserace sweepstake; and shall issue necessary regulations regarding the printing of 
tickets, holding of draws or horseraces, payment of prizes, and such other matters as may be necessary 
for the proper holding of lotteries and horserace sweepstakes. 

2. Not less than fifty-five per centum of the proceeds of the sale of tickets in each lottery or horserace 
sweepstake shall be distributed as prizes. The balance, after deducting the corresponding administration 
expenses of the Philippine Charity Sweepstakes, shall be set aside as a special fund and allotted by the 
Chairman of the Executive Commission upon recommendation of the Commissioner of Education, 
Health, and Public Welfare for charitable, health and civic purposes. 

3. Only sold tickets shall participate in any draw. 

4. Upon the recommendation of the Director of the Philippine Charity Sweepstakes, the Commissioner 
of Finance may suspend or postpone the sale of tickets and holding of the draw or horserace when the 
interests of the public so require. 

5. The penalty of imprisonment for not less than one month nor more than two years, or a fine of not 
less than one hundred pesos nor more than five thousand pesos, or both, shall be imposed upon: 

(a) Any person who is found possessing, or dealing in, false or fraudulently altered tickets, knowing the 
tickets he possesses or deals in to be false or fraudulently altered; 

(b) Any person who, for the purpose of causing damage, mutilates any ticket issued in accordance with 
this Order; 

(c) Any person who sells tickets issued by the Philippine Charity Sweepstakes at a price more than that 
stated on the tickets; or 

(d) Any person who sells lottery or sweepstake tickets and fractions or coupons thereof not issued by 
the Philippine Charity Sweepstakes, representing or tending to represent an interest in tickets issued by 
the said office.

EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 95, s. 1942 
REGULATING GAMING CENTERS AND PLACES OF AMUSEMENT 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following 
rules and regulations governing the establishment, maintenance and operation of gaming centers and 
places of amusement are hereby promulgated: 

CHAPTER I 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

SECTION 1. Scope of Order. — This Order shall apply to the establishment, maintenance and operation 
of race tracks and horse racing, frontons and basque pelota games, cockpits, bars, night clubs, cabarets, 
dancing schools, dance halls, boxing and wrestling contests or exhibitions, billiard halls, pool halls, 
bowling alleys and such other gaming centers or places of amusement as the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission may in his discretion decide to regulate. 

SEC. 2. Supervisory power of Commissioner of the Interior over gaming centers and places of 
amusement. — The Commissioner of the Interior shall exercise general supervision over the 
establishment maintenance and operation of all the gaming centers and places of amusement 
contemplated in the Order and such other gaming centers or places of amusement as may be regulated 
and placed under his jurisdiction from time to time, as well as over the officials and employees thereof, 
and shall see to it that all laws, orders and regulations relating to such gaming centers and places of 
amusement are duly enforced. Subject to the approval of the Chairman of the Executive Commission, he 
shall have the power to prohibit or allow the operation of any class of gaming center or place of 
amusement on any day or days or modify their hours of operation, and to prescribe additional rules and 
regulations to govern their establishment, maintenance and operation. He shall appoint, subject to the 
provisions of sections 55 and 56 of Executive Order No. 4, dated February 5, 1942, such personnel as 
he may need for the purposes of this Order, and their compensation shall be fixed in accordance with 
the provisions of Executive Order No. 11 dated February 27, 1942. 

SEC. 3. Provincial governors and city or municipal mayors as local representatives of the Commissioner 
of the Interior. — The provincial governors and city or municipal mayors shall act as the local 
representatives of the Commissioner of the Interior in their respective provinces, cities or municipalities, 
and shall be charged with the duty of enforcing in their territorial jurisdictions the provisions of this 
Order and the rules and regulations issued thereunder. The personnel which they may need for this 
purpose shall be appointed in accordance with the provisions of existing laws and regulations 
governing- the appointment of provincial, city or municipal officials and the salaries of such employees 
shall be fixed in accordance with the provisions of Executive Order No. 13, dated March 12, 1942. 



SEC. 4. Permits. — It shall be unlawful for any person or entity to establish or operate any gaming center 
or place of amusement contemplated in section 1 of this Order, without a permit issued by the 
corresponding provincial governor or city mayor, as the case may be. Any permit issued by the 
provincial governor or city mayor shall be reported by him to the Commissioner of the Interior. 

SEC. 5. Licenses. — In addition to the permit herein required, the operator shall obtain a license from the 
city or municipal mayor of the city or municipality where the gaming center or place of amusement is to 
be operated, which license shall be issued upon presentation of the permit provided in the preceding 
section and payment of the fees herein prescribed. No permit or license shall be issued unless the 
applicant has complied with the provisions of this Order. 

SEC. 6. License fees. — The following license fees shall be paid: 

(a) For each race track, P2,000 annually or P500 quarterly. 

(b) For holding each day of racing, P600. 

(c) For racing managers, judges of races, stewards and handicappers, PI 8 each annually, and for 
jockeys, trainers, timekeepers, starters and weighers, P12 each annually. 

(d) For each horse running on each race, PI. 

( e ) For each basque pelota fronton, P2,000 annually or P500 quarterly. 

(f) For pelotaris, judges or referees and superintendents (intendentes) of basque pelota games, PI 8 each 
annually. 

(g) For promoters and persons or entities conducting boxing or wrestling contests or exhibitions, P200 
each annually or P50 quarterly, if the seating-capacity of the building, stadium or structure wherein the 
contests or exhibitions are to be held is for not more than 4,000 persons; and P400 annually or P100 
quarterly, if the seating capacity is for more than 4,000 persons. 

(h) For professional boxers, professional wrestlers, boxing or wrestling; managers, matchmakers, 
physicians, and referees, P15 each annually, and for timekeepers, announcers, trainers, and seconds, P10 
each annually. 

(i) For each cockpit, night club, cabaret, dancing school, and dance hall, P200 annually or P50 
quarterly. 

(j) For every cockfight held in the cockpit, P0.25. 

(k) For each bar, P100 annually or P25 quarterly. 

(/) For each billiard or pool table, or bowling alley, P10 annually or P2.50 quarterly. 

The above license fees shall accrue to the funds of the city or municipality where the gaming center or 
place of amusement is operated. Existing ordinances prescribing higher fees than those fixed herein shall 
remain in force until otherwise provided for by the Chairman of the Executive Commission. It shall be 
lawful for a city or municipal mayor to impose by ordinance a higher fee than those provided herein 
with the approval of the Chairman of the Executive Commission. 

SEC. 7. Location of gaming centers or places of amusement.— Ho race track or horse racing, basque 
pelota fronton, cockpit, night club, cabaret, dancing school or dance hall shall be maintained or 
operated within a radius of two hundred lineal meters from any city hall or municipal building, 
provincial capitol building, national capitol building, public plaza, public school, church, hospital, 



athletic stadium, public park or any institution of learning or charity; nor shall any bar, boxing or 
wrestling contest or exhibition, billiard hall, pool hall or bowling alley be maintained or operated 
within a radius of one hundred lineal meters from any of the aforementioned buildings or sites. 

SEC. 8. Building, sanitary and parking requirements. — No permit or license for the construction or 
operation of a gaming center or place of amusement shall be issued without proper certificate of the 
provincial or city engineer and architect certifying to the suitability and safety of the building and of the 
Provincial or city health officer certifying to the sanitary condition of said building. The Commissioner 
of the Interior may in his discretion and as the circumstances may warrant, require that gaming centers 
and places of amusement be provided with sufficient space for parking so that the public roads and 
highways be not used for such purpose. 

SEC. 9. Protest or complaint. — Any person who believes that any gaming center and place of 
amusement is located or established in any place not authorized herein or is being operated in violation 
of any provision of this Order may file a protest or complaint with the Commissioner of the Interior 
directly or through the provincial governor, or city or municipal mayor concerned, and after proper 
investigation of such complaint, the Commissioner may take such action as he may consider necessary 
in accordance with the provisions of section 13 hereof. 

SEC. 10. Persons prohibited admission. — Persons under sixteen years of age, persons carrying firearms 
or deadly weapons of any description except government officials performing their official duties, 
intoxicated persons, and persons of disorderly nature and conduct who are apt to disturb peace and 
order, shall not be admitted or allowed to remain in any gaming center or place of 
amusement -.Provided, That persons under sixteen years of age may, when accompanied by their parents 
or guardians, be admitted in gaming centers or places of amusement but in no case shall such minors be 
allowed to bet in gaming centers nor shall minors under fourteen years of age be admitted in bars. 

SEC. 11. Gambling prohibited. — No card games or any of the prohibited games shall be permitted 
within the premises of any gaming center or place of amusement coming under the provisions of this 
Order; and upon satisfactory evidence that the operator or entity conducting such gaming center or 
place of amusement has tolerated the existence of any prohibited game within his or its premises, the 
Commissioner of the Interior may take the necessary action in accordance with the provisions of section 
13 hereof. 

SEC. 12. Duty of operator; maintenance of peace and. order. — It shall be the duty of the operator or 
concessionaire of any gaming center or place of amusement to see that peace and order is maintained at 
all times therein, that the premises be kept under sanitary condition, and that the rules and regulations 
prescribed in this Order are properly observed. Whenever public interest requires or at the request of the 
operator or concessionaire, the senior inspector of Constabulary or metropolitan constabulary 
commander concerned may assign one or more members of the constabulary units under his command 
in any gaming center or place of amusement to maintain peace and order in and around the premises 
thereof and to enforce the provisions of this Order and other municipal or sanitary regulations therein. 

SEC. 13. Revocation or suspension of permits and licenses. — The Commissioner of- the Interior may 
suspend or revoke any permit and license granted under this Order or to any of the gaming centers or 
places of amusement herein regulated or to any official of employee thereof for violation of any of the 
rules or regulations provided in this Order or those which the said Commissioner of the Interior may 
prescribe, or for any just cause. Such suspension of revocation shall operate to forfeit to the city or 
municipality concerned all sums paid therefor. 



SEC. 14. Appeals — Any action taken by the provincial governor or by the city of municipal mayor 
concerned under the provisions of this Order may be appealed to the Commissioner of the Interior 
whose decision shall stand unless modified of revoked by the Chairman of the Executive Commission. 

SEC. 15. Books, records and accounts. — The Commissioner of the Interior or his duly representatives 
shall have the power to inspect at all times the books, records and accounts of any gaming center or 
place of amusement. He may in his discretion and as the circumstances may warrant require that the 
books and financial or other statements of the person or entity operating the gaming center or place of 
amusement be kept in such manner as he may prescribe. 

SEC. 16. Exemptions— Any gaming center or place of amusement licensed as of April 1, 1942, that is 
within the prohibited zones or distances herein provided or cannot comply with the building 
requirements prescribed in this Order shall be given one year’s notice within which to close, transfer, or 
otherwise comply with the provisions hereof, but the Commissioner of the Interior may, with the 
approval of the Chairman of the Executive Commission, in special cases and for justifiable reasons, 
authorize their continuance in their present location. 

The Commissioner of the Interior shall also have the authority, subject to the approval of the Chairman 
of the Executive Commission, to exempt in special meritorious cases any gaming center or place of 
amusement which is not operated for gain or profit, from any or all of the requirements prescribed in 
this Order. 

CHAPTER II 

RACE TRACKS AND HORSE RACING 

SEC. 17. Particular duties of Commissioner of the Interior regarding operation of race tracks and horse 
racing. — In connection with his duties to enforce the laws, orders, rules, and regulations governing the 
operation of race tracks and the conduct or horse racing, the Commissioner of the Interior shall require 
that race tracks be properly constructed and maintained; that adequate sanitary accommodations be 
provided in the tracks, grandstands, stables and other structures of racing clubs; that there be an 
equipped emergency clinic for the care and treatment of injuries and ailments of jockeys and track 
personnel; and that measures be taken against the use of improper devices, drugs, stimulants or other 
means so as to artificially enhance the speed of horses or materially harm their condition. 

SEC. 18. Days and hours of operation. — Except as may otherwise be provided herein, the holding of 
horse races shall be allowed on Sundays and le holidays from 8:00 o’clock in the morning until later 
than 11:00 o’clock at night. 

SEC. 19. Racing managers, jockeys, starters etc-license required.- — No person or entity operating a’ race 
track or conducting horse racing shall employ any racing manager, judge of races, steward, 
handicapper, jockey, trainer, timekeeper, starter, weigher or any other official performing duties directly 
connected with the races, unless such person or track official has been duly licensed by the city or 
municipal mayor concerned. Such license shall be obtained yearly. 

SEC. 20. Automatic electric totalizator. — No person or entity operating a race track or conducting 
horse racing whose total betting on any race day exceed fifty thousand pesos, shall be allowed to hold 
races, unless such person or entity is provided with an automatic, electrically operated public indicator 
system and ticket selling machines, by means of which every ticket purchased on every horse in any 
race, shall be automatically and instantaneously recorded by the electrical impulse on a prominently 
displayed bulletin board, each figure, letter or symbol of which shall be readable from a distance. 



SEC. 21. Official starters.- — Any person or entity operating a race track or conducting horse racing shall 
designate at least two official starters for the races. The stewards of the day shall determine by lot the 
starter to officiate in each race. 

SEC. 22. Stewards.— There shall be at least two stewards for each racing day who shall have the 
necessary powers to supervise the conduct of the races, and to enforce the rules and regulations 
applicable on all questions arising in the race track during a racing day. It shall be their duty to see 
before allowing the program of races to begin, that a license therefor has been duly secured; to apply 
and enforce the penalties provided against offending jockeys, trainers, horse owners, track officials and 
employees and persons who in any way perform duties, directly or indh-ectly, connected with the races. 

SEC. 23. Judges-of- finish. — There shall be three judges-of-finish whose duty shall be to determine and 
decide the winning horses in each race for win, place and show. They shall render their decisions in 
accordance with the order the winning horses shall have crossed the tape line, and in case of closely 
contested events, as shown by the photofinish picture, which in all such cases shall be taken, Any of the 
stewards of the day may, at the discretion of the racing club or entity conducting the races, be 
designated to act as judge-of-finish. 

SEC. 24. Committee of Handicappers — Every person or entity operating a race track or conducting 
races shall have a Committee of Handicappers to consist of three members, one of whom shall be a 
representative of the Commissioner of the Interior. It shall be the duty of the Committee of 
Handicappers to keep a complete and up-to-date record of all registered horses, their owners, color, 
height, and such other characteristics as will aid in their proper identification; the particular group or 
class to which each horse belongs, together with the weight each carried in the previous races 
participated in. The handicappers shall prepare the program of races, taking into consideration past 
performances and condition of each horse, and shall so group and so handicap them as to nearly as 
practicable equalize He winning chances of all the entries in each race, in accordance with such rules as 
may be prescribed by the Commissioner of the Interior. The program Of races as prepared by the 
Committee of Handicap’s shall require the approval of the Commissioner of the Interior. 

SEC. 23. Field inspectors. — The Commissioner of the Interior shall assign field inspectors and agents on 
each racing day to watch the events of the day. They shall be assigned at various places throughout the 
race track. It shall be their duty to carefully observe and detect anomalies and irregularities of any 
nature that may be committed at the start or finish or during the progress of a race; and to detect any 
fraudulent or dishonest deals, transactions or ads that may be committed in the race tracks. They shall 
report immediately any such anomalies, irregularities or fraudulent or dishonest acts, which they may 
discover, to the stewards of the day, who shall promptly take such action as the circumstances may 
warrant. The salaries or compensation of field inspectors and agents shall be paid by the person or 
entity concerned from the special fund provided in section 34 hereof. 

SEC. 26. Track auditors. — For the purpose of supervising and verifying the accuracy of reports of any 
person or entity operating a race track or conducting horse races, with respect to the totalizator receipts 
of the total amount of wager made on each event, the dividends awarded for winning horses, whether 
win, place, or show on each event, and other matters referring to financial computations or statements, 
the Commissioner of the Interior shall assign such number of auditing officers and checkers as may be 
necessary. It shall be the duty of said auditing officers and checkers to report to the Commissioner of 
the Interior any irregularities or erroneous computations, which they may discover in connection with 
reports on the totalizator sales or the total wager funds, or the dividends awarded on each racing event. 
Their salaries or rate of compensation shall be paid by the person on entity concerned from the special 
fund provided in section 34 hereof. 



SEC. 27. Jockeys; qualifications. — No person or entity operating a race track or conducting horse racing 
shall allow a person to ride as jockey, unless such person possesses the qualifications to be Prescribed by 
the Commissioner of the Interior. The Commissioner of the Interior may, however, permit male or 
female riders without license in special events. 

SEC. 28 .Jockeys to be held in enclosure .■ — The jockeys riding in the races of the day shall be quartered 
in an enclosure of the race track apart from the Public at least one hour before they shall ride their 
respective races. They shall not communicate with any person or persons in the race track, except with 
authorized officials of the racing club or entity conducting the races, or with duly authorized 
representatives of the Commissioner of the Interior. They shall be allowed to come out of the enclosure 
only at the time of riding their respective races. Jockeys who are not riding shall not, however, be 
permitted to mix with the public in any part of the buildings or premises of the race track. 

SEC. 29. When two or more horses of one owner are entered in same race; “field” entry. — When two or 
more horses belonging to one owner are entered in the same race, such horses shall be considered as an 
“entry” only and paired in the betting as one horse, so that if any of the said horses wins, the holders of 
tickets for the “entry” shall be entitled to the dividend. No horse may participate in a race unless it 
carries a number and tickets are offered for sale on such a horse. The handicappers at their discretion 
may group two or more horses participating in a race in a “field,” when such horses belong to different 
owners. Such horses shall be grouped in the betting as one horse and when any of such horses wins, all 
holders of the “field” tickets shall be paid the dividend corresponding to the “field”. 

SEC. 30. Wager and dividends. — The face-value of totalizator tickets for wager shall not exceed five 
pesos, whether for win, place, or show. The face-value of said tickets, as the case may be, shall be the 
basis for the computation of dividends, and such dividends shall be paid after eliminating fractions of 
ten centavos: for example, if the resulting dividend is P10.98, the dividend that shall be paid will be only 
P10.90. If no ticket has been sold on a winning horse, whether for win, place, or show, the dividends 
corresponding to such race shall be paid out to the holders of tickets sold on the horses that finished 
dead heat, or on the horse that finished next to that on which not a single ticket was 
sold: Provided, That the owner of said winning horse shall be entitled to the corresponding stake or 
prize. 

SEC. 31. Selection of daily-double events. — Any person or entity operating a race track or conducting 
horse racing may hold one daily-double event in the morning and another in the evening on each racing 
day. The four races constituting the morning and evening daily-double events shall be drawn by lot by 
the authorized representative of the Commissioner of the Interior from the program of races submitted 
by the Committee of Handicappers. The authorized representative of the Commissioner of the Interior 
may draw said daily-double races soon after the completion of the program of races and may allow the 
sale of betting tickets outside the race track premises prior to the day on which such races will be 
run: Provided, however, That the sale of such betting tickets shall be carried out under the supervision 
of the authorized representative of the Commissioner of the Interior, who shall place a specific mark or 
imprint on said betting tickets. 

Not more than fourteen horses belonging to different owners shall be allowed to participate in a daily- 
double race; and in case there are more than fourteen horses belonging to different owners, the 
exceeding number shall be eliminated by lot by the representative of the Commissioner of the Interior. 

SEC. 32. Daily-double races; announcement before starting. — Before starting the first race of a daily- 
double event, the person or entity operating the race track or conducting the races shall announce 
through loud speakers, the names of jockeys mounting each horse, the weights on each horse, the 
number of tickets sold on each horse, and the total number of tickets sold on the race. The same process 
shall be repeated before starting the second race of a daily-double event, except that in this case, the 



number of tickets sold on each horse of the second race, coupled with the winning horse of the first 
race, shall be announced, instead of the tickets sold on each horse of the second race. The person or 
entity conducting a daily-double race shall submit to the auditors of the Commissioner of the Interior 
the stubs of tickets sold and such other information on the betting as may be required for verification. 

SEC. 33. Hour of running daily-double races; posting of ticket sales. — The first race of the morning 
daily-double event shall be run not later than 12:00 o’clock noon and the second race not later than 
forty-five minutes thereafter. The first race of the evening daily-double event shall be run not later than 
6:00 o’clock p. m. and the second race not later than forty-five minutes immediately thereafter. The 
number of tickets sold on each horse in the two races of each daily-double event and the totals thereof 
shall be posted at conspicuous bulletin boards at an interval of forty-five minutes from the opening of 
the races in the morning. The sale of tickets for these events shall be closed forty-five minutes before 
running the first race of each daily-double event. The closing of the sale of tickets for each event shall be 
properly announced by the stewards. 

SEC. 34. Totalizator receipts or wager funds; hole distributed.— The total wager funds or gross receipts 
from the sale of totalizator tickets shall be apportioned as follows: eighty-five per centum shall be 
distributed in the form of dividends among holders of win, place and show horses, as the case may be, 
in the regular races; twelve and one-half per centum shall be set aside as the commission of the person, 
racing club, or entity conducting the races, which shall include the amounts for the payment of 
authorized stakes or prizes for win, place and show horses, and authorized bonuses for jockeys, and two 
and one-half per centum shall be paid to the Central Administrative Organization for disposition as may 
be authorized by law or executive order; and in the case of daily-double races, the gross receipts derived 
from the total sale of daily-double tickets shall be apportioned in the same manner as provided 
hereinabove, except that the eighty-five per centum of the gross receipts from the total sale of daily- 
double tickets shall be distributed in the form of dividends among the holders of the winning 
combination of horses, that is, the two horses that first place in the two races, instead of among holders 
of win, place and show horses, as in the case of regular races: Provided, however, That of the twelve 
and one-half per centum representing the commission of the person or entity conducting the races an 
amount equivalent to one-half per centum of the total wager funds or gross receipts from the sale of 
betting tickets shall be set aside by the said person or entity as a special fund to cover the expenses of 
the personnel of the Commissioner of the Interior assigned to duties relating to race tracks or horse- 
racing, as well as other authorized expenditures such expenses to be apportioned by the Commissioner 
of the Interior among the different persons or entities operating race tracks or conducting horse racing, 
and any unexpended balance of this fund at the end of each year shall revert to the general funds of the 
persons or entities concerned. 

SEC. 35. Races to be run promptly .■ — Except as otherwise provided in this Order, the races listed in the 
official program shall be run promptly at an interval of not more than thirty minutes from the running 
of the first race in the morning. 

CHAPTER III 

BASQUE PELOTA GAMES AND FRONTONS 

SEC. 36. Definitions. — Whenever used in this Order and unless the context indicates a different 
meaning, the following terms shall bear the meaning indicated herein: 

(a) “Basque pelota game” shall include the pelota game with the use of pala, raqueta, cesta punta, 
remonte, and raano, in which professional players participate. 



(b) “Fronton” comprises the court where basque pelota games are played, including the adjoining 
structures used in connection with such games, such as the betting booths and galleries, totalizator 
equipment, and the grandstands where the public is admitted in connection with such games. 

(c) “Pelotari” is a professional player engaged in playing basque pelota. 

(d) “Professional player” is one who plays for compensation. 

SEC. 37. Particular duties of the Commissioner of the Interior regarding operation of basque pelota 
games and frontons. — In connection with his duty to enforce the laws, orders, rules and regulations 
relating to frontons and basque pelota games, the Commissioner of the Interior shall require that such 
frontons be properly constructed and maintained, shall see that proper sanitary accommodations arc 
provided in the grandstands and other structures comprising such frontons; and shall require that such 
frontons be provided with a properly equipped emergency clinic for the care and treatment of injuries of 
the pelotaris. 

SEC. 38. Days and hours of operation. — Except as may otherwise be provided herein basque pelota 
games with betting shall be allowed every day, excepting Sundays, from 2:00 o’clock p. m. to not later 
than 11:00 o’clock p. m. 

SEC 39. Pelotaris, judges, referees, etc. shall be licensed. — No person or entity operating a basque 
pelota fronton, wherein games are played with bet-ring, shall employ any pelotaris, judge or referee, 
superintendent of games (intendente), or any other official whose duties are connected with the 
operation or supervision of the games, unless such person has been duly licensed by the city or 
municipal mayor concerned. Such license shall be granted upon satisfactory proof that the applicant is 
in good health, knows the rules and usages of the game, and is a person of good moral character and of 
undoubted honesty. In the case of pelotaris, such license shall be granted only upon the further 
condition that they are able to play the game with reasonable skill and with safety to themselves and to 
their opponents. The Commissioner of the Interior may further require other reasonable qualifications 
for applicants to a license, not otherwise provided herein. Such license shall be obtained yearly. 

SEC. 40. Installation of automatic electric totalizator. — Any person or entity operating a fronton 
wherein betting in any form is allowed shall install in its premises within the period of one year from the 
date this Order takes effect, an automatic electrically operated indicator system and ticket selling 
machines commonly known as totalizator, which shall dearly record each ticket purchased on every 
player in any game, the total number of tickets sold on each event, as well as the dividends that 
correspond to holders of winning numbers. This requirement shall, however, not apply to double-events 
or forecast pools or to any betting made on the basis of a combination or grouping of players until a 
totalizator that can register such bets has been invented and placed on the market. 

SEC. 41. Supervision over sale of betting tickets and payment of dividends. — For the purpose of 
verifying the accuracy of reports in connection with the sale of betting tickets and the computation of 
dividends awarded to winners on each event, as well as other statements with reference to the betting in 
the games played, the Commissioner of the Interior shall assign such number of auditing officers and 
checkers as may be necessary for the purpose. These auditing officers and checkers shall be placed in the 
ticket selling booths, dividend computation booths and such other parts of the fronton, where betting 
tickets are sold and dividends computed. It shall be their duty to check up and correct any irregularity 
or any erroneous report or computation that may be made by officials of the fronton, in connection 
with the sale of tickets and the payment of dividends. 

SEC. 42. Wager tickets and dividends. — The face value of the wager tickets, for any event shall not 
exceed P5.00 whether for “win” or “place”, or for any combination or grouping of winning numbers. 



The face value of said tickets, as the case may be, shall be the basis for the computation of the dividends 
and such dividends shall be paid after eliminating fractions of ten centavos (P0.10) ; for example: if the 
resulting dividend is P10.43, the dividend that shall be paid will be only P10.40. 

SEC. 43. Distribution of wager funds. — The total wager funds or gross receipts from the sale of betting 
tickets shall be apportioned as follows: a commission not exceeding ten and one-half per centum (10 Vi ) 
on the total bets on each game or event shall be set aside for the person or entity operating the fronton 
and four and one-half per centum (4 Vi %) of such bets shall be paid to the Central Administrative 
Organization for disposition as may be authorized by law or executive order; and the balance or eighty- 
five per centum (85% ) of the total bets shall be distributed in the form of dividends among holders of 
“win” or “place” numbers or holders of the winning combination or grouping of numbers, as the case 
may be: Provided, however, That of the ten and one-half per centum (10 V 2 %) representing the 
commission of the person or entity operating the fronton, an amount equivalent to one-half per 
centum (1/2 % ) of the total bets or wager funds shall be set aside and made available to cover the 
expenses of the personnel of the Commissioner of the Interior assigned to duties relating to basque 
pelota games and frontons, including payment of salaries of such personnel, purchase of necessary 
equipment and other sundry expenses as may be authorized by competent authority, such total expenses 
to be apportioned by the Commissioner of the Interior among the different frontons in operation, and 
any unexpended balance of this fund shall, at the end of each year, revert to the general funds of the 
frontons which contributed to said expenses, in accordance with a basis to be determined by the 
Commissioner of the Interior. 

SEC. 44. Supervision over the conduct of games; enforcement of rides and regulations. — The 
Commissioner of the Interior is authorized to place within the premises of the frontons, such number of 
inspectors and agents as may be deemed necessary to supervise the conduct of the games, to see that the 
rules of the games are strictly enforced, and to carry out the provisions of this Order as well as such 
other regulations as may be hereafter be prescribed. 

SEC. 45. Rides governing the games and personnel of the fronton. — The rules and regulations that have 
been adopted by any fronton to govern the operation of its games and the behavior, duties and 
performance of the officials and personnel connected therewith, such as pelotaris, judges, referees or 
superintendents of the games (intendentes) and others, shall be the recognized rules and regulations of 
such fronton until the same are altered or repealed by the Commissioner of the Interior; and any 
fronton may introduce any type or form of games or events, provided they are not contrary to the 
provisions of this Order or any rule or regulation hereafter issued by the Commissioner of the Interior. 

SEC. 46. Regulations governing pelotaris. — Any rule or regulation adopted by any established fronton 
governing the conduct or performance of pelotaris to the contrary notwithstanding, the following 
regulations shall be observed: 

(a) The pelotaris who are participating in the games shall not be allowed to communicate, talk or make 
signs with any one in the public or with any official or employee of the fronton during the games, 
except with the judges or referees or the superintendent (intendente) in charge of the games; 

(b) The program of games or events, as well as the line-up or order of playing of the pelotaris in each 
event shall be determined by the superintendent of the games (intendente), subject to the approval of the 
Commissioner of the Interior or his authorized representative; 

(c) Pelotaris shall be in good physical condition before participating in any game and shall be laid off 
from playing at least two days in a week. Every pelotari shall once a month secure a medical certificate 
from a government physician to be designated by the city or municipal mayor concerned certifying to 
his physical fitness to engage in the games; 



(d) The amount of dividends computed for any event shall not be posted within the view of the pelotaris 
participating in the event until after the termination of said event. 

CHAPTER IV 

COCKPITS 

SEC. 47. Cockpit defined. — ’’Cockpit” shall include any enclosure, pit, building or place where cock- 
fighting with betting in any form is held. 

SEC. 48. Days and hours of operation. — Except as may otherwise be provided herein, cockfighting shall 
take place only on Sundays and legal holidays and for a period not exceeding three days during the 
celebration of the town fiesta as fixed by the municipal authorities, from 8:00 o’clock in the morning to 
11:00 o’clock at night. 

SEC 49. Persons allowed inside the “ring”. — With the exception of the referee and the respective 
“soltadores” and other employees not exceeding four, no person shall be allowed to stay within the ring 
during any cockfighting: Provided, however, That, if necessary to maintain peace and order, any peace 
officer may enter or stay in said premises. 

SEC. 50. Prohibition against sale of liquor. — No intoxicating liquor of any kind shall be sold within the 
premises of any cockpit nor within a distance of one hundred lineal meters from the cockpit enclosure. 

CHAPTER V 

BARS, NIGHT CLUBS, CABARETS, DANCING SCHOOLS, AND DANCE HALLS 

SEC 51. Definitions. — (a) “Bar” shall include any place or establishment whose principal business or 
activity is the sale to the public or to the members of any club or entity operating, such bar of alcoholic 
beverages or liquors of any kind to be used or consumed within its premises: Provided, That any store, 
place or establishment wherein alcoholic beverages or liquors of any kind are sold shall be considered a 
bar for the purposes of the limitations as to hours of operation provided in Section 53 hereof: Provided, 
further, That a bar that allows music or dancing within its premises shall be considered a night club, 
cabaret, dancing school or dance hall, as the case may be. 

(b) “Night club” shall include any place or establishment selling to the public or to the members of any 
club or entity operating such establishment, food or drinks where customers or other persons are 
allowed to dance. 

(c) “Cabaret, dance hall or dancing school” shall include any place or establishment where dancing is 
permitted to the public or to the members of am-club or entity that operates such establishment and 
where professional hostesses or dancers are employed or where an admission fee or any other charge for 
dancing is collected. 

(d) “Professional hostess” shall include any woman employed by any of the establishments defined 
herein to entertain guests at their table or to dance with them. 

(e) “Professional dancer” shall include any woman who dances at any of the establishments defined 
herein for a fee or remuneration paid directly or indirectly by the operator or by the person with whom 
she dances. 

(f “Operator” shall include the owner, manager, administrator or any person who operates and is 
responsible for the operation of any bar, night club, cabaret, dancing school or dance hall, in 
accordance with the provisions of these regulations. 



SEC. 52. Additional building requirements — (a) Bars, night clubs, cabarets, dancing schools or dance 
halls shall be well lighted and properly ventilated at all times while such establishments are open, 
leaving no dark corners therein. There shall be no private rooms nor separate compartments, except 
those designated for lavatories, dressing room for ladies and kitchen: Provided, however, That the 
dancing, dining or drinking hall of every such establishment which is also authorized to operate a hotel, 
shall be on a floor separate from its lodging rooms: Provided, further, That there shall be in such 
establishments at least two sets of lavatories, one exclusively for women and another for men. 

(b) Every night club, cabaret, dancing school or dance hall shall be properly enclosed with a fence and 
shall have no direct or indirect communication whatever with any neighboring dwelling place, house or 
building. 

SEC. 53. Hours of operation. — Excepting on Christmas eve and New Year’s eve, bars shall be open only 
from 9:00 o’clock a. m. to 11:00 o’clock at night; and night clubs, cabarets, dancing schools, and dance 
halls, from 5:00 o’clock p. m. to 11:00 o’clock at night every day, except on Saturdays, days preceding 
official holidays and days falling on town fiestas when they can be open until 12:00 o’clock 
midnight: Provided, hoivever, That in special cases and for justifiable reasons, the Commissioner of the 
Interior, with the approval of the Chairman of the Executive Commission, may grant a special permit to 
any particular club, association or establishment to operate beyond the hours herein specified: Provided, 
further, That in case any such establishment is also duly authorized to operate a regular restaurant, cafe 
or refreshment parlor or is operated in connection therewith, it may remain In before or after said hours 
solely and exclusively to serve meals, refreshments or non-intoxicating drinks. 

SEC 54. Professional hostesses, waitresses or dancers. — No woman shall be employed as professional 
hostess, waitress or dancer in any bar, night club, cabaret, dancing school or dance hall unless she is at 
least eighteen years of age and without first having obtained a written certificate from the Provincial or 
City Health Officer that she is free from contagious or infectious diseases: Provided, That with the 
written consent of her parents or guardian a woman sixteen years of age or more but below eighteen 
years may be so employed. No professional hostess, waitress or dancer shall be allowed to continue 
working as such, upon discovery by the provincial or City Health Officer that she is suffering from any 
contagious or infectious diseases or after conviction for any disorderly, immodest or immoral conduct, 
or violation of any provision of this Order. The medical certificate required herein shall be obtained 
once every three months. 

CHAPTER VI 

BOXING AND WRESTLING CONTESTS OR EXHIBITIONS 

SEC. 55. Definitions. — For the purpose of this Order and unless the context indicates otherwise, the 
following terms shall bear the meaning indicated herein: 

(a) “Professional boxer or professional wrestler” stall be one who competes for a money prize or purse 
or teaches or pursues or assists in the practice of boxing or wrestling as a means of obtaining a 
livelihood or pecuniary gain; and 

(b) “Purse” shall mean the prize, percentage or other remuneration for which boxing or wrestling 
contestants compete. 

SEC. 56. Licensing of officials, boxers, wrestlers, etc— Persons participating directly or indirectly in a 
boxing or wrestling contest or exhibition, such as judges or referees, physicians, matchmakers, 
professional boxers and wrestlers, their managers, trainers and seconds, timekeepers, announcers, and 
such other persons as may be included under this classification, shall first secure a license from the city 
or municipal mayor concerned before engaging as such. The Commissioner of the Interior shall, by 



regulation, prescribe the qualifications and requisites which each applicant to a license shall possess. 
Any boxer or wrestler applying for a license must first be examined by a physician designated by the 
proper city or municipal mayor to establish both physical and mental fitness for competition, and 
annually thereafter the boxer or wrestler must take this required medical examination. The proper city 
or municipal mayor may, however, order the examination of a boxer or wrestler at any time for the 
purpose of determining whether such boxer or wrestler is fit and qualified to engage in further contests. 
The license referred to herein shall be obtained yearly. 

SEC. 57. Days and hours of operation.- — Except as may otherwise be provided herein, boxing or 
wrestling contests or exhibitions shall be allowed not oftener than twice a week from 2:00 o’clock in the 
afternoon until not later than 11:00 o’clock at night. 

SEC. 58. Age of contestants. — No contestants under the age of eighteen years shall be permitted to 
participate in any professional boxing or wrestling contest or exhibition. 

SEC. 59. Officials at boxing and wrestling contests or exhibitions. — At each boxing or wrestling contest 
or exhibition, the Commissioner of the Interior shall assign from among those duly qualified and 
licensed, a referee or referees, judges, timekeeper, announcer, physician, and a representative of the said 
Commissioner to officiate at such contests or exhibitions, whose salaries or compensation, with the 
exception of such representative, shall be paid by the promoter or entity conducting the contest or 
exhibition. Before the start of each event, the referee shall ascertain from each contestant the name of 
his chief second, and shall hold such chief second responsible for the conduct of his assistant seconds 
during the progress of the contest or exhibition. 

SEC. 60. Licensed physician. — It shall be the duty of every promoter or person or entity conducting 
boxing or wrestling contests and exhibitions to have in attendance at every such contest or exhibition at 
his or its own expense, a licensed physician who has had not less than three years’ medical practice, 
whose duty shall be to observe the physical condition of the boxers and wrestlers and advise the referees 
with regard thereto, and one hour before the contestants enter the ring, to certify in writing to the 
Commissioner of the Interior or his representative as to the contestants’ physical condition to engage in 
the contest or exhibition. 

SEC. 61. Rides governing boxing and wrestling contests or exhibitions. — The Commissioner of the 
Interior shall, in addition to the rules provided in this Order, prescribe a set of rules governing the 
contests and the conduct, behavior and performance of boxers and wrestlers as well as the duties and 
functions of officials during a contest or exhibition inside the ring: Provided, That until such rules are 
promulgated, the standard rules established by law or the practices of the profession shall govern. 

SEC 62. Sham, fake or fraudulent boxing or wrestling contests or exhibitions. — Any promoter or entity 
conducting or participating in any sham, fake or fraudulent boxing or wrestling contest or exhibition 
shall thereby have his or its license revoked by the Commissioner of the Interior; and such promoter or 
entity shall not thereafter be entitled to receive another such license. 

Any contestant who shall participate in any sham or fake or fraudulent boxing or wrestling contest or 
exhibition shall, for the first offense, be suspended for a period of six months (such period to begin 
immediately after the occurrence of such offense) from participating in any boxing or wrestling contest 
or exhibition conducted or held by a promoter or person or entity licensed for such purpose; and for a 
second offense, he shall be totally disqualified from further admission or participation in any boxing or 
wrestling contest or exhibition. 

SEC. 63. Inducing fraudulent boxing or wrestling. — It shall be unlawful for any person by gifts, 
promises or money consideration to induce a boxer or wrestler to give up the fight in any boxing or 



wrestling exhibition or contest or refrain from displaying all his strength and skill, in order that his 
contestant may be given the decision or that there may be a draw. 

SEC. 64. Must file surety bond to guarantee ticket holders. — Any promoter or entity applying for 
boxing or wrestling license must furnish a surety bond to the Commissioner of the Interior in an 
amount equivalent to fifty per centum of the total estimate of receipts from the full seating capacity of 
the building, stadium or structure wherein the contest or exhibition is to be held. This surety bond is to 
be conditioned for the payment to the Commissioner of the Interior in any of the following cases: (1) in 
case of a failure to hold the main event contest upon the date advertised unless the same is thereafter 
held at a postponed date with the consent of the Commissioner of the Interior or his representative; and 
(2) in case of a failure to hold said main event contest at any subsequent date fixed by the 
Commissioner of the Interior or his representative for the holding thereof. The amount represented by 
said bond shall be payable within fifteen days after default to insure reimbursement to the purchasers of 
tickets for such contest or exhibition. 

SEC. 65. Must file fifty per cent bond to guarantee payment of boxers, wrestlers, officials, etc. — -Any 
promoter or entity applying for a boxing or wrestling license must furnish an additional surety bond to 
the Commissioner of the Interior in an amount equivalent to fifty per cent of the total estimate of 
receipts from the full seating capacity of the building, stadium or structure wherein the contest or 
exhibition is to be held, to guarantee the payment of services of boxers, wrestlers, referees, judges, 
physician, timekeeper, announcer, and other persons entitled to such payment as may be determined by 
the Commissioner of the Interior. 

SEC. 66. Contracts between promoters, etc., and boxers and wrestlers.- — The Commissioner of the 
Interior or his representative shall be furnished by the parties concerned with a copy of all contracts 
between promoters or other persons or entities conducting boxing or wrestling contests or exhibitions, 
and boxers or wrestlers, their managers, and other persons who officiate at such contests or exhibitions. 
Such copy of the contract shall be filed with the office of the Commissioner of the Interior or 
his representative at least seven days before the test or exhibition to which the contract relates. If two or 
more promoters or entities file disputed claim on the services of a boxer or wrestler, the boxer or 
wrestler concerned shall be automatically suspended until such claims have been adjusted legally 
adjudicated. 

SEC. 67. Payment of contestants. — Payment of purses of contestants shall be made immediately after 
the contest or exhibition, or, in case of a percentage contract, immediately after the percentage is 
determined by the auditor of the Commissioner of the Interior. The promoter or entity conducting the 
boxing or wrestling contest or exhibition shall pay, in cash or check, all parties entitled to payment for 
services in the presence of an auditor of the Commissioner of the Interior. The promoter or entity 
concerned shall take a receipt for all payments made and give a copy of such receipt to the 
representative of the Commissioner of the Interior. 

SEC. 68. Admission receipts. — The Commissioner of the Interior shall through his duly authorized 
representative, supervise the sale of admission tickets for any boxing or wrestling contest or exhibition. 
The sale of tickets shall not be authorized until the plans showing the seating arrangements, aisle, 
spacing, exit facilities, and the location of fire appliances, have been approved by the Commissioner of 
the Interior or his duly authorized representative. All tickets, except complimentary tickets, shall have 
the price, name of the promoter or entity conducting the contest or exhibition, and the date of the show 
printed plainly thereon. No tickets shall be sold for more than the price as printed thereon; and any 
change in ticket prices or the date of the show shall be subject to approval of the Commissioner of the 
Interior. Complimentary tickets may be issued upon approval of the Commissioner of the Interior or his 
representative. 



Any promoter or entity conducting a boxing or wrestling contest or exhibition shall set aside from the 
gross receipts derived from admission tickets on each day of business, one per centum (1%) of said total 
gross receipts, which shall be available to defray the general expenses of the personnel of the 
Commissioner of the Interior assigned to duties relating to boxing or wrestling contests or exhibitions 
and other authorized expenses, such total expenses to be apportioned by the Commissioner of the 
Interior among the different promoters or entities conducting boxing or wrestling contests or 
exhibitions, and any unexpended balance of suck fund shall, at the end of each calendar year, revert to 
the general funds of the promoters or entities that contributed to the said expenses, in a proportion to 
be determined by the Commissioner of the Interior; The fund herein referred to shall be turned over to 
the Commissioner of the Interior or his representative within the period of two days from the date of 
the boxing or wrestling contest or exhibitions. 

SEC 69. Inspectors and auditing officers. — At every boxing or wrestling contest or exhibition, the 

Commissioner of the Interior shall have an inspector charged with the duty of seeing that the rules and 
regulations provided in this Order and those that may be issued thereunder, are strictly observed. Said 
inspector shall be provided with the necessary assistants, agents and employees. 

The Commissioner of the Interior shall also assign an auditing officer, who shall be present at each 
boxing or wrestling contest or exhibition and whose duty shall be to supervise and verify the sale of 
admission tickets. Such officer shall be assisted in this work by such number of assistants and employees 
as shall be deemed necessary for the purpose. 

SEC. 70. Amateur contests or exhibitions exempted. — Amateur boxing or wrestling exhibitions held by 
and under the auspices of schools, colleges and universities recognized by the Government or of 
generally recognized amateur athletic societies or federations shall not be governed by the provisions of 
this Order. 

CHAPTER VII 

BILLIARD AND POOL HALLS AND BOWLING ALLEYS 

SEC. 71. Definition. — ’’Billiard or pool hall or bowling alley” shall include any room, compartment, 
building or place where billiards, pool or bowling games are played by the public on a compensation or 
hire basis or by the members of a private club or entity operating the same. 

SEC. 72. Hours of operation. — No billiard or pool hall or bowling alley shall be open to the public or 
to the members of a private club or entity operating the same, and no billiard, pool, or bowling games 
shall be allowed therein, except during the hours from 8:00 o’clock a. m. to 11:00 o’clock at night 
daily: Provided, however, That on Christmas eve and New Year’s eve and on Saturdays, days preceding 
official holidays and town fiestas, billiards or pool halls or bowling alleys may be open until 12:00 
o’clock midnight. 

SEC. 73. Prohibition against liquor.- — No intoxicating liquor of any kind shall be sold within the 
premises of any billiard or pool hall or bowling-alley. 

CHAPTER VIII 

FINAL PROVISIONS 

SEC. 74. Regulations of other gaming centers and Places of amusement. — The Chairman of the 
Executive Commission shall, by executive order, regulate from time to time the establishment, 
maintenance and operation of other gaming centers and places of amusement not embraced in this 



Order and may, in his discretion, place the general supervision thereof under the Commissioner of the 
Interior. 

SEC. 75. Budgeting and auditing of fund for expenses of personnel of Commissioner of the Interior . — 
The expenditure of such funds as may be received by the Commissioner of the Interior under the 
provisions of Sections 34, 43 and 68 hereof to cover the expenses of the personnel assigned to duties 
relating to race tracks or horse racing, basque pelota games and frontons, and boxing or wrestling 
contests or exhibitions shall be made in accordance with a budget to be approved by the Chairman of 
the Executive Commission and audited by the Auditor General and Director of the Budget or by his 
duly authorized representative. 

SEC. 76. Application of National Internal Revenue Law. — The license fees, levies, charges, taxes, or 
assessments prescribed in this Order shall be in addition to whatever other taxes or assessments may be 
imposed upon the business of gaming centers or places of amusement by the National Internal Revenue 
Law. 

SEC. 77. Penalties . — (a) Any person who shall establish, maintain and operate any gaming center or 
place of amusement regulated by this Order without the necessary permit or license shall be punished by 
imprisonment of not more than six months or a fine of not more than P2,000, or by both, in the 
discretion of the court. 

(b) Any violation of the provisions of sections 10, 11, 17, 18, 19, 34, 37, 38, 39, 43, 48, 50, 53, 54, 56, 
57, 62, 63, 68, 72, and 73 of this Order shall be penalized by imprisonment of not more than three 
months or a fine of not more than PI, 000, or by both, in the discretion of the court. 

(c) Any operator, official, participant or person who shall participate in or cause the holding of a sham, 
fake or fraudulent horse race, basque pelota game or cockfighting; or who shall give, make, solicit, 
accept or agree to accept any offer, promise, gift or present for the purpose of holding, making or 
participating in such sham, fake or fraudulent race, game or cockfighting or in consideration of any 
malfeasance, misfeasance or nonfeasance connected with the duties of such operator, official, 
participant or person as provided herein, shall likewise be punished by imprisonment of not more than 
three months or a fine of not more than PI, 000, or by both, in the discretion of the court. 

(d) If the violation is committed by a club, firm or corporation, the manager, managing director or 
person charged with the management of the business of such club, firm or corporation shall be 
criminally responsible therefor. 

(e) The penalties herein imposed shall be in addition to the administrative punishment provided in other 
sections of this Order.

TO ACT DIRECTLY ON APPLICATIONS TO HOLD PUBLIC RELIGIOUS PROCESSIONS OR 

DEMONSTRATIONS 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, paragraph No. 3 
of Executive Order No. 39, dated May 13, 1942, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“3. The Director of Religious Affairs or the city or municipal mayor concerned in acting on the 
application, should be guided by the provision of section 11, Article II of Executive Order No. 4, dated 
February 5, 1942, regarding the right of religious organizations or orders to enjoy freedom of religion 
and worship and freedom to preach their doctrines and to perform their religious rites so long as they 
observe public order and good social manners: Provided, however, That the holding of any religious 
procession or demonstration may be restricted, suspended or prohibited by the Military authorities. 

“The Director of Religious Affairs, or the city or municipal mayors shall get in touch with the Branch 
Office of the Military Administration before issuing the permit. 

“The Director of Religious Affairs, in granting an application, shall furnish information thereof to the 
Mayor of the City of Manila who shall take such measures as he may consider necessary regarding the 
same.”

PROVIDING FOR A TEMPORARY SYSTEM OF APPORTIONMENT OF INTERNAL REVENUE 
TAXES TO PROVINCES, CITIES AND MUNICIPALITIES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, there is hereby 
established, as an emergency measure, a new system of internal revenue apportionment under the 
following rules: 

1. The proceeds of residence taxes, except those due in 1940 and 1941, shall accrue to provinces and 
municipalities and to the Central Administrative Organization in the following proportion: twenty-five 
per centum to the municipality wherein the tax is collected, twenty per centum to the province to which 
the municipality belongs, and fifty-five per centum to the Central Administrative Organization. Of the 
collections in chartered cities, forty-five per centum shall accrue to the city wherein the tax is collected 
and fifty-five per centum to the Central Administrative Organization. 

2. The proceeds of residence taxes due in 1940 and 1941 shall accrue to provinces and municipalities 
and to the Central Administrative Organization in the following proportion: forty per centum to the 
municipality wherein the tax is collected, thirty per centum to the province to which the municipality 
belongs, and thirty per centum to the Central Administrative Organization. Of the collections in 
chartered cities, seventy per centum shall accrue to the city wherein the tax is collected and thirty per 
centum to the Central Administrative Organization. 

3. Internal revenue collected, other than from residence taxes, shall accrue to the Central Administrative 
Organization, with the exception of the following amounts which shall be set aside as the share accruing 
to the province or city concerned: one per centum of the collections in the City of Manila; five per 
centum, in the Cities of Baguio, Cebu and Iloilo; ten per centum, in the Cities of Davao and Bacolod; 
fifteen per centum, in the Provinces of Camarines Norte and Masbate; twenty-five per centum, in the 
Provinces of Agusan, Occidental and Pampanga and in the City of San Pablo; thirty-five per centum, in 
the Provinces of Camarines Sur, Laguna, Tarlac and Zamboanga; forty-five per centum, in the Provinces 
of Bulacan, Cagayan and Tayabas; fifty-five per centum, in the Provinces of Nueva Ecija and Oriental 
Negros; sixty-five per centum, in the Provinces of Bataan, Cotabato, Davao and Pangasinan; eighty per 
centum, in the Provinces of Batangas and Lanao; eighty-five per centum, in the Provinces of Albay, 
Isabela, Nueva Vizcaya, Surigao and Zambales; and one hundred per centum, in the Provinces of Abra, 
Antique, Bohol, Bukidnon, Capiz, Cavite, Cebu, Ilocos Norte, Ilocos Sur, Iloilo, La Union, Leyte, 
Mindoro, Misamis Occidental, Misamis Oriental, Mountain Province, Palawan, Rizal, Samar, Sorsogon 
and Sulu, and in the City of Cavite. 

4. The amounts accruing to the Central Administrative Organization shall be remitted to the Bureau of 
the Treasury and the amounts accruing to provinces, cities and municipalities shall be retained by them 
and made available for expenditure for their own purposes. 



5. Where a province, city or municipality, prior to the promulgation of this Order, had expended for its 
own purposes any part of the internal revenue collections accruing to the Central Administrative 
Organization, such province, city or municipality may be allowed by the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission, upon the recommendation of the Commissioner of the Interior and the Commissioner of 
Finance, to reimburse the same in equal monthly installments for a period not exceeding one year 
beginning on the date of the issuance of this Order. The installment for a certain month shall be paid to 
the Central Administrative Organization within the first five days of that month and in case the 
province, city or municipality concerned fails to make such payment, the provincial treasurer, city 
treasurer, or municipal treasurer, as the case may he, is authorized and directed to withhold from the 
revenue of the said province, city or municipality that may come into his possession an amount 
sufficient to cover the payment and shall remit the said sum to the Bureau of the Treasury. 

6. The accounting and reporting of internal revenue collections and the remittances of that portion 
thereof accruing to the Central Administrative Organization, as well as the remittances under the next 
preceding paragraph, shall be made in accordance with the regulations that shall be issued by the 
Auditor General and Director of the Budget and approved by the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission. The Auditor General and Director of the ‘Budget shall also issue such other regulations as 
may be necessary to carry out the provisions of this Order. 

7. This Order shall take effect as of January 23, 1942: Provided, That the Chairman of the Execute 
Commission may, in his discretion and in specific cases, determine the effective date of the application 
of the provisions of this Order to a province, city or municipality where the local government under the 
Philippine Executive Commission has been organized after January 23, 1942.

3. Such provisions of existing laws as are inconsistent with the provisions of this Executive Order are 
hereby revoked or modified accordingly.

FROM THE BUREAU OF THE CENSUS AND STATISTICS TO THE CITY HEALTH OFFICER OF 
THE CITY OF MANILA; AND TO EMPOWER THE BUREAU OF THE CENSUS AND 
STATISTICS TO PERFORM SUCH OTHER FUNCTIONS HERETOFORE ATTENDED TO BY 
THE FORMER BUREAU OF IMMIGRATION AS ARE NOT INCONSISTENT WITH THE 
EXIGENCIES OF THE MILITARY ADMINISTRATION 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby 
ordered that — 

SECTION 1. The second paragraph of section 11 of Executive Order No. 4, dated February 5, 1942, as 
amended by Executive Order No. 59, dated June 30, 1942, is hereby further amended to read as 
follows: 

“SEC 11. Bureau of Religious Affairs . — * * * 

“It shall attend to matters of proprietary character of churches and religious orders or organizations and 
to such other matters and activities as do not relate to the freedom religion and cult and shall exercise 
supervision over matters pertaining to marriage and the registration of priests and ministers.” 

SEC. 2. Section 12 of Executive Order No dated February 5, 1942, as amended by Executive Order No. 
59, dated June 30, 1942, is hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“SEC. 12. Bureau of the Census and Statistics . — The powers and duties of this Office shall be to collect 
by enumeration, sampling or other methods, and compile and publish statistics and other information 
concerning population, agricultural conditions, the area and production of crops, the number of 
livestock the production of livestock products, exports’ imports, commerce, industrial and commercial 
enterprises, prices, employment wages, stocks of commodities, agricultural and other properties, social 
and economic institutions, and such other statistics as it may be directed to collect. It shall also perform 
the duties of Civil Registrar General and shall undertake the registration of aliens and such other 
functions heretofore attended to by the former Bureau of Immigration as are not inconsistent with the 
exigencies of the Military Administration.” 

SEC. 3. The duties and functions of the Bureau of the Census and Statistics as local civil registrar for the 
City of Manila shall hereafter be assumed and discharged by the City Health Officer of the City of 
Manila. 


SEC. 4. (a) All the funds, equipment, materials, records and other properties pertaining to and used by 
the Bureau of the Census and Statistics in the supervision of matters relating to marriage, or so much 



thereof as may be considered necessary by the Commissioner of the Interior and the Auditor General 
and Director of the Budget, shall be merged with the funds, records and properties pertaining to the 
Bureau of Religious Affairs, to be used for the same purpose or purposes for which they were originally 
intended. 

(b) All the records pertaining to and used by the Bureau of the Census and Statistics in the performance 
of its duties as local civil registrar for the City of Manila are hereby transferred to the City Health 
Officer of the City of Manila. 

SEC. 5. This Order shall take effect upon its approval by the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial 
Japanese Forces.

The weight or credit that may 
be given such ratings in the corresponding civil service examinations is left to the determination of the 
Chief of the Civil Service. 

This Order shall take effect upon its promulgation and shall include ratings in examinations for the 
private practice of the professions given previous to the issuance hereof.

SUBJECTING FRIAR LANDS ACQUIRED THROUGH PURCHASE TO THE REAL ESTATE TAX 
EVEN THOUGH TITLE THERETO STILL REMAINS IN THE STATE 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby 
ordered that — 

1. All friar lands acquired from the Government through purchase, even though and while the title 
thereto remains in the State, shall be subject to the real estate tax beginning with the year immediately 
following that in which the contract of sale has been signed: Provided, however, That friar lands 
purchased prior to the date of the issuance of this Order, title to which has not yet been issued to the 
purchasers, shall become taxable beginning with the year nineteen hundred and forty-three: And 
provided, further, That if the landl6 is declared for taxation for the first time, no back taxes shall be 
assessed against it, the provisions of section 13 of the Assessment Law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

2. Such provisions of existing laws as are inconsistent with the provisions of this Executive Order are 
hereby revoked or modified accordingly.

PRESCRIBING RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE GUIDANCE OF MAYORS IN

DISTRICT AND NEIGHBORHOOD ASSOCIATIONS AUTHORIZED UNDER EXECUTIVE 
ORDER NO. 77, DATED AUGUST 7, 1942, AND PLACING SUCH ACTIVITY UNDER THE 
CONTROL AND SUPERVISION OF THE BUREAU OF LOCAL GOVERNMENTS 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby 
ordered that — 

1. Uniform forms or schedules for the taking of census for district and neighborhood associations under 
Executive Order No. 77, dated August 7, 1942, shall be used by all the municipalities and chartered 
cities; 

2. The said census forms or schedules shall be devised by the Bureau of Local Governments, with the 
assistance of the Bureau of the Census and Statistics, and printed by the Bureau of Printing; 

3. Such forms shall be distributed from time to time by the Bureau of Local Governments to the cities 
and municipalities as the need therefor may arise; 

4. A copy each of the accomplished forms shall be forwarded to the Director of Local Governments by 
the mayor of every city or municipality taking a census, within ten (10) days after enumeration day; 

5. All census work to be undertaken by virtue said Executive Order No. 77 shall be under the pervision 
and control of the Bureau of Local Governments which shall, with the assistance of the Bureau of the 
Census and Statistics, compile tab late and summarize all the census returns for the use of the Military 
Administration and government offices.

SEC. 2. Allotment of appropriations. — The appropriations for sundry expenses and special purposes 
shall be allotted as the needs of the service may require, for the Executive Commission by the Chairman 
of the Executive Commission among the bureaus and offices under his direct control, and those for the 
Executive Departments by the Commissioners of Departments among the bureaus and offices under 
their respective control. 

SEC. 3 .Authority to cover deficits for savings many item of appropriations. — -Any savings in the 
regular appropriations for salaries and wages may, with the approval of the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission, be used to cover deficits in sundry expenses. Likewise, the Chairman of the Executive 
Commission may authorize the transfer of savings in any item of the appropriations for sundry expenses 
to cover deficits in any other item of said appropriations. 

SEC. 4. Use of savings from the appropriations authorized in this Order for adjustment of 
compensation authorized in Executive Order No. 87, dated September 9, 1942. — Any savings from the 
appropriations authorized in this Order may, with the approval of the Chairman of the Executive 




Commission, be used for the adjustment of the compensation of employees, whose positions are herein 
provided, pursuant to the provisions of Executive Order No. 87, dated September 9, 1942. 

SEC. 5. Positions created out of special purpose funds. — Positions created out of special purpose fund 
appropriations shall be deemed to exist as long only as the funds from which they are created are still 
available. Appointments to such positions shall, therefore, be invariably temporary in nature. 

SEC. 6. Payment of obligations pertaining to prior fiscal period.- — Outstanding sundry expense 
obligations not exceeding an aggregate of one hundred pesos for each classification corresponding to 
any previous fiscal period may, upon approval of the Chairman of the Executive Commission, be paid 
from any saving in the corresponding item of the current appropriation of the bureau or office concern: 
Provided, however, That the same shall be without prejudice to the determination of the administrative 
liability of the officer or employee responsible therefor. 

SEC. 7. Employees who are entitled to furnished quarters and prisoners’ service. — Employees of the 
Philippine Executive Commission drawing salaries from the appropriations provided in this Order and 
permanently assigned to the Bureau of Prisons at Muntinlupa, and to the penal colonies at Davao, San 
Ramon, and Iwahig, may be furnished with quarters in kind and prisoners’ service inside the prison 
compound. 

SEC. 8. Prohibition on the expenditure of appropriations for additional compensation. — Any provisions 
of existing law to the contrary notwithstanding, no appropriation included in this Order shall be used 
for the payment of additional compensation to any officer or employee who is actually receiving salary 
or any other form of compensation payable from Government funds, unless specifically provided in this 
Order. 

SEC. 9. Prohibition on the splitting of classified positions and authority to use savings from salaries and 
wages for services ivhich may become absolutely necessary. — No classified position for which funds are 
herein provided shall be split into two or more positions, all laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 
However, subject to the approval of the Chairman of the Executive Commission, any savings in the 
appropriations for salaries and wages may be used to create new positions to provide for services which 
may become absolutely necessary: Provided, That any position so created shall be temporary and shall 
ipso facto be abolished upon the expiration of the appropriation out of the savings of which the 
creation of such position has been authorized. 

SEC. 10. Reversion of unexpended balance for public works. — Any balance of the appropriations 
provided for public works remaining unexpended at the end of the period for which authorized shall 
continue to be available for expenditure for the same purpose during the next succeeding fiscal period. 
Unless otherwise expressly authorized, any unexpended balance of such appropriations at the end of the 
latter fiscal period shall then revert automatically to the unappropriated surplus. This provision shall be 
applicable to all public works appropriations heretofore authorized. 

SEC. 11. Suspension of expenditure of appropriations.- — Subject to the approval of the Director General 
of the Military Administration, the Chairman of the Executive Commission may suspend or otherwise 
stop the expenditure of any amount appropriated for any purpose, or any portion thereof, whenever in 
his judgment the public interest so requires, and thereupon the funds affected by such action shall 
become available for any other expenditures authorized in this Order. 

SEC. 12. Use of savings for contingent services. — Any savings in these appropriations, not exceeding 
f*300,000, may, by authority of the Chairman of the Executive Commission, he used to cover expenses 
for such contingent services as may be incurred during the fiscal period covered by this Order.

REGISTRATION AND OPERATION OF MOTOR VEHICLES IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the following 
rules and regulations governing registration and operation of motor vehicles in the Philippines are 
hereby promulgated for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

SECTION 1. All owners of motor vehicles in the Philippines who are granted permits to operate motor 
vehicles by the Military Administration as provided in Administrative Ordinance No. 9, as amended by 
Administrative Ordinance No. 14, are required to register the same with the respective District or City 
Engineer of each province or chartered city who are hereby designated representatives of the Director of 
Transportation in the provinces and cities and to pay the fees fixed in this Order to the Provincial or 
City Treasurer, as the case may be, excepting in the City of Manila and in the Province of Rizal where 
registration and payment shall be made with the Bureau of Transportation. 

SEC. 2. Except as otherwise specifically provided herein, the following annual registration fees of motor 
vehicles shall be collected: 

(A) Private automobiles: 


(1) Five-passenger capacity or less, per annum, payable by semester 

P120.00 

(1-a) For five-passenger cars of physicians, per annum, payable by semester 

60.00 

(2) Six to eight-passenger capacity, per annum, payable by semester 

240.00 

(3) When the passenger capacity exceeds eight, the vehicle will be classified as bus or truck 
and charged accordingly. 



(B) Autocalesas and garage cars: 


(1) One to five-passenger capacity per annum, payable by semester 

120.00 

(2) Six to eight-passenger capacity per annum, payable by semester 

240.00 

(3) When the passenger capacity exceeds eight, the vehicle will be classified as bus or truck 
and charged accordingly. 



(C) Motor trucks: 

(1) Private trucks (T) 0.04 




per kilogram, per annum, based upon the gross 
weight of the truck, payable by semester. 


(1-a) Trailers of any classification operated for0.04 
private use (T) 

per kilogram, per annum, based upon the gross 
weight of the trailer, payable by semester. 


(2) Trucks for hire (TG) or (TH) 

Twice 

that of “T”, payable quarterly. 


(2-a) Trailers of any (classification operated for 
hire (TG) or (TH) 

0.08 

per kilogram, per annum, based upon the gross 
weight of the trailer, payable by semester. 


(3) Passenger buses for hire (TPU) 

Twice 

that of “T”, payable quarterly. 


(4) Undertaker or funeral car (U) 

Twice 

that of “T”, payable quarterly. 


(5) Motor trucks including jitneys and station 
wagons authorized by special permit to carry more 
than eight (8) passengers and commodities not for 
hire, under “S” denomination 

Same as that of “T”, payable by semester plus 
special fees of P25 for less than 26 passengers but 
more than eight (8) and PI 00 for 26 or more 
passenger capacity. The special fees are payable 
annually. 


(D) Motorcycles and motor scooters: 


(1) Three passengers or less, per annum 36.00 

(2) Motorcycles or motor scooters for more than three passengers will be considered as 
automobiles and charged accordingly. 

(E) When certificate of public convenience is required: 

In the case of TPU, autocalesas, garage cars, TG and TH, a certificate of public convenience must first 
be secured from the Bureau of Transportation before any motor vehicle can be registered under any of 
such classification. 

SEC. 3. The following fees shall be charged for identification plates: 

(A) For each number plate for identification of any vehicle PI. 00 

(B) For each number plate for identification purposes in connection with temporary permits 1.00 
issued in Manila by the Military Administration or the Bureau of Transportation 




(C) For one “Agent” plate for use of automobile dealers duly registered 10.00 

SEC. 4. Payment of registration fees must be made: 

On or before December 15th for the first quarter of first semester of the ensuing year. 

On or before March 31st for the second quarter. 

On or before June 30th for the third quarter or second semester. 

On or before September 30th for the fourth quarter. 

SEC. 5. The following fees shall be charged for operation of motor vehicles under temporary permits 
issued by the Bureau of Transportation: 

(A) For temporary use of automobiles per day, plus cost of plates. PI. 00 

(B) For temporary use of trucks per day, plus cost of plates. 2.00 

SEC. 6. The following vehicles shall be exempt from the payment of fees hereinabove prescribed: 

(A) All motor vehicles owned or operated by the Imperial Japanese Forces and the Philippine Executive 
Commission or any of their branches, agencies, instrumentalities, or subdivisions. 

(B) All motor vehicles in storage or not in use. 

SEC. 7. Under no circumstance shall a motor vehicle operate unless it carries a permit (sticker and 
certificate of operation), the sticker to be posted on the windshield of such motor vehicle while the 
certificate of operation together with the driver’s license must be exhibited at any time upon demand by 
proper authority. 

SEC. 8. The permit (sticker symbol and certificate of operation) mentioned in the foregoing section shall 
be valid in every province, city and municipality in the Philippines. 

SEC. 9. Any motor vehicle found operating in the public highways without any permit (sticker and 
certificate of operation) or certificate of registration or in violation of the conditions of said permit, 
excepting those operated by the Japanese Imperial Army and Navy, shall be subject to the confiscation 
of the number plate and the cancellation of the corresponding permit should the circumstances warrant 
such confiscation and cancellation, and in addition, to the penalties provided in existing laws. 

SEC. 10. The following terms shall bear the meaning indicated herein: 

(A) Permit . — A permit is the authority issued by the Military Administration indicating the conditions 
for operation of any motor vehicle, and consists of a sticker symbol and a certificate of operation. 

(B) Sticker . — A sticker symbol bears the stamp of the Military Administration with a black circle in the 
middle bearing Japanese characters which specify the authority of the particular operation. If issued in 
Manila, it bears the signature of the Director of Transportation. 

(C) Certificate of Operation . — A certificate of operation indicates the permit number, car number, type 
of vehicle, the corresponding motor number, the name of the owner or administrator, his address and 
nationality, the use authorized, the period of the permit and the date of issuance thereof. It has the 
stamp of the Military Administration and bears the signature of the Director of Transportation, if issued 
in Manila. 




SEC. 11. This Executive Order shall be effective as of September 1, 1942, in the Cities of Manila, 
Baguio and Cavite and in the Provinces of Batangas, Bulacan, Cavite, Ilocos Norte, llocos Sur, Laguna, 
La Union, Mountain Province, Nueva Ecija, Nueva Vizcaya, Pampanga, Pangasinan, Rizal, Tarlac, 
Tayabas, and Zambales, and in other provinces and chartered cities, on the dates fixed by the heads of 
the respective branches of the Military Administration. 

SEC. 12. Executive Orders Nos. 19, 64 and 79 dated March 19, July 17, and August 11, 1942, 
respectively, are hereby revoked. 

SEC. 13. The provisions of the Revised Motor Vehicle Law and other laws and orders relating to the 
registration and operation of motor vehicles which are not in conflict herewith or with Administrative 
Ordinance No. 9 as amended by Administrative Ordinance No. 14 shall continue to be in force, 
provided that they are not inconsistent with the present circumstances under the Military 
Administration.

ESTABLISHING A NATIONAL SERVICE ASSOCIATION TO BE KNOWN AS “KAPISANAN SA 
PAGLILIN GKOD SA BAGONG PILIPINAS” (KALIBAPI) 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby 
ordered that — 

ARTICLE I 

ORGANIZATION AND POWERS 

SECTION 1. There is hereby created and established a non-political service association which shall be 
called “Kapisanan sa Paglilingkod sa Bagong Pilipinas” (Association for Service to the New Philippines). 
This Association may likewise be referred to as “KALIBAPI.” The Association shall have its principal 
office in the City of Manila, Philippines. 

SEC. 2. The Association shall have the power to receive real and personal property by gift, devise, or 
bequest, and to adopt a seal. It shall enjoy the general powers mentioned in the Corporation Law and 
shall be subject to the provisions thereof in so far as the same are compatible with the terms of this 
Order; and, for the attainment of its purposes, may perform any act which a corporation, copartnership 
or natural person may lawfully do under the laws now in force or which may hereafter be enacted. 

ARTICLE II 

PURPOSES 

SEC. 3. The Association is organized for the following purposes: 

(1) To render such services as will bring about the rapid reconstruction of the Philippines and the 
rehabilitation of its people, for which purpose it shall strive (a) to secure the unification of the Filipino 
people of all classes through the development in them and among them of the conviction that the 
permanent security, well-being, and happiness of the Filipinos depend on the permanent security of the 
Philippines; and (6) to coordinate all activities and services of organizations or individuals that are or 
may hereafter be concerned with the development or promotion of the welfare of the people socially, 
spiritually, physically, culturally, economically or otherwise; 

(2) To insure a stable foundation for the New Philippines by fostering (a) the cultural, moral, spiritual, 
and economic advancement of the people by giving encouragement to the above-mentioned activities 
and by invigorating in them such oriental virtues as hard work, faith, self-reliance, loyalty, bravery, 
discipline, and self-sacrifice; and (6) the development of a more sturdy and vigorous race of Filipinos by 
attending to the physical development of the people through a wise supervision of physical exorcise and 
wholesome recreational and outdoor activities, particularly sports, and athletic meets and contests; 



(3) To assist the Filipino people in fully comprehending the significance of, and to strengthen their 
adherence to, the principles of the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere; 

(4) To secure for the New Philippines its rightful place in the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere as 
a worthy member thereof; 

(5) To adhere strictly to the policies of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the Philippines in their 
administration and to render service in the establishment of the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere; 
and 

(6) To do any and all acts which will facilitate the reconstruction of the New Philippines, and co ‘ 
tribute to the advancement of the Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere. 

ARTICLE III 

MEMBERSHIP 

SEC. 4. Any Filipino, not less than 18 years of age, who identifies himself with the ideals, aims and 
purposes of the Association and who is of good standing in the community may qualify as a member 
thereof. 

SEC. 5. Any qualified person who desires to join the Association may become a member by filing an 
application in accordance with the form to be prescribed for the purpose, with the principal office or 
with the local chapter of the Association. 

SEC. 6. A member shall observe and obey all the principles enunciated herein or as may hereafter be 
promulgated by the proper authorities to guide his norm of conduct and shall, at all times, strive to 
work for the realization of the aims and purposes of the Association, subordinating himself and his 
interests to those of his country, particularly in connection with the building of the New Philippines. He 
shall be entitled to participate in the general meetings of the Association, to seek the aid of the 
Association and all the members thereof in case of necessity, and to enjoy all such privileges as may be 
accorded him by virtue of his membership. Certificates of membership shall be issued to each member 
duly signed and attested by the proper officials of the Association. 

SEC. 7. No membership fee shall be collected from the members of the Association. 

SEC. 8. Any member who shall commit any act or acts unworthy of a good Filipino, or antagonistic to 
the aims and purposes of the Association, or who in any way shall not follow strictly the principles 
prescribed in this Order or any rules that may hereafter be promulgated by the duly constituted 
authorities of the Association, may be expelled therefrom and shall forfeit all rights and privileges 
inherent to membership therein. 

Article IV 

OFFICERS AND CONSTITUENT BODIES 

SEC. 9. The government of the affairs and the promotion of the aims and purposes of the Association 
shall be entrusted to the President with the assistance of a Vice-President and Director-General, an 
Advisory Board, and an Executive Staff. 

Article V 


THE PRESIDENT 



SEC. 10. The Chairman of the Executive Commission shall ex officio be, and assume the duties of, the 
President of the Association. He shall fix and determine the policies of the Association with the advice 
and assistance of the Advisory Board. He shall appoint, with the approval of the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Imperial Japanese Forces, the Vice-President and Director-General, the Chiefs of the bureaus or 
offices of the Association, and three Directors-at-large representing, respectively, Luzon, Visayas and 
Mindanao. 

SEC. 11. The President shall have the power: (1) to lay down the policies of the Association with the 
advice of the Advisory Board and the approval of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces; (2) to initiate and adopt all measures necessary to carry out the aims and purposes of the 
Association; (3) to exercise all powers pertaining to the business of the Association and to hold and 
control all property of the Association subject only to existing- laws, this Executive Order, and the 
orders of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces; (4) to pass upon all reports 
submitted by the Executive Staff and all actions taken by the latter; (5) to appoint such committees as he 
may deem necessary to study and report on certain matters submitted to him for consideration; (6) to 
approve the budget of the Association with the approval of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial 
Japanese Forces; (7) to make rules and regulations not inconsistent with the provisions of this Order 
and the existing laws or with circumstances, and to enforce obedience thereto; (8) to approve the 
“plantilla” of the personnel of the Association; and (9) to exercise such other powers as may, according 
to this Order and subsequent enactments, be properly exercised by him. 

SEC. 12. The President shall preside at all regular and special meetings of the Advisory Board. 

SEC. 13. The President shall, from time to time or when so requested, submit a report on the activities 
of the Association to the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces. 

Article VI 

VICE-PRESIDENT AND DIRECTOR-GENERAL 

SEC. 14. The Director-General shall be the Vice-President of the Association and shall be the head of 
the Executive Staff. He shall execute all the measures adopted and decisions rendered by the President. 
For this purpose, he shall have executive supervision and control over the bureaus and offices of the 
Association and shall be accountable for the exercise of such powers directly to the President. He shall 
fix the salaries and appoint the subordinate personnel of the Association in conformity with the 
approved budget and plantilla. In the absence of the President, the Vice-President and Director-General 
shall perform the duties of the President. 

Article VII 

ADVISORY BOARD 

SEC. 15. The members of the Philippine Executive Commission shall serve ex officio in the Advisory 
Board of the President with the end in view of bringing about a better administration of the affairs of 
the Association through a closer cooperation and coordination of its activities with those of the Central 
Administrative Organization. 

SEC. 16. The Advisory Board shall be composed of the Vice-President and Director-General, the 
members of the Philippine Executive Commission, the Chiefs of bureaus or offices of the Association, 
and three Directors-at-large, who shall serve for two years, unless sooner relieved by the President. 

SEC. 17. The meetings of the Advisory Board shall be presided over by the President of the Association 
and shall be held at his call in his office or at such other place as may be designated by him. 



Article VIII 


EXECUTIVE STAFF 

SEC. 18. The executive and administrative powers of the Association shall be vested in and discharged 
by the Executive Staff. At the head of the Staff shall be the Vice-President and Director-General, who 
shall be assisted by the Chiefs of the bureaus and offices of the Association and who shall be directly 
responsible to him. 

Article IX 

BUREAUS AND OFFICES 

SEC. 19. There shall be a Bureau of General Affairs, a Research and Planning Bureau, a Bureau of 
Provincial and Municipal Branches, a Bureau of Publicity, the Office of the Secretary-Treasurer, and 
such other bureaus and offices as the President, after consultation with the Advisory Board, may 
subsequently establish. 

SEC. 20. The Bureau of General Affairs shall attend to all matters relating to moral, physical, cultural 
and economic rehabilitation, education, employment, and liaison services. 

SEC. 21. The Research and Planning Bureau shall conduct researches, studies and investigations and 
formulate plans and devise ways and means to carry out the aims and purposes of the Association. 

SEC. 22. The Bureau of Provincial and Municipal Branches shall take charge of the organization and 
coordination of the activities of the Association in the provinces, cities, and municipalities. 

SEC. 23. The Bureau of Publicity shall take charge of the dissemination of information on the aims and 
purposes of the Association through the press, radio, cinema, stage, posters, meetings, rallies, and/or 
other appropriate means, in coordination with the proper Japanese military authorities. 

SEC. 24. The Office of the Secretary-Treasurer shall look after the administrative affairs of the 
Association and, in addition, shall take charge of its funds, assets, properties personnel, records and 
general financing. 

Article X 

AUDITOR 

SEC. 25. The Auditor General and Director of the Budget shall ex officio be the Auditor of the 
Association. His duties shall be to examine and inspect the books, records and papers relating to the 
accounts of the Association, to make a careful check and audit of all its funds and properties, and to 
submit to the president the necessary reports regarding any anomalies or irregularities that may be 
noted in the examination, inspection and audit of such accounts. 

Article XI 

LOCAL CHAPTERS 

SEC. 26. In each province, city, and municipality, there shall be organized local chapters of the 
Association with a view to carrying out within its jurisdiction the aims and purposes of the Association. 
The provincial governor and city or municipal mayor shall ex officio be the head of their respective 
local chapters. The municipal chapters may also organize branches in its barrios and sitios and designate 
them as subsidiary groups. The particular duties and functions of local chapters as well as the governing 
bodies thereof shall be in accordance with such rules and regulations as may be promulgated by the 



President of the Association after consultation with the Advisory Board. At all times these local chapters 
shall be under the immediate supervision and control of the central office and none of their acts shall be 
valid if, in the opinion of the President, the same are contrary to any of the aims or purposes of the 
Association or to any provision of this Order or of subsequent amendments or specific rules 
promulgated by him. 

Article XII 

GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MEMBERS 

SEC. 27. There shall be a general assembly of members of the Association which shall be composed of 
two duly accredited representatives from each and every provincial or city chapter. It shall, whenever 
possible, meet once a year on the second Monday of January. 

SEC. 28. The general assembly of members may adopt such recommendations as may be necessary for 
the purpose of promoting the aims and purposes of the Association. 

Article XIII 

FUND OF THE ASSOCIATION 

SEC. 29. The funds of the Association shall consist of contributions made by the Philippine Executive 
Commission or by entities and persons interested in the aims and purposes of the Association. 

SEC. 30. The expenditure of the Association’s funds shall be made in accordance with a buds t prepared 
by the Vice-President and Director-General and approved by the President and the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Imperial Japanese Forces. 

Article XIV 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

SEC. 31. The Association shall use an emblem to symbolize the ideals for which the Association stands. 
Such emblem shall be in the form of a diamond with a white circle in the center of a red field. The 
emblem may be printed in the official correspondence of the Association. 

SEC. 32. No person shall hereafter be employed in any department, bureau, office, agency or 
instrumentality of the Central Administrative Organization, including the judicial courts, the local 
governments and the government-owned or controlled corporations, unless he is a member of the 
Association: Provided, That nothing herein shall be construed as dispensing with the civil service and 
such other requirements as may be prescribed by existing laws or regulations for employment in the 
government service. 

Article XV 

PENAL PROVISIONS 

SEC. 33. From and after the promulgation of this Executive Order, it shall be unlawful for any Filipino 
or group of Filipinos to establish, organize or form any association, union or corporation which is 
similar in character or name to the Association herein established, and any violation of this provision 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand pesos or imprisonment of not more than one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

SEC. 34. Any person who shall falsely represent or induce others to believe himself as a member of, or 
an agent for, the Association, or who shall solicit, collect or receive money, material or property of any 



kind thereby pretending to be a member, agent or representative of the Association, or who shall wear 
or display the name, emblem, or device of the said Association, or any imitation thereof, for any 
fraudulent purpose, shall be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred pesos or imprisonment 
for not more than six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

Article XVI 

AMENDMENTS 

SEC. 35. This Executive Order may be amended by the Chairman of the Executive Commission after 
consultation with the Advisory Board. Such amendments shall take effect upon their approval by the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces. 

Article XVII 

EFFECTIVITY 

SEC. 36. This Order shall take effect upon its approval by the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial 
Japanese Forces in the Philippines.

CHANGING THE NAMES OF STREETS, HIGHWAYS, BRIDGES, TOWNS, PARKS AND PUBLIC 
BUILDINGS IN VARIOUS CHARTERED CITIES AND PROVINCES 


Whereas, in line with the objective of the Greater East Asia War of eradicating- all traces of Anglo- 
Saxon influence in East Asia, it has been deemed proper to change the names of certain streets, 
highways, bridges, towns, parks, and public buildings in the Philippines, which bear American or other 
names incompatible with the present circumstances, with names of Filipino origin or meaning; 

Now, therefore, pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative 
Organization by Orders Nos. 1 and 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese Forces in the 
Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Philippine Executive Commission, with the approval 
of the Director General of the Military Administration (Approval No. 163), the names of the following 
streets, highways, bridges, towns, parks and public building’s in the Philippines are hereby changed as 
hereunder indicated:

EXTENDING THE CORPORATE EXISTENCE OF THE BANK OF THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 
AND PRESCRIBING THE MANNER OF THE REDEMPTION OF ITS OUTSTANDING 

CIRCULATING NOTES 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, it is hereby 
ordered that — 

1. The corporate existence of the Bank of the Philippine Islands, a banking corporation now existing: 
under and by virtue of Act No. 1790, as amended by Acts Nos. 2132, 3330, and 3738, is hereby 
extended for a period of one year from January 1, 1943. 

2. The Bank of the Philippine Islands shall deposit with the National Treasurer in lawful money of the 
Philippines the sum of P100,000 on January 1, 1943, and the sum of P800,000 on January 1, 1944, 
which sums shall be held by the National Treasurer to the credit of a special fund to be denominated 
“Notes of the Bank of the Philippine Islands Redemption Fund” and shall be available exclusively for 
the redemption of the said notes: Provided, That if within the one year extension period of the 
corporate existence of the Bank of the Philippine Islands above provided, a new corporation shall have 
been organized and authorized to do banking business in accordance with the existing laws, and such 
new corporation shall acquire all the assets and assume all the obligations, including the liability on 
account of circulating notes, of the presently existing Bank of the Philippine Islands, the required 
deposit of P800,000 on January 1, 1944, shall be waived and in its stead the new bank shall be required 
to deposit with the National Treasurer the following amounts on the dates indicated: 

January 1, 1944P100,000.00 

January 1, 1945 200,000.00 

January 1, 1946200,000.00 

January 1, 19471300,000.00

TIME LIMIT FOR BRINGING SUIT UNDER ANY INSURANCE POLICY TO THREE MONTHS 


Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines and in accordance with Instruction No. 124, dated December 11, 1942, of the 
Director General of the Military Administration, and upon the recommendation of the Executive 
Commission, section 61-A of Act No. 2427, commonly known as the Insurance Act, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

“SEC. 61-A. Any condition, stipulation or agreement in any policy of insurance, limiting the time for 
commencing an action thereunder to a period of less than three months from the time when the cause of 
action accrues, is void.” 

This Order shall take effect upon its promulgation.

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as Head of the Central Administrative Organization by 
Order No. 1 in connection with Order No. 3 of the Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, and upon the recommendation of the Executive Commission, the first 
paragraph of section 16 of Executive Order No. 95, dated September 27, 1942, is hereby amended by 
changing the date contained therein from April 1, 1942, to September 27, 1942.

The Board shall be charged with the following duties and functions: 


(a) To make a survey and study of the economic resources of the country and of the measures that

2. The music of the “Diwa ng Bayan” and its words may be played and sung only when public acts of 
an official or semiofficial character are performed or held, when the Flag of the Republic of the 
Philippines is to be hoisted or lowered, when performances or celebrations of an official character are 
held, by public or private schools duly recognized by the Government, or on similarly solemn occasions. 

3. The words of the “Diwa ng Bayan” shall not be sung and its music shall not be played in social acts, 
purely private in nature and for mere recreation amusement, entertainment or information purposes, 
nor at meetings, places or occasions where its use involves lack of respect or where it will not likely 
receive the high consideration and honor which it merits. 

4. All public officials and employees are hereby enjoined to see that the provisions of this Order are 
observed in all places and on all occasions where they happen to be presume in their respective 
communities.

WHEREAS, the Constitution of the Philippines provides that “the (government shall establish and 
maintain complete and adequate system of national education, and shall provide at least free public 
elementary instruction, and citizenship training to adult citizens”, and provides, further, that “all 
schools, colleges and universities shall aim to develop moral character, personnel and collective 
discipline, civic conscience, and vocational skill, secure social efficiency, and teach the duties of 
citizenship”; 

WHEREAS, the present system of education was devised under a political status and social and 
economic conditions different from those which now exist; 

WHEREAS, an educational system can render permanent social benefit only when it is in keeping with 
the social and economic conditions and opportunities obtaining in each speech; 

WHEREAS, with the establishment of the Republic of the Philippines there is need of a more definite 
orientation of educational aims; 

WHEREAS, in order to enable the Government to attain the educational aims and objectives set forth in 
the Constitution, our present educational system should be recast so their mission of rearing citizens 
imbued with civic conscience, personal and collective discipline and thereby secure social efficiency; and 

WHEREAS, in the task of recasting our educational system the Government wishes to avail itself of the 
wisdom and experience of men who have been engaged in educational activities, and who have the 
ability to formulate educational plans and policies that would develop those qualities of citizenship 
envisioned by the framers of the Constitution; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers in me vested by law, hereby constitute and create a National Education Board to be composed 
of the following members:

For the purpose of facilitating its work, the National Education Board may obtain, with the approval of 
the corresponding Minister, the assistance of officers and employees of any Ministry, bureau, office or 
agency of the Government which may be considered necessary for the proper performance of its duties.

By virtue of the powers vested in me by law and upon recommendation of the National Education 
Board created under Executive Order No. 5, dated October 23, 1943, 1, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of 
the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby order that - 

A. QUALIFICATION OF TEACHERS 

1. All teachers in elementary and secondary schools, whether public or private, must first obtain a 
license after proper examinations. The good moral character of every applicant for a teacher’s license 
must be vouched for by two Filipino citizens of established national reputation not related to the 
applicant. No license shall be issued, unless the teacher has satisfactorily proved that he or she sincerely 
believes in and earnestly endeavors to help carry out the declared policies of the State, 

2. A code of professional ethics for teachers shall be promulgated by the Minister of Education, Health, 
and Public Welfare. Violation of the code will, after due hearing, cause the suspension or cancellation of 
the teacher’s license. This code shall also govern the conduct of school, college, and university 
administrators. 

3. Every teacher of religion in the public and private schools, colleges, and universities shall at all times 
abide by the declared policies of the State. 

4. Effective at the beginning of the school year 1944-1945, only Filipino citizens may teach the national 
language, character education, and Philippine history in public and private schools, colleges and 
universities. 

B. TEACHING OF THE NATIONAL LANGUAGE 

5. Effective immediately the national language shall be taught in all public and private high schools, 
colleges, and universities. 

6. Effective at the beginning of the school year 1944-1945, the national language shall be taught in all 
elementary schools, public and private, and the training of national language teachers on a large scale 
shall commence immediately. 

7. All efforts shall be exerted to accelerate the diffusion the national language so that it may became the 
principal medium on instruction throughout the school and college courses as soon as practicable. 

C. ADMINISTRATION OF PRIVATE SCHOOLS 

8. The head of every school, college, or university must first obtain a teacher’s license, but the 
examinations for that purpose may be dispensed with, in the discretion of the Minister of Education, 
Health, and Public Welfare. 



9. The rates of tuition and other fees that shall be charged by a school, college, or university as well as 
the salaries of teachers, instructors, and professors shall be fixed with the approval of the minister of 
Education, Health, and Public Welfare and he or his duly authorized representative may at any time 
examine or investigate the financial condition of a school, college, or university. 

10. Effective at the beginning of the school year 1944-1945, a majority of the governing board of every 
school, college or university shall be Filipino citizens.

Whereas, in order to enable the Government to render maximum service to the people by keeping the 
government bureaus and offices open to the public for a longer time, it is deemed necessary to modify 
the prescribed office hours for such bureaus and offices located in the City of Manila, including those of 
the City of Manila, by properly dividing the government personnel into shifts, each shift working the 
usual seven hours: and 

Whereas, the system of working in shifts will have the effect of relieving to some extent traffic 
congestion in the City of Manila as the employees will be reporting for work at different hours of the 
day: 

Now, therefore, I. Jose P. Laurel. President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby prescribe that the office hours of all government bureaus and offices in 
the City of Manila, including those of the City of Manila, for the transaction of business shall be from 8 
o’clock a. m. to 6 o’clock p. m. without official recess at noon. For this purpose officials and employees 
in the different bureaus and offices in the City of Manila, including those of the City of Manila, should 
be properly placed on shifts of duty as follows: 

1. 8 A. M. TO 12 NOON; 1 TO 4 P. M. 

2. 9 A. M. TO 1 P. M. ; 2 TO 5 P. M. 

3. 10 A. M. TO 2 P. M. ; 3 TO 6 P. M. 

Provided, That the head of a bureau or office may use his discretion in determining the distribution by 
shifts of the officials and employees under his jurisdiction in such a manner as would make all units of 
the service accessible to the public during the prescribed office hours; 

Provided, further, That on Saturdays there shall be only two shifts, one from 8 a. m. to 1 p. m. and the 
other from 1 p. m. to 6 p. m.; and 

Provided, finally, That the provisions of this Order shall not for the present apply to the provinces and 
cities outside the City of Manila. 

Provisions of existing orders which are inconsistent herewith are hereby declared inoperative. 

This Order shall take effect on December 13, 1943.

The Board shall serve in an advisory capacity to the Government, its branches, subdivisions, agencies 
and instrumentalities in connection with the investigation, planning, and construction of flood control 
and sea protection and other related works.

(a) Conduct a thorough survey of the flooded and submerged areas throughout the whole country and 
devise means for preventing or minimizing danger to life and damage to property caused by floods and 
the erosive action of rivers and the sea, and for the reclamation of submerged areas in correlation with 
the program of the Government for agricultural development; 

(b) Examine any data and plan that may be submitted by any government entity for river or sea 
protection and other related work, and make such investigation as may be necessary to determine the 
feasibility of the projects submitted to its consideration or of such other projects and works as in its 
opinion should be undertaken by the Government; and 

(c) Prepare such measures as may be necessary to put into effect the plans and schemes finally evolved 
and adopted by it, including a system of financing the effective prosecution thereof. 

The Board shall meet at the call of the Chairman at such times and places as may be designated by him 
and shall submit a report of its activities and recommendations to the President of the Republic of the 
Philippines from time to time.

DESCRIPTION AND SPECIFICATIONS OF THE FLAG OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF THE PHILIPPINES 

WHEREAS, Section 1 of Article IX of the Constitution provides that “the Flag of the Republic of the 
Philippines shall be red, white and blue, with a sun and three stars, as consecrated and honored by the 
Filipino people”; 

WHEREAS, Act Numbered Two thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight of the former Philippine 
Legislature describes the construction of the Flag but does not prescribe the necessary specifications of 
its different elements; and 

WHEREAS, for the purpose of securing uniformity in making the Flag, it is necessary to adopt definite 
rules on the matter, in line with the provisions of the Constitution and Act Numbered Two thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-eight; 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the powers conferred upon me by law, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, 
President of the Republic of the Philippines do hereby promulgate and order that the following 
specifications for the Flag of the Republic of the Philippines be strictly observed: 

1. The length of the Flag is twice the altitude of the equilateral triangle. 

2. Any side of the equilateral triangle is as long as the width of the Flag. 

3. (See accompanying illustration.) Solid golden sunburst without any markings - Sun with eight rays, 
equally spaced; Arc x with Sun ray = Free Arc y; two opposite rays in horizontal axis and two in vertical 
axis; Sun’s diameter D = W/5; Each ray has one major beam, twice as broad as the minor beam on 
either side; length of major beam R = 5/9 D; Length of minor beam r = 4/5 R. 

4. Three five-pointed golden stars of equal size, each star with one point directed to the vertex of the 
angle enclosing it; diameter of circumscribed circle of each star = 5/9 D; diameter of inscribed circle of 
each star = 2/9 D; distance from each corner = D/2. 

5. Canvas-trimmed edge to the left of the triangle is approximately D/5 wide = not counted in 
measuring length of Flag. 

6. Flags made of silk will be trimmed on three edges with a knotted fringe of yellow silk D/5 wide.

The duties of the Relief Committee shall be: 

(1) To ascertain in the nature and extent of damages suffered by the people from the effects of the war, 
particularly the pressing needs and requirements of war invalids, widows, orphans, and other persons 
left indigent as a result of war in the different provinces, cities and municipalities; 

(2) To determine the nature and amount of relief and rehabilitation that should be given, the number of 
persons that should be given the benefits of Act No. 2 and the priorities, if any, that should be observed 
in apportioning the benefits of the Act to the end that those who need help most shall receive them first. 
In the performance of this duty, the Committee shall take into account all various forms of relief now 
undertaken by the National Government, provincial governments, chartered cities, municipalities and 
also those being undertaken by private relief organizations; 

(3) To devise and carry out such adequate measures as may be necessary to immediately and effectively 
fulfill the purposes of said Act No. 2; and 

(4) To study the advisability of, and recommend plans for the creation of a permanent relief fund from 
sources other than a direct appropriation by the Government, as well as ways and means of integrating 
all relief work and eventually absorbing all public and private relief organizations into one single 
agency. 




The Relief Committee shall meet at the call of the Chairman at such times and places as may be 
designated by him and shall submit a report of its activities and recommendations to the President of the 
Republic of the Philippines from time to time. 

The Relief Committee is hereby authorized to call upon any Ministry, bureau, office, instrumentality or 
agency of the Government for such information and assistance as it may need in the conduct of the 
work entrusted to it by virtue of this Order.

1 To investigate and look into the matter of assignment of quarters in public buildings to the different 
branches of the government, ministries, bureaus, offices, agencies, and instrumentalities of the National 
Government and to recommend such changes in the assignment of quarters as may be deemed advisable 
in the interests of public service and efficiency; 

2. To study and consider the advisability of renting privately-owned property for use as offices or 
storehouses by the National Government; and 

3. To submit to the President of the Republic of the Philippines such recommendations as may be 
deemed convenient in view of the present emergency with respect to the construction, acquisition, use or 
occupancy of additional quarters that might be needed by the National Government in the City of 
Manila or in localities outside of the City of Manila.

under the former Philippine Constabulary or the former Philippine Army.

detailing the particulars of the travels made during such month: Provided, however, That 
reimbursement of such expenses payable from the corresponding appropriations of the bureaus and 
offices concerned shall not exceed PI 00.

CREATING A BOARD ON UNIFORM SALARY SYSTEM FOR THE CLASSIFIED SERVICE 

WHEREAS, there is a need, especially in view of the present emergency, for a more equitable and 
uniform scale of salaries for employees holding classified positions in the Philippine civil service; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby create a Board which shall be known as the Board on Uniform 
Salary System to be composed of the Auditor General, as Chairman, and the Chief of the Civil Service, 
the Director of the Budget and Accounts, the director of Science, the Director of Information, and the 
Director of the Census and Statistics as members. 

The Board shall have the following powers and duties: 

(a) To study and submit a plan of allocation of salaries in the classified service which is equitable and 
scientific and more in keeping with the present state of emergency; and 

(b) To adopt, as far as practicable, a single or uniform salary system by virtue of which employees of the 
same category or grades shall receive the same salary to be based on the importance of the position, 
scope and nature of the work, duties and responsibilities and the qualifications required for the position. 

It shall be the duty of each chief of bureau or government agency to furnish the Board all pertinent data 
as may be needed together with plantilla of positions in his office. In considering such data, no attempt 
shall be made by the Board to make a study of each individual position but rather groups or grades of 
positions in the same category performing to a certain degree similar duties. 

The Board shall submit a report of its work with appropriate finding and recommendations within three 
months from the date of the issuance of this Order.

REORGANIZING THE COURT OF APPEALS 
AND THE COURTS OF FIRST INSTANCE 

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act No. 10 to effect the changes in the different ministries, 
bureaus, offices, agencies, and instrumentalities of the Government, and to create new ones or abolish 
those existing, I, Jose P. Laurel, President of the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby order: 

ARTICLE I. — District Courts of Appeals 

SECTION 1. The District Courts of Appeals. — There shall be five District Courts of Appeals, to wit: 
The Court of Appeals of Northern Luzon; the Court of Appeals of Central Luzon; the Court of Appeals 
of Manila; the Court of Appeals of Southern Luzon; and the Court of Appeals of the Visayas, 
Mindanao, and Sulu. 

The Court of Appeals of Northern Luzon shall have jurisdiction over the Provinces of Abra, Cagayan, 
Ilocos Norte, Ilocos Sur, Isabela, La Union, Mountain Province, Nueva Ecija, Nueva Vizcaya, 
Pangasinan, Tarlac, and Zambales, and over the City of Baguio. 

The Court of Appeals of Central Luzon shall have jurisdiction over the Provinces of Bataan, Bulacan, 
Cavite, Pampanga and Rizal, and over the City of Cavite. 

The Court of Appeals of Manila shall have jurisdiction over the City of Manila and the Province of 
Palawan. 

The Court of Appeals of Southern Luzon shall have jurisdiction over the Provinces of Albay, Batangas, 
Camarines Norte, Camarines Sur, Laguna, Masbate, Mindoro, Sorsogon, and Tayabas, and over the 
City of San Pablo. 

The Court of Appeals of the Visayas, Mindanao, and Sulu shall have jurisdiction over the Provinces of 
Agusan, Antique, Bohol, Bukidnon, Capiz, Cebu, Cotabato, Davao, Iloilo, Lanao, Leyte, Occidental 
Misamis, Oriental Misamis, Occidental Negros, Oriental Negros, Samar, Sulu, Surigao, and 
Zamboanga, and over the Cities of Bacolod, Cebu, Davao, and Iloilo. 

SEC. 2. Membership; precedence among members. — Each District Court of Appeals shall consist of a 
Presiding Justice and two Associate Justices. The Presiding Justice shall be so designated in his 
commission, and the other Justices of the Court shall have precedence according to the dates of their 
respective commissions, or according to the order in which the same shall have been issued by the 
President of the Republic of the Philippines if the commissions bear the same date. Each District Court 
of Appeals shall, in all cases, sit in banc. 

SEC. 3. Presiding Justice to preside sessions of courts. — If the Presiding Justice is present in any session 
of the court, he shall preside. In his absence, the Justice who is first in precedence in accordance with the 
next preceding section shall preside. 



SEC. 4. Vacancy in Office of Presiding Justice. — In case of vacancy in the Office of the Presiding Justice 
of any of the District Court of Appeals, or in the event of his inability to perform the duties and powers 
of his office, they shall devolve upon the Justice of the Court who is first in precedence, until such 
disability is removed, or another Presiding Justice is appointed and has qualified. 

SEC. 5. Places of holding sessions. — The Court of Appeals of Northern Luzon shall hold sessions in the 
City of Baguio; that of Central Luzon, in the City of Manila; that of Manila, in the City of Manila; that 
of Southern Luzon, in the municipality of Lucena, Province of Tayabas; and that of the Visayas, 
Mindanao, and Sulu, in the City of Cebu. 

Whenever the Minister of Justice shall find that the public interest requires that the Court hold session 
in any other place within the District, the Court shall, by resolution, make provision for the holding of 
such session. 

SEC. 6. Regular terms of District Courts of Appeals. — Each District Court of Appeals shall hold two 
regular terms for the hearing of cases, the first commencing on the second Monday of January and the 
second on the second Monday of July. Each regular term shall continue to and include the day before 
the opening of the next regular term. 

The sessions for the hearing of cases shall be held on such days of the week, and for such length of time, 
as each District Court of Appeals may by its own rules provide. 

SEC. 7. Quorum of the Court. — Two Justices r of a District Court of Appeals shall constitute a quorum 
for its sessions. In the absence of a quorum, the Court shall stand ipso facto adjourned until such time 
as the requisite number shall be present, and a memorandum showing this fact shall be inserted by the 
clerk in the minutes of the Court. 

SEC. 8. Decision of cases. — The affirmative vote of two members of the Court shall be s necessary for 
the pronouncement of a judgment. Whenever in any criminal case submitted to the Court the majority 
thereof should e be of the opinion that the penalty of death or life imprisonment should be imposed, 
they shall so state in a written opinion, and the said Court shall refrain from entering judgment thereon 
and forthwith certify the case to the Supreme Court for final determination, as if the case had been 
brought before it on appeal. 

All cases submitted to a District Court of Appeals for decision shall be decided or terminated therein 
within the term in which they t were heard and submitted for decision: Provided, however, That when a 
case is complicated or otherwise attended with special circumstances which demand additional time for 
its study or consideration, the Minister of Justice may, upon petition of the District Court of Appeals 
concerned, grant an additional period not exceeding three months for its disposition or termination. 


Whenever the calendar of hearings of any District Court of Appeals appears to be so congested that it is 
impracticable or difficult for g said Court to decide and terminate all of them within the time herein 
provided, the Minister of Justice may, in the interest of a speedy administration of justice, authorize the 
transfer of cases from said Court to the nearest Court, whose calendar may permit of such transfer, and 
the latter court shall thereafter have jurisdiction to try and determine the same. 

SEC. 9. Clerk of each District Court of Appeals — His bond. — Each District Court of Appeals shall have 
a clerk of court who shall exercise the same powers and perform the same duties in regard to all matters 
within its jurisdiction as are exercised and performed by the clerk of the Supreme Court of the )f 
Philippines, in so far as the same may be applicable; and in the exercise of these powers s, and in the 
performance of these duties, the y clerk shall be under the direction of the Court. Before entering upon 
the discharge of the le duties of his office, the clerk shall file a bond in the sum of five thousand pesos, 
with sufficient sureties to be approved by the Treasurer 11 of the Philippines, running to the 
Government, for the benefit of whom it may concern, conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duties, and for the delivery of payment to the Government, or the persons entitled thereto, of all 
property or sums of money that should I officially come into his hands or into those of his deputies or 



assistants. The bond shall be kept in the office of the Treasurer of the Philippines and entered in his 
books for the inspection of interested parties. 

The clerk may require any of his deputies or assistants to give an adequate bond as security against loss 
by reason of any wrongdoing on the part of such deputy or assistant. 

SEC. 10. Authority of the Presiding Justice over administration. — The Presiding Justice of each District 
Court of Appeals shall have ex-elusive administrative control of all matters affecting the internal 
operations of the Court. 

SEC. 11. Applicability of Rides of Court and certain provisions of the Administrative Code. — All 
provisions of the Rules of Court relating to the Court of Appeals, except Rule 56 and section 12 of Rule 
120, and the provisions of sections 145-A to 145-Q of the Revised Administrative Code shall, as far as 
practicable, be applicable to the District Courts of Appeals. 

ARTICLE II. — Courts of First Instance 

SEC. 12. Judicial Districts.- — Judicial Districts for Courts of First Instance in the Philippines are 
constituted as follows: The First Judicial District shall consist of the Provinces of Abra, Cagayan, Ilocos 
Norte, Ilocos Sur, Isabela, La Union, Mountain Province, Nueva Ecija, Nueva Vizcaya, Pangasinan, 
Tarlac, and Zambales and of the City of Baguio. 

The Second Judicial District shall consist of the Provinces of Bataan, Bulacan, Cavite, Pampanga, and 
Rizal and of the City of Cavite. 

The Third Judicial District shall consist of the City of Manila and the Province of Palawan. 

The Fourth Judicial District shall consist of the Provinces of Albay, Batangas, Camarines Norte, 
Camarines Sur, Laguna, Masbate, Mindoro, Sorsogon, and Tayabas and of the City of San Pablo. 

The Fifth Judicial District shall consist of the Provinces of Agusan, Antique, Bohol, Bukidnon, Capiz, 
Cebu, Cotabato, Davao, Iloilo, Lanao, Leyte, Occidental Misamis, Oriental Misamis, Occidental 
Negros, Oriental Negros, Samar, Sulu, Surigao, and Zamboanga and of the Cities of Bacolod, Cebu, 
Davao, and Iloilo. 

SEC. 13. Judges of First Instance for Judicial Districts. — Ten judges shall be commissioned for the First 
Judicial District. One judge, with permanent residence in the Province of Cagayan, shall preside over the 
Court of First Instance of Cagayan, except Batanes, and that of the former subprovince of Apayao, 
Mountain Province; one judge, with permanent residence in Batanes, shall preside over the branch of 
the Court of First Instance of Cagayan in Batanes; one judge, with permanent residence in the Province 
of Isabela, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of Isabela and Nueva Vizcaya; one judge shall 
preside over the Court of First Instance of, and reside in, the Province of Ilocos Norte; one judge, with 
permanent residence in the Province of Ilocos Sur, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of 
Ilocos Sur and Abra; one judge shall preside over the Court of First Instance of. and reside in, the 
Province of Nueva Ecija; one judge, with permanent residence in Baguio, shall preside over the Courts 
of First Instance of La Union, the City of Baguio, and the Mountain Province, except the former 
subprovince of Apayao; two judges, with residence in Pangasinan, shall preside over the Courts of First 
Instance of Pangasinan and Zambales; and one judge shall preside over the Court of First Instance of, 
and reside in, the Province of Tarlac. 

Five judges shall be commissioned for the Second Judicial District. One judge shall preside over the 
Court of First Instance of, and reside in, the Province of Bulacan; two judges, with permanent residence 
in Pampanga, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of the provinces of Pampanga and Bataan; 
one judge, with residence in the Province of Cavite, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of the 
Province and City of Cavite; and one judge shall preside over the Court of First Instance of, and reside 
in, the Province of Rizal. 



Seven judges shall be commissioned for the Third Judicial District. Six judges shall reside in the City of 
Manila and shall preside over the Court of First Instance of Manila and shall be known as judges of the 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Branches, respectively. One judge, with permanent 
residence in Palawan, shall preside over the Court of First Instance of Palawan. 

Seven judges shall be commissioned for the Fourth Judicial District. One judge, with residence in 
Laguna, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of the Province of Laguna and the City of San 
Pablo; one judge shall preside over the Court of First Instance of, and reside in, the Province of Tayabas; 
one judge, with permanent residence in Batangas, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of 
Batangas and Mindoro; two judges, with permanent residence in Camarines Sur, shall preside over the 
Courts of First Instance of Camarines Sur and Camarines Norte; one judge shall preside over the Court 
of First Instance of, and reside in, the Province of Albay; and one judge, with permanent residence in the 
Province of Sorsogon, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of Sorsogon and Masbate. 

Fourteen judges shall be commissioned for the Fifth Judicial District. Two judges, with residence in the 
Province of Iloilo, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of the Province and City of Iloilo and 
the Province of Antique; one judge, with residence in Occidental Negros, shall preside over the Court of 
First Instance of the Province of Occidental Negros and the City of Bacolod; one judge shall preside 
over the Court of First Instance of, and reside in, the Province of Capiz; one judge shall preside over the 
Court of First Instance of, and reside in, Oriental Negros; two judges, with residence in Cebu, shall 
preside over the Courts of First Instance of the Province and City of Cebu and the Province of Bohol; 
two judges, one with residence in Leyte and another with residence in Samar, shall preside over the 
Courts of First Instance of Leyte and Samar; one judge, with residence in the Province of Zamboanga, 
shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of Zamboanga and Sulu; one judge, with residence in the 
Province of Davao, shall preside over the Court of First Instance of the Province and City of Davao; one 
judge, with residence in the Province of Oriental Misamis, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance 
of Oriental Misamis, Occidental Misamis, and Bukidnon; one judge, with residence in the Province of 
Cotabato, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of Cotabato and Lanao; and one judge, with 
residence in the Province of Surigao, shall preside over the Courts of First Instance of Surigao and 
Agusan. 

SEC. 14. Places and times of holding courts. — Courts of First Instance shall hold court in the places and 
at the times specified in section one hundred and sixty-one of the Administrative Code, as amended. 

SEC. 15. Judges-at-large. — In addition to the judges mentioned in section 13 hereof, there shall also be 
appointed nine judges who shall not be assigned permanently to any judicial district and who shall 
render duty in such districts or provinces as may, from time to time, be designated by the Minister of 
Justice. 

SEC. 16. Detail of Judge of First Instance to another district or province. — If the public interest and the 
speedy administration of justice so require, a judge of first instance may be detailed by the Minister of 
Justice to temporary duty, for a period which shall in no case exceed six months, in a district or 
province other than his own for the purpose of trying all kinds of cases. 

SEC. 17. Period within which cases, petitions, or motions shall be decided. — Cases, petitions, or 
motions submitted to Courts of First Instance for decision or resolution shall be decided by the court 
within the period of thirty days from the date of the conclusion of the trial or hearing: Provided, 
however, That when memoranda are submitted by any or both or all the parties in a case, the date of 
filing the last memorandum shall be considered as the date of the conclusion of the hearing: And 
provided, further, That a judge of first instance may not grant to any party more than a total period of 
thirty days within which to file a memorandum. 

Upon petition of a judge of first instance, the period of thirty days provided above for the decision of a 
case, petition or motion may be extended by the Minister of Justice when the case or matter to be 
decided is complicated or is attended by special circumstances which require additional time for study 
and consideration. 


ARTICLE III. — General Provisions 



SEC. 18. Reversion of unexpended fund balances and reapportionment of equipment, materials, etc. — 
The unexpended balances of funds or appropriations pertaining to the Court of Appeals and to the 
Courts of First Instance or branches thereof, which are abolished in accordance with the provisions of 
this Order, shall be available for expenditure for the maintenance and operation of the District Courts 
of Appeals created herein, and the same shall be allocated for the purpose in a special budget to be 
approved by the President. The records, equipment, materials, supplies, and books of the present Court 
of Appeals shall be apportioned among the District Court of Appeals herein created as may be directed 
by the Minister of Justice. 

SEC. 19. Vacancies and new appointments. — The Presiding Justice and Associate Justices, and all the 
employees of the present Court of Appeals and the judges of the Courts of First Instance whose offices 
are abolished under this Order shall vacate their respective offices or I positions on the date this Order 
takes effect. The judges of the Courts of First Instance whose offices are not abolished shall continue to 
exercise their functions, powers, and duties, but shall vacate their respective offices on the expiration of 
ninety days from the date of the effectivity of this Order, unless reappointed by s the President. 

SEC. 20. Retirements. — Officers and employees whose positions are abolished as a consequence of the 
reorganization provided in this Order shall be entitled to such gratuity as may if be fixed by appropriate 
legislation on the basis of the actual salary received and under such terms and conditions as may be 
fixed by law. 

SEC. 21. This Order shall be implemented by such legislation as may be necessary to carry out its aims 
and purposes. 

SEC. 22. Effectivity.— This Order shall take effect on January tenth, nineteen hundred and forty-four.

REQUIRING ALL OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES OF THE GOVERNMENT WHOSE 
APPOINTMENTS ARE NOT BY THE CONSTITUTION VESTED IN THE PRESIDENT TO 
VACATE THEIR RESPECTIVE POSITIONS. 

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act No. 10 to reorganize the Ministries, bureaus, offices, 
agencies and instrumentalities of the Government, and for the purpose of facilitating such 
reorganization, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby order - 

SECTION 1, All officers and employees of the Government, whose appointments are not by the 
Constitution vested in the President, shall vacate their respective positions on the expiration of thirty 
days from the date of effectivity of this Order, unless reappointed by the authorities concerned in 
accordance with law: Provided, That the period of thirty days shall be counted from the date of the 
receipt of this Order in the case of officers and employees .in the provinces and cities outside of Manila. 

SEC. 2. Officers and employees who are not reappointed as provided in Section 1 hereof shall be 
entitled to such gratuity as may be fixed by appropriate legislation on the basis of actual salary received 
and under such terms and conditions as may be fixed by law. They shall not lose their civil service 
eligibility for a period of ten years from the date of their separation from the service, and in case an 
office needs the services of additional personnel, preference in the appointment, shall be given to them, 

SEC. 3. The provisions of Executive Order No. 24 issued on December 31, 1943, in so far as they may 
be inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed or modified accordingly. 

SEC. 4. This Order shall take effect on January eleventh, nineteen hundred and forty-four.

CREATING A BOARD OF INFORMATION TO CONTROL, DIRECT, SUPERVISE AND 
COORDINATE THE INFORMATION, AND PUBLICITY ACTIVITIES OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act No. 10 to effect changes in the different Ministries, bureaus, 
offices, agencies, and instrumentalities of the Government, and to create new ones or abolish those 
existing, I, Jose P. Laurel, President of the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby order- — 

SECTION 1. For the purpose of controlling, directing, supervising, and coordinating all the 
information, and publicity activities of the Government, there is hereby created an office to be known as 
the Board of Information. 

SEC. 2. The Board of Information shall be composed of a Chairman to be known as Spokesman, an 
Executive Officer and six members who shall be appointed by the President of the Republic of the 
Philippines. The Chair-: man shall have the rank and emoluments of a Minister of State and shall be the 
representative and spokesman of the President in his relations with the people and the press. The 
Executive Officer and the members shall receive such compensation as may be fixed by the President. 
One member of the Board shall, by designation of the Spokesman, act as secretary thereof. The Board 
shall be assisted by such number of technical and subordinate personnel as may be provided in the 
corresponding budget and appointed in accordance with civil service laws, rules, and regulations. 

SEC. 3. The Board of Information shall have the following powers and functions: 

(a) To adopt such methods or utilize such means as the radio, cinema films, theaters, newspapers, 
popular assemblies, district and neighborhood associations, and such other means as it may deem 
necessary to properly inform the people of the activities, accomplishments and policies of the 
Government and thereby establish a closer relation and better understanding between the Government 
and the people; 

(b) To act as liaison office between the Government of the Republic of the Philippines and the domestic 
and foreign press; to issue from time to time news and press releases that have a direct bearing on the 
activities, functions and policies, and accomplishments of the Government; to arrange press conferences 
between the President and accredited representatives of the local and foreign press; to receive and reply 
to inquiries from newspaper offices; to prepare news digests of local and foreign dailies for the 
information of the President, and to clip and file for ready reference news items published in whatever 
form and manner which affect or may affect the Office of the President as well as other offices of the 
National Government; 

(c) To disseminate proper and accurate information tending to establish a more intelligent and 
enlightened public opinion in the Philippines, with a view to bringing about complete restoration of 
peace and order throughout the country and a more effective cooperation between the people and the 
Government in the latter’s efforts to ameliorate the situation by minimizing the unavoidable ill effects of 
the present world conflict, also to remedying and repairing as much as possible the ravages and damages 
caused by the war, thus strengthening the morale of the population in times of crises and emergencies. 



(d) To inform the public regarding any subject of great interest to the country such as the revival of our 
old moral virtues; the reorientation of our people in order to make them think and act as true Orientals; 
and to keep them posted in all civic activities and duties, including taxation, health problems, food 
problems, and on any other subject that may be of general interest to the community. 

(e) To guide the public, by the proper means of publication, in advanced methods of industry, 
agriculture, commerce and other fields of economic activity; 

(f) To edit and cause to be published the Official Gazette, and to control, direct, supervise, and 
coordinate the publication of all newspapers, periodicals, magazines, leaflets, and other literature of the 
Government, its agencies and instrumentalities; to control, direct, supervise and coordinate Government 
radio broadcasting facilities, and to prepare for publication at the end of each year the public utterances 
of the President, his messages to the National Assembly, important communications to the Ministers of 
State or to any official of the Government or private individual, proclamations, executive orders, 
administrative orders, ordinances, press statements, and all the laws passed by the National Assembly 
during that year; 

(g) To collect and compile accurate information or data which may serve as rational basis for 
formulating and executing national policies of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines; and 

(h) To perform such other duties pertaining to research and information on any subject which the 
President may consider of general and public interest. 

SEC. 4. In order to carry out the purposes of this Order, the Board of Information shall make 
arrangements with radio broadcasting stations now or hereafter to be operated in the Philippines, 
publishers of newspapers, magazines, and other periodicals of private ownership and owners of 
theatrical enterprises for the use of said facilities by its agents and representatives; it may also request 
the assistance and cooperation of elements of the population in and outside of the Government in the 
gathering and in the compilation of the necessary data and information; in the preparation of materials, 
lectures, literatures, and in the mimeographing, printing, distributing and exhibiting of the same to the 
general public through the means and methods provided for in this Order. 

SEC. 5. The powers and functions now exercised by the Bureau of Information and the Gazette and 
Tibrary Division of the Office of the President shall be assumed and exercised by the Board of 
Information herein created. The unexpended balances of funds or appropriations, equipment, materials, 
records, and any other property pertaining to the Bureau of Information and the Gazette and Tibrary 
Division shall be merged and consolidated and made available for the use and expenditure of said 
Board. The Spokesman may retain the services of such personnel as may be needed. 

The transfer and merger or consolidation of funds or appropriations, equipment, materials, records, and 
other properties herein authorized, shall be made by the Spokesman and the Auditor General. 

SEC. 6. The Spokesman of the Board of Information is hereby authorized, subject to the approval of the 
President, to organize the staff and personnel of the Board within the limits of the combined total of the 
appropriations allotted to the Bureau of Information and Public Security and the Gazette and Tibrary 
Division in the General Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 1944: Provided, That the salaries or 
compensation of officers and employees of the Board of Information whose positions are created in 
accordance with this section shall be governed by the provisions of section 1 (11) of Act No. 7, 
otherwise known as the Rank and Salary Taw. 

SEC. 7. The provisions of Executive Order No. 24 issued on December 31, 1943, in so far as they may 
be inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed and modified accordingly. 

SEC. 8. This Order shall take effect on January 16, 1944.

PROTECTION OF THE CIVILIAN POPULATION DURING AIR RAIDS. 

Whereas, it is necessary that adequate precautionary measures be taken immediately with a view to 
preparing the civilian population for, and protecting them from, possible air raids; and 

Whereas, it is essential to the successful accomplishment of the tasks above mentioned that all activities 
and functions for the protection of the civilian population against the perils of aircraft action be 
controlled and coordinated; 

Now, therefore, I Jose P. Laurel, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby create and constitute a Civilian Protection Service which shall function 
through and be administered by a body composed of the Civilian Protection Administrator, the Chief of 
Medical and First Aid Service, and the Chief Air Raid Warden, all of whom shall be appointed by the 
President. 

1. The Civilian Protection Service shall, subject to the approval of the President, formulate and execute 
plans and policies for the protection of the civilian population of the Philippines on the occasion of air 
raids and other extraordinary conditions resulting therefrom. It shall have a chapter or agency in each 
province, chartered city and municipality to be known respectively as Provincial Protection Committee, 
City Protection Committee and Municipal Protection Committee and through these Committees shall 
exercise general supervision and control over all activities and functions related to the protection of the 
civilian population on the occasion of air raids. 

2. The Provincial Protection Committee shall be composed of the Provincial Governor as Chairman, 
and the Provincial Treasurer, the Provincial Fiscal, the Provincial Engineer, the Division Superintendent 
of Schools, the Provincial Health Officer, and the Senior Inspector of the Constabulary, as Members. 
This Committee shall have general supervision and control of the Municipal Protection Committees. 

3. The Municipal Protection Committee shall be composed of the Municipal Mayor, as Chairman, and 
the Municipal Treasurer, the Chief of Police, the Supervising or Principal Teacher, and the Sanitary 
Officer, as Members. This Committee shall organize local units for air raid protection purposes in 
accordance with and subject to the rules and regulations prescribed by the Civilian Protection Service. 

4. The City Protection Committee shall be composed of the City Mayor, as Chairman, and the City 
Treasurer, the City Fiscal, the City Engineer, the Metropolitan Constabulary Commander or City Chief 
of Police, the City Health Officer, the City Superintendent of Schools, the Fire Brigade Commander or 
Officer, as Members. This Committee shall organize local units for air raid protection purposes as 
prescribed for municipalities under paragraph (3) hereof. 

5. For the purpose of carrying out the objectives of this Order, the cooperation of all Ministries, 
bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities of the Government, including district and neighborhood 



asociations, is hereby ; enjoined and the wholehearted support of all I inhabitants of the Philippines 
earnestly requested.

1. Appointments of subordinate officers and employees, including those of ranking officials as defined 
in Executive Order No. 14 of the Chairman of the former Executive Commission, dated March 12, 
1942, whether such appointments be original or by promotion, reduction, transfer or reinstatement, 
shall be made by the Head of the Ministry, upon the recommendation of the chief of the bureau or 
office concerned which shall be coursed through the Commissioner of Civil Service, provided that such 
appointments conform to the requirements of the Civil Service Law and Rules and to the allocations 
made by the Board on Uniform Salary System. 

2. Special original appointments, special promotions and cases involving the determination as to 
whether a position is policy determining, highly technical or primarily confidential in nature, shall be 
submitted to the President for approval. 

“Special original appointments” shall be understood to include appointments made at a salary 
exceeding the prescribed entrance salary for a particular eligibility or the minimum rate of the existing 
allocation. “Special promotion” shall refer to increase in salary for more than one rate or that made 
before the expiration of the period prescribed by present rules for regular promotions. 

3. The provisions of this Order shall apply to all appointments pending approval or attestation on the 
date of this Order.

For the purpose of attending to the needs of the Imperial Japanese Forces for laborers to work in their 
various projects throughout the Philippines and at the same time of relieving unemployment, there is 
hereby created an office to be known as the Labor Recruitment Agency, under the direct supervision 
and control of the Minister of Health, Labor, and Public Welfare. The Agency shall have a field 
executive officer who shall be appointed by the President upon the recommendation of the Minister of 
Health, Labor, and Public Welfare, and such other personnel as may be provided for in the special 
budget or as, may be detailed to said office by the Minister of Health, Labor, and Public Welfare from 
among the personnel of the Bureau of Labor. 

It shall be the main duty of the Agency to direct and take charge of the recruitment of laborers for 
employment in the Philippines by the Imperial Japanese Forces. In the discharge of its duties, the Agency 
shall be assisted and advised by the Advisory Board on Labor created by Administrative Order No, 23, 
dated March 11. 1943. of the Chairman of the former Executive Commission. 

The provincial governors and city mayors shall, consistently with the provisions of Executive Order No. 
118, dated January 4, 1943, of the Chairman of the former Executive Commission, have supervision 
and control of recruitment of laborers required by this Order in their respective provinces and cities, 
and shall be assisted by such personnel as may be assigned to them by the Labor Recruitment Agency. 
All other officials and employees of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines and all its 
branches , agencies or instrumentalities, including provinces, cities and municipalities and district and 
neighborhood .associations , are hereby enjoined to extend all possible assistance and cooperation to the 
Agency and its officials and representatives. 

Such sum as may be necessary to cover expenses for salaries of personnel, per diems, traveling expenses, 
purchase of materials and equipment and other necessary sundry expenses that may be incurred in 
carrying out the provisions of this Order shall be taken from the fund appropriated in Act No. 39, 
known as the Emergency Powers Act.

PRESCRIBING SEMESTRAL INSTEAD OF QUARTERLY CALENDARS FOR ALL 
SCHOOLS AND FIXING THE DATE OF THE COMMENCEMENT OF THE SCHOOL 
YEAR 1944-1945 

WHEREAS, the schools are presently run on a four term bases, providing for one week vacation 
between terms for students but no vacation for teachers; 

WHEREAS, the quarterly calendar was apparently intended as an emergency measure because the 
students who were in attendance during the school year 1941-1942 and who were graduated or 
promoted into, the next higher grade missed about three months or the year’s work when the school 
were closed upon the outbreak of the war; 

WHEREAS, in most schools the first term was used for make-up work, leaving the other three terms for 
the completion of the work for the regular school year; 

WHEREAS, the quarterly system has been found to work mental and physical hardship on both 
teachers and students; 

WHEREAS, this system does not give the teachers sufficient leeway for reflection for cultural growth; 
and 

WHEREAS, this system also affects adversely the home life of the public and widens the gap between 
the school and society; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers in me vested by law, and upon recommendation of the National Education Board, do hereby 
order that: 

SECTION 1. Henceforth, the school year calendar shall be composed of two semesters of at least one 
hundred and five school days per semester, exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays and legal holidays. 

SEC. 2. The semesters shall be separated by vacations of equal length, that is, one month vacation more 
or less between the end of the first semester and the beginning of the second semester, as well as 
between the end of the second semester and the beginning of the next school year. 

SEC. 3. The school vacations shall be real rest periods from school work not only for the students but 
also for the teachers, with the teachers entitled to salary during vacations irrespective of whether they 
have temporary or permanent appointments. 

SEC. 4. The vacation periods are to be made to coincide with the rainy months so as to obviate as much 
as possible during heavy rainfall on the one hand, and on the other hand to enable the students to help 
on the farm, particularly during the rice planting season, or when a vacation period occurs during a dry 
month, to enable them to help during the rice harvesting season. 



SEC. 5. For the school year 1944-1945, the first semester shall commence on July 24 and end on 
December 21, 1944; and the second semester shall begin on January 22 and terminate on June 19, 
1945.

WHEREAS, it has now become imperative that the stocks of rice and palay be placed at the disposal of 
the Bigasang Bayan to enable the Government of the Republic of the Philippines to meet the pressing 
need for this cereal of the great masses of our population; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by Act. No. 39 of the National Assembly, approved February 22, 1944, do hereby 
order and direct the Food Administrator to immediately take possession of all the stocks of palay or 
rice, threshed or not threshed, owned or in possession of such persons as may be indicated by him in the 
City of Manila and in the provinces of Central Luzon, except the amounts or quantities thereof that 
may be needed by them for the consumption of their families, and dependents, in conformity with 
existing rules and regulations. 

The Philippine Constabulary, all provincial and municipal officials shall assist in the enforcement of this 
Order and shall take all the necessary precautions to avoid losses or prevent the disposition of any stock 
of rice or palay requisitioned pursuant to this Order. 

All palay or rice requisitioned under this Order shall be duly receipted for, for purposes of liquidation 
and payment.

For the purpose of establishing unity of administrative control over the Philippine Constabulary and in 
order to meet more effectively the present requirements for the maintenance of peace and order, I, JOSE 
P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority conferred upon me 
by Act No. 10 do hereby order the following, the provisions of Executive Order No. 29 of the 
Chairman of the former Philippine Executive Commission to the contrary notwithstanding: 

SECTION 1. The Provincial Governor and the City Mayor are the titular and actual heads of the 
provincial and city governments, respectively. As such they shall exercise, through the corresponding 
Provincial Inspectors or District Commanders, as the case may be, general supervision over the 
Constabulary in their respective territorial jurisdiction, but they shall not interfere in matters pertaining 
to internal discipline or with the military operations of the forces of the Constabulary, or contravene 
any rules or regulations promulgated by the Chief of Constabulary with the approval of the President of 
the President of the Republic of the Philippines. 

SEC. 2. All commissioned officers of the Philippines Constabulary shall be appointed by the Chief of 
Constabulary. 

SEC. 3. For the purposes of this Order, the City of Manila shall be considered as a province, but the 
commander of the Constabulary force therein shall be known and designated as District Commander. 

The officers and men of the Philippine Constabulary now constituting the Metropolitan Constabulary 
of the City of Manila shall vacate their respective offices, twenty-four hours after this Order takes effect 
unless reappointed within said period in accordance with the provisions hereof. 

SEC. 4. Until further orders, the cost of maintenance of the Philippine Constabulary in the City of 
Manila shall be borne, as heretofore, by that City. 

SEC. 5. Section 10 of Executive Order No. 29 of the Chairman of the former Philippine Executive 
Commission and other provisions of law inconsistent herewith are repealed or modified accordingly. 

SEC. 6. This Order shall take effect on June 8, 1944.

CREATING A BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION, DEFINING ITS DUTIES, MERGING THEREIN 
CERTAIN EXISTING AGENCIES OF THE GOVERNMENT, AND PROVIDING FUNDS 
THEREFOR. 

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act No. 10 to effect changes in the different ministries, bureaus, 
offices, agencies and instrumentalities of the Government, including government-owned or controlled 
corporations, and to create new ones or abolish those existing, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the 
Republic of the Philippines, do hereby order: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby created a Bureau of Investigation under the direct supervision and control 
of the President of the Republic, which shall exercise the following powers and duties: 

(1) To conduct criminal investigations for the detection and prosecution of crimes and offenses, and of 
violations of laws, executive orders and ordinance; 

(2) To acquire, collect, classify and preserve criminal identification records; 

(3) To conduct investigations regarding official matters as the President of the Republic may direct; 

(4) To investigate the official acts of officers and employees of the Government or of its branches, 
agencies, or instrumentalities, when directed to do so by the President of the Republic; and 

(5) To obtain information on all matters affecting the public interest. 

SEC. 2. The Director, the Assistant Director, the supervisors and agents of such of the subordinate 
personnel as may be specifically designated by the President in their respective appointments or 
commissions, shall be peace officers, and as such are empowered to serve warrants and subpoenas 
issued under the authority of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines; to make arrests 
without warrant for a crime submitted in their presence, or within their view, or in cases where the 
person making the arrest has reasonable grounds to believe that the person arrested is guilty of such 
crime and where there is a likelihood of the person escaping before a legal warrant can be obtained for 
his arrest. 

The person arrested shall be dealt with according to law. All said officers are authorized and 
empowered to carry firearms. 

SEC. 3. The inititative and control in the detection and investigation of crimes and offenses shall be 
vested in the Bureau of Investigation and its directors, supervisors and agents, and all peace and police 
officers are enjoined to render assistance to them when in the performance of their functions and the 
discharge of the duties; but such initiative and control shall not be construed to curtain such powers and 
duties as peace and police officers or other officials may need or require for the maintenance of peace 
and order, the safeguarding of public safety and security, the apprehension of criminals, offenders, and 
law violators, and the enforcement of laws and regulations in general. 



SEC. 4. The Division of Investigation of the Bureau of Public Prosecution, the Division of Information 
of the Philippine Constabulary and the Secret Service Division and the Technical Section of the Former 
Metropolitan Constabulary of the City of Manila (now incorporated into the Metropolitan 
Constabulary) are hereby merged in the Bureau of Investigation herein created; Provided, however, That 
the Philippine Constabulary may maintain an Intelligence Division for the purpose of securing such 
information as may be deemed necessary in the performance of the functions of, and discharge of the 
duties by the Bureau of Constabulary or as specially defined in section 3 hereof, in which event, the 
required funds or appropriation, and the equipment, materials, records and other properties necessary 
for the establishment, maintenance and operation of said division shall be exempt from the 
requirements regarding transfer contained in section 5 hereof and are hereby made available for the use 
of said division. 

SEC. 5. The unexpended balances of funds or appropriations, and the equipment, materials, records, 
and other properties pertaining to the Division of Investigation under the Bureau of Public Prosecution, 
the Information Division of the Philippine Constabulary, and the Secret Service Division and the 
Technical Section of the former Metropolitan Constabulary of the City of Manila, are hereby 
transferred to the Bureau of Investigation; Provided, That the City of Manila shall include in its yearly 
Appropriation Ordinance the same amount as is now provided for its Secret Service Division and 
Technical Section, which amount shall be the contribution of the City of Manila, to the cost of 
maintenance and operation of the Bureau of Investigation of the National Government. 

SEC. 6. All officers and employees of the different divisions and sections herein consolidated into the 
Bureau of Investigation shall vacate their positions thirty days after the promulgation of this Order. 

SEC. 7. The Bureau of Investigation shall have a central office in the City of Manila and such field 
offices as the President may determine and as the Appropriation Act may provide from time to time. 

SEC. 8. The Director and Assistant Director of the Bureau of Investigation herein shall receive yearly 
compensation at the rate of P5,400.00 and P4,200.00 respectively. 

SEC. 9. The position of supervisors and agents of the Bureau of Investigation is hereby declared to be 
primarily confidential. 

SEC. 10. The expenditure of an amount not exceeding P200,000.00 from the appropriations for salaries 
and wages authorized in Act. No. 20, is amended by Executive Order No. 39, dated March 8, 1944, 
which may be saved by reason of vacancies, late appointments, absences without pay and the like, in 
said appropriations, is pursuant to section 11 of said Act No. 20, hereby suspended, and, the public 
interest so requiring, the same, or so much thereof as may be necessary, together with the amounts 
transferred pursuant to section 5 hereof, shall become available for the purposes authorized in this 
Order for the rest of the current fiscal year. 

SEC. 11. Commonwealth Act. No. 181 and all laws and executive orders and ordinances or parts 
thereof inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

SEC. 12. This order shall take effect upon its promulgation.

CREATING THE PHILIPPINE SUGAR ASSOCIATION 

Pursuant to the authority conferred upon me as President of the Republic of the Philippines by Act No. 
39 of the National Assembly, and in order to readjust and rehabilitate the Philippine sugar industry, it is 
hereby ordered that: 

SECTION 1. The Philippine Sugar Association is hereby created. 

SECTION 2. Objectives - The objectives of the Philippine Sugar Association shall be to rehabilitate the 
sugar industry in the Philippines from the effects of war and to place the industry on a rational basis 
(looking to its survival in an unprotected export market). 

SECTION 3. Membership - Membership of the Association shall consist of all planters of sugar cane 
and processors or manufacturers of products derived from sugar canes as follows: 

(a) Membership of planters shall be planters’ associations of each milling district; 

(b) Centrifugal sugar mills, whether manufacturing centrifugal, washed, bleached and other sugars; 

(c) Sugar refineries, whether operated as part of a centrifugal sugar mill or independent thereof, and 

(d) Distilleries of alcohol and all other spirits from sugar cane. 

SECTION 4. Management - The affairs of the Association shall be managed by a Board of Directors 
which the Minister of Agriculture and Natural Resources shall be the ex-officio President. Members of 
the Board of Directors will be appointed by the President of the Republic of the Philippines who shall 
also designate one or more Vice-Presidents and one or more Executive Directors. The President of the 
Association may delegate any of his powers to a Vice-President or Executive Director. 

SECTION 5. Powers and Duties of the Association - The Philippine Sugar Association shall have the 
following powers and duties: 

(a) Designate districts wherein sugar cane may be grown, fixing quotas therefor, and the sugar mills and 
distilleries that are to be operated, likewise fixing quotas for each sugar mill and distillery; 

(b) Fix sugar quotas for domestic consumption and for exports; 

(c) Fix the price per ton of sugar cane to be paid by manufacturers to planters and the time for such 
payment or otherwise determine the compensation to be received by planters and by processors; 

(d) Fix the price of sugar, alcohol and all other products derived from sugar cane to be pain to all 
manufacturer and, when necessary, proration the revenues derived from the sale of said products among 
manufacturers under such conditions as the Association may prescribe; 



(e) Fix the retail prices of all such products to be paid by consumers; 

(f) Control the procurement, distribution and consumption of all products derived from sugar cane; 

(g) Fix the assessments to be paid members of the Association and the manner and time of such 
payments; 

(h) Prescribe a uniform system of accounting and reports for planters of sugar cane and manufacturers 
of products derived therefrom; 

(i) Require and obtain sworn statements from any and all parties on any information required by it for 
the purposes of attaining the objectives of the Association; subpoena and examine witnesses under oath 
in respect to matters related to any investigation, and in general, to take all other action as in its opinion 
may be necessary and proper; 

(j) Assist producers, both planters and manufacturers to acquire the materials and equipment necessary 
in their production, as well as to obtain under reasonable conditions, the necessary financial assistance 
for this purpose and for their production in general; 

(k) Assist liquidating centrals favorably to dispose of all their salvaged machinery, equipment and 
materials giving preference, however, to those centrals which are to continue, equipment and materials 
they may need for such continued operation, and 

(l) Prescribe such rules and regulations as may be considered necessary to carry out properly and 
expediently the purposes of the Association, including penalties to be imposed upon violations of said 
rules and regulations. 

SECTION 6. Effectivity - This Order shall take effect on June 8, 1944.

ESTABLISHING THE NATIONAL COMMODITIES PROCUREMENT AND DISTRIBUTION 
CORPORATION. 

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act No. 39, otherwise known as the Emergency Powers Law, 
and by Act No. 10 to effect changes in the different Ministries, bureaus, offices, agencies and 
instrumentalities of the Government, including government-owned or controlled corporations, to create 
new ones or abolish those existing for the purpose of promoting simplicity, efficiency and economy in 
the operation of the Government, I, Jose P. Laurel, President of the Republic of the Philippines, do 
hereby order- — 

SECTION 1. There is hereby created a corporation under the name, style and title of “National 
Commodities Procurement and Distribution Corporation” which in short may be called “Nadisco.” The 
corporation shall exist for a term of 50 years from the date of the promulgation of this Order. 

SEC. 2. The corporation shall have its main office and principal place of business in the City of Manila. 
Branch offices or agencies thereof shall be established at such places as may be designated by the 
General Manager with the approval of the President of the Republic of the Philippines. 

SEC. 3. The National Commodities Procurement and Distribution Corporation shall have the following 
powers, duties and functions: 

(a) To receive such existing stocks of the Philippine Prime Commodities Distribution Control 
Association, otherwise known as the PRIMCO, as may be transferred to the Republic of the Philippines 
in accordance with agreement; 

(b) To procure such prime and other com modifies essential to the life and well-being of the people; 

(c) To enter into negotiations and arrangements with any private or government-owned or controlled 
corporations, or their agencies and branches, for the manufacture and or distribution of any commodity 
as it may consider necessary so as to insure availability of the supply thereof in the interest of public 
welfare and the national economy; 

(d) To procure the necessary facilities for the storage or warehousing of the commodities thus obtained 
and to distribute its stocks in such manner and at such prices as shall be approved by the President; 

(e) Subject to the approval of the President, to lease, purchase or otherwise acquire lands, buildings, 
factories and other facilities which may be necessary to carry out its objectives, and to enter into any 
kind of contracts or agreements incidental thereto; 

(f) Subject to the approval of the President, to contract loans or other credit facilities for its business 
enterprises; 

(g) To exercise all the general powers of a corporation under the Corporation Law insofar as they are 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this Order and are necessary to effect the purposes of the same; 



(h) Subject to the approval of the President, to issue rules and regulations to carry out the purposes of 
this Order: and 


(i) To perform such other duties and functions as may be ordered by the President of the Republic of the 
Philippines. 

SEC. 4. The powers, duties and functions which ordinarily pertain to a Board of Directors in the 
management of a private corporation shall be exercised by the President of the Republic of the 
Philippines. 

SEC. 5. The decisions and policies laid down by the President of the Republic of the Philippines in the 
management of the corporation herein created shall be carried out and executed by a General Manager 
who shall be appointed and whose compensation shall be fixed by the President. The General Manager 
shall recommend to the President for appointment (1) an Assistant General Manager, (2) a Secretary, (3) 
a Treasurer and (4) an Assistant Treasurer whose compensation shall be fixed by the President. All 
other officials and employees necessary to transact the business of the corporation and to carry out the 
objects of its creation shall be appointed and their compensation fixed by the General Manager with the 
approval of the President. 

SEC. 6. The Auditor General shall act as ex-officio auditor of the National Commodities Procurement 
Distribution Corporation and as such he is empowered and authorized, with the approval of the 
President of the Republic of the Philippines, to appoint and fix the salaries and the number of the 
personnel to assist said representative in his work. The expenses for the maintenance and operation of 
his office shall be paid by the National Commodities Procurement and Distribution Corporation. 

SEC. 7. The National Commodities Procurement and Distribution Corporation shall have a capital of 
P10,000,000 to be subscribed and paid for by the Government of the Republic of the Philippines upon 
authority of the President. 

SEC. 8. To carry out the purposes of this Order, there is hereby allotted out of the funds appropriated 
under Act No. 39, enacted February 22, 1944, the sum of P10,000,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary. 

SEC. 9. All laws, orders, rules, and regulations insofar as they are inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Order are hereby repealed or modified accordingly. 

SEC. 10. This Order shall take effect upon its promulgation.

hereby order - 

SECTION 1. The Minister of Finance shall have executive supervision over the Philippine National 
Bank and the Agricultural and Industrial Bank. 

SEC. 2. The powers, duties and functions which by law pertain to the boards of directors of the said 
Banks shall be assumed and exercised by the Minister of Finance in accordance with such policies as 
may be formulated by the said Minister and approved by the President of the Republic of the 
Philippines. 

SEC. 3. Sections 5 and 10 of Executive Order No. 24, dated December 31, 1943, and Executive Order 
No. 32, dated January 26, 1944, are hereby amended accordingly.

AMENDING SECTIONS 7 AND 12 OF EXECUTIVE ORDER NUMBERED TWO HUNDRED AND 
THIRTY OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE FORMER EXECUTIVE COMMISSION. 

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act No. 39, approved on February 22, 1944, and otherwise 
known as the Emergency Powers Law, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippine, 
do hereby order: 

SECTION 1. Section 7(d) of Executive Order No. 230 of the Chairman of the former Executive 
Commission, dated October 13, 1943, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 7. The following acts are also prohibited: 

xxxxxxxxxx 

“(d) Cornering or hoarding medicines, drugs, and surgical and laboratory supplies even if maximum 
prices have not been fixed for such articles. For the purpose of this Order, “cornering” shall mean the 
acquisition of said articles with the intent of creating or tending to create, or effecting artificial scarcity 
thereof in the marker in order to alter prices; and “hoarding” shall mean the keeping or concealing of 
said articles in amounts or quantities in excess of the immediate needs of a person and that of his family 
as may be determined by the Director of Health.” 

SEC. 2. The following subsections are added to Section 7 of Executive Order No. 230 mentioned in 
Section 1 hereof: 

“(h) carrying of drugs and medicines by persons except when accompanied by an invoice evidencing the 
sale of by a purchase order in cases of agents of drug establishments or by a government invoice 
showing the shipment of such drugs and medicines to a government office of institution.” 

“(i) Transportation of drugs and medicines from a city or municipality to another city or municipality 
and vice versa in amounts in excess of the immediate needs of a person and that of his family unless 
duly permitted by the Director of Health or his authorized representative.” 

SEC. 3. Section 12 of Executive Order No. 230 above mentioned is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 12. Any person who violates the provisions of section 6 and 7 of this Order shall, upon 
conviction, be punished by imprisonment not exceeding five years or by a fine not exceeding fifty 
thousand pesos, or both, in the discretion of the court, with subsidiary imprisonment in case of 
insolvency. 

“Any medicines, drugs, and surgical and laboratory supplies involved in the offense shall be subject to 
confiscation. In case the offender as an owner or a lessee of a duly established drug establishment said 
establishment shall be ordered closed and its stock confiscated for which the Government may pay the 
control price or any price deemed reasonable in case of commodities not controlled.” 



SEC. 4. This Order shall take effect immediately upon its promulgation.

EXTENDING THE BENEFITS OF SECTION 5 OF EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 134, AS AMENDED 
BY EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 203, TO AGENTS OF THE PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY AND 
THE BUREAU OF INVESTIGATION UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS. 

Pursuant to the powers vested in my by Act No. 39, otherwise known as the Emergency Powers Law, I, 
JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby order; 

SECTION 1. The benefits granted by Section 5 of Executive Order No. 134, as amended by Executive 
Order No. 203, dated March 10, 1943, and September 9, 1943, respectively, to members of the 
Philippine Constabulary, city or municipal police, or trainees in the Constabulary Academy who are 
already regular members thereof, are hereby extended the agents of the Philippine Constabulary and the 
Bureau of Investigation who are killed in action or who die of injury sustained or of illness contracted in 
line of duty. 

The term “agent” shall be understood to mean a civilian employee of the Philippine Constabulary or of 
the Bureau of Investigation engaged in detective or intelligence service. 

SEC. 2. All laws, orders, ordinance or regulations, or parts thereof inconsistent with this Order are 
hereby revoked or modified accordingly. 

SEC. 3. This Order shall be effective as of March 1, 1944.

SECTION 1. The operation of the provisions of Executive Order No. 95, dated September 27, 1942, 
insofar as it relates to night clubs, cabarets and dancing schools or dance halls in the City of Manila, is 
suspended effective August 1, 1944, and no night club, cabaret and dancing school or dance hall shall 
henceforth operate within the City of Manila. 

SEC. 2. Any violation hereof shall be punishable by imprisonment of not exceeding two years or a fine 
of not more than five thousand pesos, or by both such imprisonment and fine, in the discretion of the 
court. If the violation is committed by a club, association or corporation, the manager, director, or 
person charged with the management or direction of the business of such club, association, or 
corporation shall be originally responsible therefor. 

SEC. 3. All laws, orders, rules and regulations, or parts thereof, in conflict herewith or which have been 
promulgated in consonance with the provisions of Executive Order No. 95, are likewise hereby 
suspended.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING APPOINTMENT, SENIORITY, PROMOTION 
AND REMOVAL OF OFFICERS OF THE PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY. 

By virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of do 
hereby prescribe the following regulations governing appointment, seniority, promotion and removal of 
officers of the Philippine Constabulary: 

I. APPOINTMENT 

1. All commissioned officers of the Philippine Constabulary shall be appointed by the President. 
Original appointments shall be made in the grade of Second lieutenant from among applicants who at 
the time of appointment shall be not less than twenty-one nor more than age. Priority in filling 
vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant shall be given; first, to graduates of Constabulary Academy; 
second, to officers with at least one year of service in the former Philippine Constabulary or the Army of 
the Philippines; third, to graduates of an authorized school or institution conducted for the purpose 
under the former Philippine Constabulary or the former Philippine Army; fourth, to graduates of an 
accredited university, college or academy in the Philippines having authorized military training as a 
feature of its curriculum and whose educational standards and requirements are equal to those in a high 
school; and fifth, to others. 

2. The provisions of Section 1 to the contrary notwithstanding, Executive Order No. 23, dated 
December 29, 1943, shall be effective with respect to appointments made up to and including December 
31,1944 

3. The number of officers to be maintained in each grade shall be regulated by the President in 
conformity with the exigencies of the service. 

4. The grade of third lieutenant is hereby abolished and all officers of that grade are hereby promoted to 
the grade of second lieutenant. 

II. SENIORITY 

5. The names of all officers of the Philippine Constabulary are arranged on a seniority list heretofore 
approved by the President. 

6. This seniority list establishes permanently the relative seniority of such officers except that any officer 
of the Philippine Constabulary may suffer loss of seniority at any time as the result of an approved 
sentence of a court or board or by way of disciplinary punishment imposed by the President, Original 
appointments made by the President, and promotions effected by selection in accordance with the 
proviso contained in paragraph 9 shall fix definitely in each case the position of’ the officer on the 
seniority list, 

7. The Chief of Constabulary shall cause all changes occasioned by separations, appointments, loss of 
rank; and all other changes due to the operation of law or regulation to be entered on the approved 



seniority list, and, as, corrected, this list shall be published to the Philippine Constabulary at least once 
every six months. 

III. PROMOTION 

8. All officers of the Philippine Constabulary shall be subject to a system of efficiency tests, reports and 
ratings as shall be prescribed by the Chief of Constabulary and the names of all officers who are 
considered eligible for promotion shall be included in a promotion eligibility list which shall also 
constitute the seniority list. 

9. Promotions shall be made by seniority except that no officer shall be promoted whose name is not 
then borne on the promotion eligibility list: Provided, however, That as reward for acts of conspicuous 
Source, gallantry in action or for exceptional heroism beyond the call of duty or in the face of an armed 
enemy, or whenever the exigencies: of the service so require, the President may promote any officer to 
any rank. 

10. Whenever the name of ah officer is not included in the promotion eligibility list, the officer affected 
should be immediately notified giving the reasons therefor to give him a chance, upon request, to be 
heard by the board of officers which shall determine his suitability for retention in the service. If the 
board finds the officer’s services and qualifications unsatisfactory it shall so report to the Chief of 
Constabulary who will forward the report to the President with his recommendation. 

IV. REMOVAL 

11. For inefficiency, misconduct, or disloyalty to the Republic of the Philippines, the Chief of 
Constabulary may suspend and, after due hearing, with the prior approval of the President, remove any 
member of the Constabulary appointed by him or under his authority, or reduce him in rank, as the 
case may require. 

12. For neglect of duty, violation of regulations, or any minor offense against good order and discipline 
for which no specific penalty is provided, the Chief may suspend in the interest of the public service, and 
with the prior approval of the President, reduce the salary or compensation of any member of the 
Constabulary, deduct from his pay a sum not exceeding one month pay, or as a punishment suspend 
him without pay for a period not exceeding two months. 

13. When a member of the Constabulary has been convicted and sentenced by a court of competent 
jurisdiction, other than a Constabulary Summary Court, the Chief may, with the prior approval of the 
President, order his discharge and the forfeiture of oil pay and allowances due or to become due. 

V. REPEALING CLAUSE 

14. All previous executive orders, administrative orders and regulations inconsistent with bhis Executive 
Order are hereby repealed.

23, a ‘cost of living bonus’ shall be paid during the fiscal period ending December 31, 1944, to 
each official, employee, or laborer whose compensation is paid out of the appropriations in said 
Acts at the rate of P20.00 per month for each of his children below 19 years of age and who is 
dependent upon him for support, or at such amount as may be necessary so that the total of the 
basic salary or wage and the bonuses provided under Act. No. 20, as amended by Act. No. 23, 
and under this Order of any such official, employee or laborer, except those employed on part 
time or piece work basis, the inmates of hospitals, sanatoria, leprosaria and other similar 
institutions employed therein, shall in no case be less than P100.00 per month.” 

“SEC. 3. The sum of PI 1,200,000.00, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby 
allotted from the appropriation of P50,000,000.00 authorized in Act No. 39, for the purpose of 
Section 1 hereof: Provided, That the officials, employees, and laborers, who are paid from 
special funds shall be paid the ‘cost of living bonus’ from the respective special funds; Provided, 
further, That for the purpose of determining the amount for which an official, employee, or 
laborer may be insured with the Public Employees Life Insurance Bureau, the salary or wage 
stated in his appointment shall in no case be deemed to be increased by reason of the bonus 
provided in this Order.” 

SEC. 2. This Order shall take effect as of June 1, 1944.

WHEREAS, the time has come when all the inhabitants of this country, particularly those of the City of 
Manila, should do away with ways of living inconsistent with the present circumstances amidst the 
emergency brought about by the War of Greater East Asia; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, pursuant to the 
authority conferred upon me by Act. No. 39, otherwise known as the Emergency Powers Act, do hereby 
order that - 

SECTION 1. All bars and all eating establishments within the City of Manila shall be closed from eight 
o’clock in the evening to six o’clock in the morning. The term eating establishments shall include hotels, 
lodging houses, restaurants, panciterias, carinderias, refreshment parlors, and other places where food is 
served to the public. 

SEC. 2. No eating establishment shall, during the time it is allowed to cater to the public under this 
Order, serve more than one cover to each person for every meal. Each cover shall consist only of one 
course of a definite and uniform quantity to be determined by the Food Administrator. 

SEC. 3. Any violation of the provisions of this Executive Order shall cause the immediate cancellation 
of the license of the offending establishment and shall subject the owner thereof, or the manager, 
director or other person in charge of such establishment in case the owner is a club, association or 
corporation, to a penalty of not more than two years imprisonment or a fine of not exceeding five 
thousand pesos, or to both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 

SEC. 4. All laws, ordinances, orders and rules and regulations, or parts thereof, inconsistent herewith 
are hereby suspended or modified accordingly. 

SEC. 5. This Executive Order shall take effect on August 10, 1944.

WHEREAS, the Government has lately difficulties in its efforts to adequately supply the footwear 
requirements of the Philippine Constabulary due to the hoarding of these essential materials and the 
consequent increase of prices to exorbitant levels; 

WHEREAS, the footwear requirements of the Philippine Constabulary must be given first priority in 
order to enable this organization to discharge its duties and obligations in its mission to maintain peace 
and order; and 

WHEREAS, it has now become imperative that all the stocks of hides, upper and sole leather, and other 
materials needed for the manufacture of footwear be placed at the disposal of the Chief of Constabulary 
to enable the Government to rationalize the supply and demand of footwear of the Philippine 
Constabulary and the public; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by Act No, 39, otherwise known as the Emergency Powers Law, do hereby order 
and direct the Chief of Constabulary to immediately take possession of all the stocks of hides, upper 
and sole leather, and other materials needed for the manufacture of footwear, owned or in the 
possession of such persons, associations or corporations, as may be indicated by him in the City of 
Manila and in such other places in the Philippines as he may designate, except the stock of corporations 
or companies operated under the control of t Army and Navy, to be distributed by him for the 
manufacture of the footwear requirements of the Philippine Constabulary to such shoe or footwear 
manufacturer or manufacturers, as he shall determine. 

All materials needed for the manufacture of footwear requisitioned under this Order shall be receipted 
for and paid from the funds of the Philippine Constabulary in accordance with the official prices fixed 
by the Food Administrator upon the recommendation of the Director of Commerce and Industries. 

All provincial, city, and municipal government officials shall assist the Chief of Constabulary in carrying 
out the provisions of this Order.

CREATING THE VETERANS BUREAU 

In recognition of the great sacrifices of all Filipino war veterans and of the lasting debt of gratitude and 
obligation which the people of the Philippines owe to them, and it being fit that the Republic of the 
Philippines create a special instrumentality to assist those among them, their widows and orphans, who 
are infirm, invalid, destitute or needy, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, 
pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act No. 10, do hereby order: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby created a Veterans Bureau under the executive supervision of the Office of 
the President, which shall exercise the following powers and duties: 

(a) To promote the physical, spiritual, material, and social condition of the war veterans of .the 
Philippines; 

(b) To devise and carry out an efficient method of extending relief and assistance to infirm, invalid, 
destitute or needy war veterans, their widows and orphans; 

(c) To establish and maintain hospitals, convalescent homes, educational and recreation centers 
exclusively for war, veterans, their widows and orphans, and industrial centers and establishments for 
their vocational training, employment and rehabilitation; 

SEC. 2. The Veterans Bureau shall have one chief and one assistant chief, to be known respectively as 
the Director and the Assistant Director of the Veterans Bureau and shall have a central office in the City 
of Manila and such field offices as may be determined from time to time. All officials and employees of 
the Republic of the Philippines and of all its branches, agencies or instrumentalities, including those of 
local governments, are hereby enjoined to extend all possible assistance to the Veterans Bureau. 

SEC. 3. Whenever possible, the personnel of the Veterans Bureau shall be chosen from among war 
veterans, their widows and orphans. 

SEC. 4. The functions and activities of the Ministry of Home Affairs, the Bureau of Public Welfare and 
the Relief Committee created under Executive Order No. 12 as amended by Executive Order No. 21 
relating to the supervision and administration of the relief and rehabilitation of all the war veterans, 
widows, and orphans shall hereafter be assumed by the Veterans Bureau. 

SEC. 5. The sum of Fifty thousand pesos is hereby allotted out of the Contingent Fund provided in Act 
No. 20 in order to carry into effect the purposes of this Order. 



SEC. 6. The unexpended balances of the appropriations for salaries and wages and sundry expenses, as 
well as all personnel, equipment, materials, records, pertaining to the units under the Ministry of Home 
Affairs and of Health, Labor and Public Welfare and of the Relief Comittee mentioned in Section 4 
hereof are hereby transferred to, and merged with the appropriations, personnel, equipment, materials, 
records, and other properties of, the Veterans Bureau herein created. 

SEC. 7. This Order shall take effect immediately upon its promulgation.

PROVIDING FOR THE REORGANIZATION OF THE COUNCIL OF VICE 
MINISTERS 

By virtue of the powers vested in me by law, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the 
Philippines, do hereby order - 

SECTION 1. The Council of Vice Ministers created under Executive Order No. 3, dated October 23, 
1943, shall be composed of the Vice Ministers of State and such officials of the Government of the 
Republic of the Philippines as have been, or may hereafter be, given the rank and emoluments of a Vice 
Minister of State. 

SEC. 2. The Executive Secretary shall in addition to the powers, duties and functions vested in him by 
law, act as Chairman of the Council of Vice Ministers, with the Vice Minister of the ranking Ministry in 
the order of precedence established by law as Vice Chairman. 

SEC. 3. Executive Order No. 3, dated October 23, 1943, and all other laws, orders, ordinances and 
regulations, or parts thereof, inconsistent, herewith are hereby modified accordingly. 

SEC. 4. This Order shall take effect as of August 29, 1944.

VESTING IN THE MINISTER OF ECONOMIC AFFAIRS THE POWERS, DUTIES AND 
FUNCTIONS EXERCISED BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES OVER 
GOVERNMENT-OWNED OR CONTROLLED CORPORATIONS OR ASSOCIATIONS, AND THE 
POWER OF SUPERVISION AND CONTROL OVER ALL CORPORATIONS OR ASSOCIATIONS 
DEALING IN FOODSTUFFS AND OTHER PRIME COMMODITIES ORGANIZED BY THE 
FORMER JAPANESE MILITARY ADMINISTRATION AND SUBSEQUENTLY TRANSFERRED TO 
THE REPUBLIC OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Pursuant to the powers vested in me by Act. No. 10 to effect changes in the different ministries, 
bureaus, offices, agencies and instrumentalities of the Government, including government-owned or 
controlled corporations, and to transfer activities or instrumentality to another, for the purpose of 
promoting simplicity, efficiency and economy in the operation of the Government, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, 
President of the Republic of the Philippines, do hereby order that - 

SECTION 1. The powers, duties and functions which by law pertain to the boards of directors of all 
government-owned or controlled corporations or associations, including the National Commodities 
Procurement and Distribution Corporation, the Bigasang Bayan and other similar government entities, 
associations or corporations, and the power of supervision and control over said corporations or 
associations now exercised by the President of the Republic of the Philippines are hereby transferred to, 
and shall be assumed by, the Minister of Economic Affairs in accordance with the policies laid down by 
the President. 

SEC. 2. All corporations or associations organized or controlled by the former Japanese Military 
Administration for the production, procurement and/or distribution of foodstuffs and other prime 
commodities which, by agreement, have been turned over to the Government of the Republic of the 
Philippines, are hereby placed under the supervision and control of the Minister of Economic Affairs: 
Provided, however, That the Philippine Sugar Association created by Executive Order No. 60, dated 
June 8, 1944, shall continue as heretofore to be under the Ministry of Agriculture and Natural 
Resources. 

SEC. 3. All laws, orders, ordinances, rules and regulations or parts thereof, inconsistent herewith, are 
hereby repealed or modified accordingly. 

SEC. 4. This Order shall take effect upon its promulgation.

PROVIDING FOR THE PAYMENT OF AN ANNIVERSARY GRATUITY TO COMMEMORATE 
THE COMPLETION ON OCTOBER 14, 1944, OF THE FIRST YEAR OF THE REPUBLIC OF THE 
PHILIPPINES EQUIVALENT TO THREE MONTHS’ BASIC SALARIES AND WAGES TO 
OFFICIALS, EMPLOYEES, AND LABORERS OF THE NATIONAL, PROVINCIAL, CITY AND 
MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENTS AND OF THE GOVERNMENT-OWNED OR CONTROLLED 
CORPORATIONS. 

In recognition of the loyalty and devotion to duty that the officials, employees, and laborers of the 
Government have shown during a most trying period in our history, the first year of the Republic of the 
Philippines; I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, pursuant to the authority 
conferred upon me by existing law, do hereby promulgate thin Orders 

SECTION 1. An anniversary gratuity equivalent to three months’ basic salaries or wages is hereby 
authorized to be paid to officials, employees, and laborers in the service of the Government of the 
Republic of the Philippines on September 1, 1944, whose compensation is paid out of the 
appropriations authorized for the National Government for the fiscal year 1944 and who have not 
resigned or otherwise been separated from the service for any cause prior and up to the date of the 
promulgation of this Order; PROVIDED, That officials, employees and laborers who wore on leave of 
absence with or without pay for more than sixty days immediately preceding the promulgation of this 
Order, except those whose absences may have been incurred on account of injury or illness contracted 
in line of duty, shall not be entitled to the payment of this advance. 

SEC. 2. Provincial, city, or municipal governments and the corporations owned or controlled by the 
Government, the condition of those whose finances will so permit, are authorized to provide for similar 
anniversary gratuity in such amount as may be necessary not exceeding that herein provided, for their 
respective officials, employees, and laborers. 

SEC. 3. The sum of P12,000,000.00 or so much thereof as may be necessary is hereby allotted from 
appropriation of P50,000,000.00 provided in the first paragraph of Section 6 of Act No. 39 and from 
that authorized to be set up under the second paragraph of the same section, for the purpose of Section 
1 hereof; PROVIDED, That the officials, employees, and laborers who are paid from special funds shall 
be paid the anniversary gratuity from their respective special funds; and PROVIDED, Further, That for 
the purpose of determining the amount for which the official, employee, or laborer concerned may be 
insured with the Public Employees Life Insurance Bureau, the salary or wage stated in this appointment 
shall in no case be increased by reason of the anniversary gratuity provided in this Order. 

SEC. 4. This Order shall take effect on the date of its promulgation.

CHANGING THE DESIGNATIONS OF CHIEF, FIRST ASSISTANT CHIEF AND SECOND 
ASSISTANT CHIEF OF CONSTABULARY AND PROVIDING A NEW SCALE OF SALARIES

Pursuant to the provisions of Act No. 10 in relation with Executive Order No. 24 dated December 31, 
1943 and Executive Order No. 30 dated January 15, 1944, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the 
Republic of the Philippines, do hereby order - 

1. The designations of Chief, First Assistant Chief and Second Assistant Chief of Constabulary are 
hereby changed to Commanding General of the Philippine Constabulary, Chief of Staff and Deputy 
Chief of Staff, respectively. 

2. The Commanding General of the Philippine Constabulary, the Chief of Staff and the Deputy Chief of 
Staff shall receive the following rates of salaries as base pay, effective September 1, 1944: 


Commanding General of the Philippine P7, 200. 00 

Constabulary 

Chief of Staff 5,400.00 

Deputy Chief of Staff 4,800.00 


3. The amount needed to provide for the salary increases herein authorized shall be taken from the 
savings in the appropriations for salaries and wages of the Philippine Constabulary.

CREATING A SPECIAL FUND TO BE KNOWN AS “TEACHERS’ CERTIFICATION AND 
LICENSING FUND” 

WHEREAS, it is the intention of Executive Order No. 10, dated November 30, 1943, to require every 
person desiring to teach in elementary and secondary schools and in colleges whether public or private, 
to first obtain a license after proper examinations; 

WHEREAS, this requirement is aimed at improving the standards of teaching and at making certain 
that all teachers and, for that matter, all educational institutions, shall believe in, abide by, and 
endeavor to help carry out the declared policies of the State; 

WHEREAS, the certification and licensing of such teachers by the Ministry of Education, which 
performs this function, will entail considerable expense; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by Act No. 59, otherwise known as the Emergency Powers Law, do hereby order 
that; 

The Minister of Education is hereby authorized to charge P10, P15 and P20 as fees from persons 
applying to teach in the elementary, secondary, and collegiate schools, respectively, before granting 
them a license to teach, which fees shall constitute a special fund to be known as “Teachers’ 
Certification and Licensing Fund” to be disbursed by the Minister of Education, with the approval of 
the President of the Republic of the Philippines, for expenses entailed in the examination, certification 
and licensing of teachers, and for such other expenses as may be necessary to carry out the purposes of 
Executive Orders Nos. 10 and 44, dated November 30, 1943, and March 31, 1944, respectively.

AUTHORIZING JUSTICES OF THE PEACE OF JUDGES OF MUNICIPAL COURTS TO ACT IN 
CRIMINAL CASES IN THE ABSENCE, DISQUALIFICATION OR INABILITY OF JUDGES OF 
FIRST INSTANCE. 

In view of the exigencies of the present situation and the urgent necessity of dispatching criminal cases 
promptly and expeditiously, I, JOSE P. LAUREL, President of the Republic of the Philippines, pursuant 
to the authority conferred upon me by Republic Act. No. 39, otherwise known as the Emergency 
Powers Law, do hereby promulgate this Order: 

SECTION 1. In the basence of a Judge of the Court of First Instance from a province or city, or his 
disqualification or inability for any other reason to perform his duties as Judge, the Justice of the Peace 
of the provincial capital in case of a province, or of the Municipal Judge in case of a city, shall preside 
over the Court of First Instance for the purpose of hearing and deciding criminal cases triable before 
said Court, or of taking cognizance of such matters relating thereto as may be pending before said 
Court for resolution or action. In the absence, disqualification or inability of both, the Minister of 
Justice shall designate a justice of the peace of any municipality within the province to act as Judge of 
First Instance in the cases and with the authority hereinabove specified. 

SEC. 2. This Order shall take effect immediately.
